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PREFACE. 

An  increased  demand  for  the  Boston  Almanac,  has  encour- 
aged the  Publisher  to  make  renewed  exertions  for  meeting  the 
expectations  of  the  Public.  Such  materials  are  collected  from 
one  year  to  another,  as  are  presumed  to  be  useful,  convenient, 
and  instructive. 

The  Calendar  was  calculated  by  Professor  Benjamin  Peirce, 
of  Cambridge ;  whose  accuracy  is  its  highest  recommenda- 
tion. A  condensed  Diary  of  the  general  and  local  events  of 
1843,  embodies  all  that  is  essential  for  reference,  while  it  con- 
stitutes an  essential  link  in  the  chain  of  some  future  antiquary. 
Historical  memoranda  relalinglo  the  early  condition  of  Boston, 
are  introduced  without  apology,  upon  the  presumption  that 
thev  would  be  acceptable  to  every  class  of  readers.  Both  were 
furnished  by  Dr.  J.  V.  C.  Smith. 

Experience  has  demonstrated  the  utility  of  a  Business  Direc- 
tory, omitted  the  past  year,  which  is  again  introduced  on  ac- 
count of  its  importance  both  to  citizens  and  strangers. 

We  have  this  year  omitted  the  Hale  map  of  Boston ;  our 
readers  are  all  familiar  with  its  features,  and  its  exclusion  may 
not  be  considered  as  a  very  great  loss.  In  our  next  Almanac 
we  intend  to  present  a  fine  new  map  of  the  city,  of  about 
four  times  the  size  of  the  old  one.  We  hope  ihis  may  prove  a 
rich  compensation  to  all  friends,  and  particularly  to  those 
who  may  feel  the  loss  of  the  old  map  in  the  present  volume.

The  Moon's  Rising  and 
Setting  are  also  given  for  the  Upper  Limb,  corrected  for  a  mean  semi- 
diameter  of  15'  33  ".1,-  a  Mean  Equatorial  Horizontal  Parallax  of 
57'  4  ".7,  and  a  Mean  Horizontal  Refraction  of  36 '  6 '  '.9.

It  will  also  be  visible  in  the  North  Pacific  Ocean,  the 
North  of  Mexico,  Texas,  Canada,  New  Brunswick,  and  the  West  of 
Nova  Scotia. 


The  Planet  Mercury  may  be  seen  for  a  few  evenings  about  the  5th 
of  May,  and  for  a  few  mornings  about  the  I5th  of  November.  Vex  us 
will  be  the  Evening  Star  from  the  beginning  of  the  year  to  its  supe- 
rior conjunction  with  the  Sun,  July  23d,  then  Morning  Star  to  the  end 
of  the  year.  This  Planet  will  be  at  its  greatest  brilliancy  June  16th 
and  August  28th,  when  it  may  be  seen  in  clear  weather  through  most 
of  the  day,  about  two  hours  and  three  quarters  behind  the  Sun  in 
June,  and  in  advance  of  the  Sun  in  August.  Mars  will  be  Evening 
Star  to  its  conjunction,  August  4th,  then  Morning  Star  to  the  end  of 
the  year.  Jupiter  will  be  Morning  Star  from  its  conjunction,  Febru- 
ary 29th,  to  its  opposition,  September  21st,  and  Evening  Star  the  re- 
mainder of  the  year,  before  its  conjunction  and  after  its  opposition.

NOVEMBER. 

31.  A  great  storm  occurred  this 
evening.  A  vessel  at  Russia  ■wharf, 
several  small  ones  at  Fort  Hill 
wharf,  at  Long  and  at  some  of  the 
North  end  wharves,  were  variously 
injured,  and  some  wholly  ruined. 
Ship  Emeline,  at  Lewis's  wharf, 
ship  Emporium,  at  Commercial, 
barque  Ten  Brothers,  at  the  same 
place,  and  ships  Riga  and  Olive 
Branch,  at  Central,  were  material- 
ly damaged.  It  would  occupy  too 
much  room  to  particularize  all  the 
disastrous  effects  of  this  furious 
storm  to  the  shipping  interest  in 
the  city  of  Boston. 

DECEMBER. 

3.  In  the  case  of  Trevett  vs. 
Boynton,  in  the  Court  of  Common 
Pleas,  it  was  ruled,  amongst  other 
things,  that  a  livery  stable  keeper 
is  bound  to  furnish  safe  and  suffi- 
cient vehicles  and  harness. 

7.  Rev.  Amos  Smith,  recently 
from  the  Theological  School,  Cam- 
bridge, was  ordained  colleague 
Pastor  of  the  New  North  Church, 
with  the  Rev.  Dr.  Parkman. 

8.  John  Perkins  was  brought 
before  the  Police  Court,  charged 
with  tying  up  his  wife,  who  wish- 
ed to  go  out  shopping.  For  doing 
this  strange  act  he  was  fined  #3 
and  costs. 

Yesterday  afternoon,  there  was  a 
snow  storm,  accompanied  with  a 
violent  wind,  that  blew  with  pro- 
digious force.  It  was  believed  to 
be  severe  in  the  Bay,  though  no 
damage  seems  to  have  happened. 
Snow,  to-day,  is  several  inches 
deep,  making  excellent  sleighing. 

19.  Two  gentlemen  took  from  a 
stable  in  School  street,  a  horse 
called  Rob  Roy,  and  drove  to  Wo- 
bum.  On  their  return,  he  became 
unmanageable,  ran,  and  wholly 
escaped  from  them.  He  was  not 
found  till  three  days  after,  in  a 
ravine,  half  a  mile  from  Horn 
Pond,  in  the  midst  of  briers  and 
stones,  quite  exhausted,  with  the 
sleigh  still  attached.  He  lived  but 
a  few  minutes  after  being  discov- 
ered. 

20.  From  an  Abstract  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth, 
it  appears  that  the  Banks  in  the 


State,  in  operation,  are  111;  with 
an  aggregate  capital  of  £32,531,050. 
There  has  been  a  reduction  in  the 
capital,  since  last  year  of  £128,740. 

Intelligence  has  just  arrived  of 
the  extraordinary  preparations  for 
a  mutiny  on  board  the  U.  S.  Brig 
Somers,  Capt.  McKenzie  ;  and  the 
execution  at  the  yard  arm  of  Mid- 
shipman Philip  Spencer,  between 
18  and  19  years  of  age,  son  of  the 
Secretary  of  War,  Hon.  John  C. 
Spencer,  now  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury. 

21.  The  steamer  Britannia  ar- 
rived, 17  days  from  Liverpool,  fac- 
ing a  series  of  gales,  during  the 
whole  passage.  News  came  of  the 
provisional  condition  of  peace  with 
China,  purchased  by  paying  the 
British  Government  £21,000,000. 

24.  A  chaise,  with  a  lady  in  it, 
passing  down  Tremont  st.,  came 
in  contact  with  a  large  wagon,  at 
the  corner  of  Winter  st.,  by  which 
both  shafts  were  broken  off  at  the 
cross-bar.  The  boot  being  buckled 
up,  escape  was  impossible,  and, 
although  the  horse  ran  a  little  way, 
no  serious  injury  was  done.  Take 
care,  in  driving. 

25.  Bliss  Mary  Ann  Kerr,  15 
years  of  age,  was  walking  home 
from  singing  school,  with  another 
young  lady,  at  Cambridgeport, 
when  they  were  met  by  a  man  run- 
ning in  an  opposite  direction,  who, 
in  passing,  stabbed  her  in  the  right 
groin,  coming  near  severing  the 
great  artery  of  the  thigh.  George 
Fellows  was  arrested  and  put  un- 
der £2,000  bonds,  as  the  suspected 
perpetrator  of  the  wicked  act. 

28.  William  Pratt  died  in  con- 
sequence of  an  accidental  fall  on 
the  ice,  at  the  door  of  his  father's 
residence  in  Summer  street.  In 
attempting  to  open  the  gate,  his 
foot  slipped,  and  he  fell,  wounding 
the  artery  in  the  right  temple. 
This  occurred  on  Saturday  last. 
It  was  believed  that  an  injury  was 
inflicted  on  the  brain. 

Massachusetts  has  given  £5,000,- 
000  for  religious  and  literary  pur- 
poses, within  30  years,  besides 
large  incidental  bequests  to  indi- 
viduals. 

Whole  number  of  petitions  by 
bankrupts  in  Massachusetts,  up  to 
Dec.  19,  was  2,392. 
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JANUARY. 

1.  Rev.  Mr.  Streeter  is  supposed 
to  marry  more  couples  than  any 
other  clergyman  in  the  Union.  On 
Sunday  last,  he  stated  in  the  desk, 
that  he  had  married,  during  the 
past  year,  118  pairs. 

2.  The  City  Government  was 
organized  for  the  present  year. 
Chief  Justice  Shaw  administered 
the  oath  of  office  to  the  Mayor,  and 
he  in  tum>  swore  in  the  Boards 
of  Aldermen  and  Common  Coun- 
cil. Edward  Blake  was  subse- 
quently elected  President  of  the 
Common  Council. 

A  mercantile. house  in  Boston 
became  embarrassed  in  1837,  and 
settled  with  all  the  creditors  by 
paying  60  per  cent.  Business  was 
recommenced,  and  being  eminent- 
ly .successful,  on  new  year's  day, 
a  gift  of  40  cents  on  the  dollar, 
amounting  to  #15,000,  was  made 
to  each  creditor. 

Henry  Tamlin  was  complained 
of  at  the  Police  Court  for  disturb- 
ing the  congregation  of  the  Meth- 
odist Church,  North  Bennett  st., 
and  fined  £3. 

A  poor  woman  walking  down 
Hanover  street  yesterday,  fell  into 
a  coal  hole  in  a  side  walk,  and  was 
dangerously  injured.  Let  a  se- 
vere penalty  be  inflicted  upon  all 
persons  guilty  of  setting  such  traps 
for  foot  passengers. 

4.  Mr.  Greenbank,  the  elocu- 
tionist, gave  a  soiree  for  the  blind, 
the  proceeds  of  which  amounted 
to  £115,75. 

The  Legislature  convened  and 
organized  in  the  Senate  by  elect- 
ing P.  W.  Leland,  President,  12 
votes  being  necessary  to  a  choice. 
Lewis  Josselyn  was  chosen  Clerk, 
having  14  votes  out  of  24.  In  the 
House,  Luther  S.  Cushing  was  re- 
elected Clerk. 

7.  Daniel  P.  King,  of  Danvers, 
a  Whig,  was  finally  elected  Speak- 
er of  the  House.  The  election 
sermon  was  delivered  by  Rev.  S. 
C.  Jackson,  of  Andover. 

It  is  asserted  in  the  Mew  Bedford 
Bulletin,  that  Benjamin  Russell, 
Esq,  the  veteran  editor,  has  heard 
every  election  sermon  since  1783. 
On  Saturday  last  he  was  at  the 
Old  South  to  hear  the  60th ! 

9.  Mr.  Stevens  was  re-elected 
Sergeant-at  arms,  to  the  Legisla- 
ture.   Hon.  Mr.  Leland,  President 


of  the  Senate,  resigned  the  chair. 
Hon.  Frederick  Robinson,  chosen 
President  of  the  Senate.  Whole 
number  of  votes  cast  for  Governor 
of  the  Commonwealth,  117,892:  of 
which  Marcus  Morton  had  56,491 ; 
John  Davis,  54,939.  Fiftj'-nine 
other  candidates  were  voted  for, 
by  the  people,  for  the  office,  and 
fifty  -three  for  Lieutenant  Gover- 
nor. 

On  Saturday,  George  Bigney, 
alias  Bill  Anderson,  a  notorious 
burglar,  was  arrested  by  Constable 
Clapp,  upon  a  requisition  upon  an 
indictment  for  having  certain  lace 
goods  in  his  possession  stolen  from 
the  store  of  J.  Phillips  &  Co.  in 
Washington  street.  He  was  abun- 
dantly supplied  with  skeleton 
keys,  picklocks,  forceps,  and  a 
plunder  bag. 

A  serious  accident  took  place  on 
the  Worcester  Rail-road  yesterday. 
The  freight  train  from  the  city 
ran  off  the  track  at  Newton.  A 
message  was  sent  on  to  prevent 
another  train  from  going  with  too 
great  speed ;  but  not  being  deliv- 
ered or  misunderstood,  the  Nor- 
wich train  came  on  with  its  ac- 
customed rapidity,  and  came  up 
with  the  accommodation  at  Meed- 
ham.  A  dense  fog  prevented  the 
engine  men  from  seeing  the  for- 
ward train  in  season,  and  it  drove 
through  the  long  passenger  car  of 
the  Western  Rail-road.  Mo  one 
was  killed,  though  one  or  two  were 
considerably  injured. 

10.  Eben'r  Center  was  brought 
up  on  a  charge  of  cheating  Messrs. 
Eastman,  Fondey,  &  Co.  He  ex- 
hibited a  bill  of  lading  of  butter 
and  cheese  to  the  amount  of  8434, 
per  schooner  Herald  of  Albany, 
and  also  effected  insurance,  &c, 
and  upon  the  strength  of  these, 
obtained  £100.  Remanded  for 
trial  at  the  Municipal  Court. 

The  tower  and  a  portion  of  the 
front  wall  of  a  German  Catholic 
Church,  erecting  in  Suffolk  street, 
fell  down  last  night,  with  a  fright- 
ful crash.  Mo  one,  fortunately, 
was  injured.  The  loss  is  a  serious 
one,  in  a  pecuniary  view. 

14.  A  boy  was  discovered  by  a 
servant  coming  down  stairs  in  a 
gentleman's  house,  who,  on  being 
reprimanded  for  presuming  to  take 
such  liberty,  pretending  that  he  j 
had  knocked,and  went  up  to  apply 
for  work,  leisurely  went  off.    Soon 
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after  it  was  ascertained  that  he  had 
stolen  $10  from  a  purse. 

16.  Wm,  Tewksbury  vs.  James 
Bartlett,  Martin  "W.  Tewksbury 
vs.  James  Bartlett,  in  the  Court  of 
Common  Pleas.  The  suits  were 
for  slandering  the  plaintiffs.  There 
was  talk  in  a  bar-room  concerning 
the  people  of  Chelsea,  and  defen- 
dant said,  pointing  to  Martin  ;  '  I 
knew  him  and  his  father  too.  His 
father  is  a  d— d  old  robber,  and 
has  brought  up  his  children  to  it, 
and  they  have  proved  apt  scholars,' 
&c.  The  jury  found  a  verdict  in 
each  case,  giving  $100  damages  to 
the  father,  and  $50  to  each  son. 

Daniel  L.  Patterson,  represent- 
ing himself  as  belonging  to  a  house, 
Pattison  &  Co.,  N.  Y.,  was  brought 
before  the  Police  Court,  for  obtain- 
ing goods  to  the  value  of  between 
$30,000  and  $40,000  on  false  pre- 
tences. Committed  for  further  ex- 
amination. 

17.  In  the  legislature,  on  the  1st 
ballot  for  the  1st  candidate  to  be 
sent  to  the  Senate  for  Governor : 
whole  number  of  votes,  347 ;  ne- 
cessary for  a  choice,  174,  which 
were  given  for  Marcus  Morton. 
John  Davis  had  165,  and  S.  E.  Se- 
wall  8. 

18.  At  5  minutes  before  12,  A. 
M.,  Marcus  Morton  was  inaugu- 
rated Governor  of  Massachusetts. 

In  the  U.  S.  District  Court,  Ca- 
sey vs.  Perkins.  This  was  a  libel 
by  one  of  the  crew  of  the  ship 
Emporium  against  the  chief  mate, 
for  an  assault  in  the  harbor  of  Ha- 
vana; three  blows  and  a  kick. 
The  Court  decided  that  he  could 
not  defend  himself,  but  was  bound 
to  submit  to  the  blows  of  the  offi- 
cer. The  Court  decreed  for  Per- 
kins, and  gave  him  $10  damages, 
and  cost  amounted  to  $32. 

19.  Enoch  H.  Snelling,  Joshua 
B.  Fowle,  and  Jacob  G.  L.  Eibbey 
were  declared  in  the  Common 
Council,  not  duly  elected  mem- 
bers of  that  body. 

As  a  young  lad  in  the  employ- 
ment of  Scudder  &  Cordis  was 
passing  through  Eaiby  st.  with  a 
bank  check  in  his  hand,  a  larger 
boy  snatched  it  away  and  ran  off. 
It  was  for  $295.— The  payment 
was  stopped  at  the  bank.  The 
rogue  did  not  present  it  the  same 
day. 

John  A.  Bolles,  of  Boston,  was 
elected  Secretary  of  the  Common- 


wealth, and    Charles  Howard,  of 
Springfield,  Treasurer. 

A  man  entered  Horatio  Stone's 
store,  corner  of  Prince  street  and 
North  square,  under  pretence  of 
purchasing  goods,  and  while  a  boy  \ 
was  putting  up  the  articles  called 
for,  the  rascal  stepped  behind  the 
counter  and  attempted  to  make  off 
with  a  trunk,  containing  money. 
He  escaped. 

20.  The  weather  is  as  mild  as 
spring  to-day. 

Hon.  H.  H.  Childs,  in  conven- 
tion of  both  Houses  of  the  Legis- 
lature, was  qualified  as  Lieutenant 
Governor  for  the  current  year. 

The  Governor  delivered  "his  mes- 
sage to  the  Legislature. 

Mr.  Howard,  chosen  Treasurer 
yesterday,  has  declined  the  office. 

23.  The  store  of  N.  D.  Cotton, 
13  Tremont  Bow,  was  entered  by 
false  keys,  and  goods  to  the  amount 
of  $300*  taken,  principally  in  gold 
rings,  card  cases,  pocket  knives, 
pencil  cases,  &c.  On  Saturday 
night,  the  clothing  store  of  Peter 
Eisk,  15  Tremont  Bow,  adjoining 
Mr.  Cotton's,  was  plundered  of  a 
large  quantity  of  goods. 

24.  Capt.  Page  Brewer,  master, 
H.  G.  Beed,  1st,  and  B.  Berry,  2d 
mate  of  barque  Winsor,  were  ex- 
amined on  charge  of  an  as- 
sault of  so  violent  a  character  on 
James  Adams,  steward,  at  sea,  that 
he  died.  By  the  evidence,  he  had 
been  severely  whipped,  and  all 
three  flogged  him.  The  morning 
after  all  this  barbarity  he  was 
found  dead  in  his  berth  I  The 
Captain  attributed  his  death  to  his 
having  taken  laudanum.  Each 
bound  over  in  $1,000  to  appear  at 
the  District  Court. 

25.  The  steamer  Caledonia  ar- 
rived from  Liverpool,  19  days' pas- 
sage, having  encountered  westerly 
gales  during  the  whole  jiassage. 
The  greatest  distance  run  any  one 
day  was  190,  and  the  least,  50 
miles. 

28.  Among  several  indictments 
returned  to  the  Municipal  Court, 
for  violation  of  the  Sabbath,  by 
keeping  shops  open,  was  one 
against  George  "W.  Haywood,  for 
selling  newspapers  in  the  street*, 
on  Sunday.  He  plead  guilty,  and 
was  fined  $5  on  each  count,  with 
costs. 

A  scow  containing  three  men 
filled  and  sunk  opposite  the  end  of 
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Long  wharf.  Andrew  Manning,  a 
boatman,  fortunately  saved  the 
!  men,  making  six  he  has  rescued 
from  drowning  the  present  year. 

Agnes  Buxtone  and  William 
Southwick,  jointly  indicted  for 
robbing  Orin  Hackstaff  on  the  13th 
of  December  last,  but  continued 
to  next  term.  The  robbed  man  is 
a  Shaker,  from  Canterbury,  N.  H. 
He  came  to  Boston  to  purchase 
mill-stones,  but  getting  into  a 
bowling  alley,  he  was  drugged 
with  drinks,  and  from  thence  ta- 
ken to  a  house  of  ill  fame,  where 
he  was  robbed  of  between  #300 
and  #400.  Being  afraid  of  being 
murdered  by  the  Boston  blacklegs, 
when  wanted  for  a  witness,  he  fled 
to  Canada,  but  left  word  where  he 
had  gone,  and  the  cause. 

Four  thousand  and  forty-two 
persons  were  apprehended  by  the 
night  police,  the  past  year,  of 
whom  649  were  committed  to  jail. 

A  man  was  prosecuted  on  Satur- 
day for  running  the  toll  on  Charles- 
town  biidge,  and  fined  #5 ;  in  de- 
fault of  paying  which,  was  sent  to 
jail. 

FEBRUARY. 

1.  The  two  Houses  of  the  Leg- 
islature met  in  Convention  this 
morning,  and  elected  Hon.  John 
Mills  Treasurer  of  the  Common- 
wealth. Whole  number  of  votes, 
377  :  necessary  for  a  choice,  189 ; 
and  Mr.  Mills  had  194. 

The  famous  Latimer  committee, 
previously  to  presenting  a  petition 
to  the  Legislature,  was  called  to- 
gether at  Faneuil  Hall  this  morn- 
ing. The  whole  number  of  sign- 
ers, was  62,791.  The  whole  num- 
ber who  signed  the  petition  to 
Congress,  47,000.  There  were 
7,128  in  Suffolk  County. 

2.  The  Caledonia  steamer  took 
out  21,000  letters,  and  upwards  of 
40  bushels  of  newspapers,  for  Eng- 
land. There  were  2J  passengers, 
amongst  whom  was  Haalilio,  the 
Sandwich  Island  chief. 

Messrs.  Newell  and  Tuck,  of  the 
East  Boston  Ferry  Boat,  rescued 
three  men  belonging  to  the  Cale- 
donia, who  were  capsized  in  a 
small  boat. 

There  have  been  collected  and 
paid  away  at  the  Essex  St.  Church, 
the  past  year,  #4,695.55  ;  and  at  the 
First  Baptist  Church,  #2,500. 

4.    A  daughter  of  G.  P.  Clapp, 


about  5  years  old,  returning  from 
school,  was  run  over  by  a  chaise, 
driven  by  Dr.  Fuller,  of  Medford. 
It  all  happened  in  consequence  of 
boys  getting  on  behind  the  car- 
riage, which  attracted  the  doctor's 
attention. 

The  whole  amount  of  auction 
duties  paid  by  gentlemen  of  the 
hammer  in  the  city  of  Boston,  for 
six  months,  was  #22,150.30,  of 
which  John  Tyler  paid  #4,5S8.34. 

The  number  of  vessels  which 
entered  at  the  Boston  Custom 
House  in  1841,  was  6355;  in  1842, 
the  foreign  arrivals  were  1751 ; 
coastwise,  4024. 

5.  A  severe  Easterly  storm  com- 
menced yesterday,  the  wind  blow-  1 
ing  with  great  violence.  The  snow  ■ 
is  about  one  foot  deep  upon  a  lev- 
el. No  damage  done  to  the  ship- 
ping in  the  harbor,  but  much  ap- 
prehended at  sea. 

As  three  persons  were  going  into 
the  Temple  to  attend  a  lecture,  a 
person  at  the  lower  door  took  the 
tickets.  On  reaching  the  top  of 
the  stairs,  they  were  astonished  to 
find  that  a  trick  had  been  practised 
upon  them.    A  petty  fraud. 

7.  Sleighing  in  Boston  is  excel- 
lent. 

On  Sunday  evening  last,  a  lady 
in  Hancock  street  was  seriously 
injured  by  an  avalanche  of  snow 
from  a  roof. 

A  lady  was  knocked  down  in 
Tremont  street,  by  a  dandy  sleigh- 
ing establishment,  furnished  with 
such  little  tinkling  bells,  that  their 
sound  is  not  heard  scarcely  the 
length  of  the  horse. 

Samuel  Wallace,  a  minor,  was 
put  on  trial  for  rude  and  indecent 
behavior  in  the  Methodist  Church, 
North  Bennett  street.  He  plead 
guilty,  and  Avas  mulcted  in  the 
sum  of  #5  and  costs. 

9.  Richard  Dewerson,  Jacob 
Bullard,  and  Thomas  Goss,  were 
each  fined  for  not  keeping  the 
snow  from  their  sidewalks,  accord- 
ing to  law. 

13.  A  bill  was  found  against 
Alonzo  J.  Foster  and  William  E. 
Phillips,  for  setting  up  a  lottery. 
Also,  for  selling  fictitious  tickets, 
known  to  be  false. 

Elizabeth  O'Niell,  5  years  of  age, 
in  Warren  street,  was  so  severely 
burned,  in  consequence  of  her 
clothes  taking  fire,  having  caught 
while  she  was  amusing  herself  by 
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burning  paper  in  a  stove,  that  she 
soon  died.  The  parents  had  lock- 
ed her  in  the  house,  while  they 
were  out  a  little  while. 

Hiram  Cram  was  bound  over  in 
the  sum  of  #300,  for  his  appear- 
ance at  the  Municipal  Court,  to 
answer  for  an  assault  on  Police 
Officer  Dexter,  by  which  a  person 
under  arrest  escaped  from  his  cus- 
tody. 

15.  Right  Rev.  Alexander  V. 
Griswold,  Eishop  of  the  Eastern 
Diocese,  dropped  at  the  door  of  the 
Assistant    Bishop,    yesterday,   in 

J  Pemberton  square,  and  soon  died, 
at  the  age  of  77. 

The  Society  for  the  prevention 
of  pauperism  furnished  employ- 
ment for  upwards  of  2000  females 
the  past  year. 

In  the  U.  S.  District  Court, 
Marnden,  and  five  other  seamen  of 
the  brig  Mary  Paulina,  57  days 
home  from  Africa,  were  put  on 
short  allowance.  A  part  of  the 
cargo  had  been  bread,  but  so  much 
of  it  sold  that  the  crew  were  neces- 
sarily kept  short.  On  their  arrival, 
they  signed  the  usual  receipt  in 
full,  but  Judge  Sprague  held  that 
the  receipt  did  not  operate  as  a  dis- 
charge from  a  violation  of  an  Act 
of  Congress,  which  provides  a  pen- 
alty for  sailing  without  a  sufficient 
supply  of  bread. 

The  Acadia  steamer  arrived  yes- 
terday, making  a  passage  from 
Liverpool,  via  Halifax,  in  about  14 
days.  She  brought  a  million  of 
dollars  in  specie. 

16.  A  curious  instance  of  saga- 
city in  a  truck  horse  occurred  in 
Portland  street.  An  old  lady, 
rather  deaf,  in  crossing  was  thrown 
down  by  the  leader  of  a  truck,  but 
he  stopped  suddenly,  and  held 
back,  although  forced  on  by  the 
shaft  horse,  and  kept  the  team  off 
till  she  recovered  her  feet,  and  got 
fairly  out  of  the  way. 

21.  Died  suddenly,  Hon.  Peter

16.  Quite  a  sensation  was  man- 
ifest at  the  meeting  of  the  stock- 
holders of  the  Western  Railroad 
Corporation,  yesterday,  who  met 
to  choose  directors.  John  Hen- 
shaw,  E.  H.  Derby,  and  Jno.  Chap- 
man, W.  Jackson,  of  Newton,  and 
George  Bliss  of  Springfield,  were 
elected. 

17.  Samuel  L.  Abbott,  a  highly 
respected  merchant,  while  shaving 
himself,  at  his  residence  in  Chest- 
nut street,  early  this  morning,  fell 
suddenly  on  the  floor  and  ex- 
pired. 

20.  The  steamer  Columbia  ar- 
rived yesterday,  15  3-4  days  from 
Liverpool,  bringing  54  passengers, 
among  whom  is  Sir  Charles  Met- 
calfe and  suite,  Governor-General 
of  the  British  Provinces  of  North 
America,  to  succeed  Sir  Charles 
Bagot,  whose  health  is  very  pre- 
carious. 
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Elias  J.  Dupar,  an  old  man  from 
Hingliam,  60  years  of  age,  who 
came  to  the  city  to  sell  rope  and 
cord  of  his  own  make,  was  robbed 
on  the  Common.  He  inquired  at 
a  cellar  for  a  lodging,  when  two 
youngsters,  one  15,  and  the  other 
18,  under  pretence  of  showing  him 
the  place,  led  him  to  the  Common, 
where  they  knocked  him  down, 
and  robbed  him  of  all  his  money 
but  about  ,s2,  where  he  was  found 
senseless  and  bleeding. 

22.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  of  the  Western  Rail- 
road, Edmund  D wight  of  Boston, 
was  elected  President  of  the  Cor- 
poration for  the  ensuing  year. 

25.  While  a  crowd  was  gather- 
ing round  the  building  at  the  West 
corner  of  Washington  and  School 
streets,  burned  last  night,  a  piece 
of  the  wooden  gutter  fell  from  the 
eaves  to  the  side  walk,  severely 
injuring  a  man  and  three  boys, 
but  not  fatally. 

While  Mrs.  Haven  was  dealing 
out  coffee  to  the  exhausted  fire- 
men, on  Saturday  night,  while 
managing  the  fire,  at  the  comer  of 
School  and  Washington  streets, 
some  one  stole  her  pocket  book, 
that  contained  $175. 

26.  A  child,  three  years  old,  by 
the  name  nf  Harrington,  was  burn- 
ed to  death  in  the  rear  of  99  Broad 
street,  in  the  absence  of  the  pa- 
rents, in  consequence  of  a  cotton 
apron  taking  fire. 

29.  Two  white  men  and  one 
colored  man  have  recently  become 
deranged  on  the  subject  of  Miller- 
ism,  and  conveyed  to  the  institu- 
tion at  South  Boston. 

Twenty-nine  more  new  converts 
to  Mormonism,  were  baptized  at 
the  Marine  Bail-way  on  Monday 
evening. 

The  body  of  Stephen  Workman, 
cook  of  the  steamship  Columbia, 
was  found  drowned.  He  was 
drowned  last  Tuesday,  and  is  sup- 
posed to  have  walked  off  the  wharf 
in  the  dark,  in  trying  to  get  on 
board.  Three  persons  have  been 
drowned  from  the  same  wharf 
within  a  year.

10.  Col.  W.  P.  Winchester  en- 
tered the  office  of  the  Evening 
Bulletin,  and  inflicted  a  severe 
beating  on  the  editor,  Charles  H. 
Peabody.  The  offence  was  an  ar- 
ticle in  that  paper,  touching  a  mar- 
riage in  high  life. 

15.  The  steamer  Britannia  ar- 
rived, 14  1-2  days,  including  de- 
tentions, from  Liverpool. 

20.  A  beautiful  little  girl,  five 
years  old,  at  East  Boston,  fell  into 
a  well,  and  was  drowned.  The 
well  was  without  a  curb,  and  near 
a  highway. 

25.  The  Directors  of  the  New 
England  Mutual,  and  the  Fire- 
men's Insurance  Companies,  sent 
#100  to  Mrs.  Haven,  from  whose 
store  §175  was  stolen,  while  she 
was  furnishing  refreshment  to  the 
firemen. 

28.  A  curious  movement  of  cer- 
tain fences  and  a  building,  were 
effected  on  the  disputed  estate  in 
Bowdoin  street.

MAY. 

1.  The  steamer  Britannia,which 
sailed  to-day,  took  out  for  England 
19,000  letters,  and  from  40  to  50 
bushels  of  newspapers,  besides  62 
passengers. 

4.  The  Hibernia  steamer  arriv- 
ed, 14  1-2  days  from  England,  hav- 
ing had  a  rough,  boisterous  pas- 
sage. She  brought  101  passengers, 
24  stopping  at  Halifax. 

The  Miller  Tabernacle,  an  edi- 
fice of  singular  architectural  ap- 
pearance, located  in  Howard  street, 
was  dedicated  yesterday. 

5.  A  melancholy  accident  took 
place  on  the  Charlestown  Branch 
Rail-road.  The  cars  ran  off  the 
track  near  the  State  Prison,  on  the 
bridge,  and  were  precipitated 
about  20  feet  into  the  water.  It 
was  occasioned  by  a  loose  rail. 
There  were  15  or  20  passengers, 
several  of  whom  were  considera- 
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bly  injured.  Samuel  H.  Brown, 
of  Ipswich,  was  killed. 

9.  The  whole  sum  paid  into 
Court,  by  assignees  of  bankrupts, 
to  this  date,  in  Massachusetts,  is 
#472,738.43,  collected  from  their 
estates.  The  amount  distributed 
among  creditors,  £303,561.58.  The 
largest  dividend  paid  to  any  one 
creditor,  is  #10,000 ;  and  the  small- 
est, 1  cent !  The  largest  amount 
distributed  in  any  one  case,  #202,- 
400. 

13.  The  barque  Sharon  cleared 
for  London,  from  this  port,  on 
Saturday,  with  80  tons  of  ice. 

15.  Wm,  G.  Glover  was  arrested 
for  a  ferocious  assault  on  Miss 
Eugenia  R.  Austin,  of  East  Boston, 
with  a  wicked  intent.  He  was 
committed  in  default  of  bail  of 
#1,000. 

The  Hibernia  sailed  for  England 
with  sixty  passengers ;  nine  of 
whom  leave  at  Halifax. 

18.  Harriet  Morton,  a  young 
woman,  jumped  from  a  wharf  into 
the  river,  near  Charlestown  old 
bridge,  but  was  saved  by  the  in- 
trepidity of  Ezra  Brown,  who  im- 
mediately plunged  and  brought  her 
out.  It  is  now  considered  extreme- 
ly vulgar  for  disappointed  ladies, 
old  or  young,  to  leap  from  wharves 
or  bridges,  in  order  to  drown  them- 
selves. 

Moses  Hayward  received  #25  in 
a  letter  from  an  unknown  source. 
The  writer  said  he  had  stolen  #6 
from  him  by  theft,  ten  years  ago, 
and  he  now  desired  to  refund  four- 
fold. 

19.  This  morning  the  steamer 
Caledonia  arrived,  having  left  Liv- 
erpool May  4th.  She  brought  25 
passengers  to  Halifax,  and  48  to 
Boston.    Had  a  rough  passage. 

20.  U.  S.  steamship  Union, 
Lieut.  Hunter,  propelled  by  the 
commander's  submerged  paddle 
wheels,  arrived  in  port  this  morn- 
ing. She  has  three  masts,  and 
makes  an  imposing  appearance. 

24.  For  the  sum  of  #50,000,  the 
Tremont  Theatre,  a  beautiful  edi- 
fice, considered  the  first  Theatre 
in  this  country,  was  sold  for  the 
purpose  of  being  converted  into  a 
Baptist  Church,  under  the  pastoral 
care  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Colver. 

26.  A  large  piece  of  iron,  lean- 
ing against  a  fence  in  Pearl  street, 
fell  and  crushed  a  boy's  foot,  who 
was  playing  near.     While  some 


gentlemen  were  trying  to  raise  it 
up  against  the  fence  again,  the 
side  walk  flagging  stone  gave  way 
and  they,  together  with  the  boy, 
were  precipitated  into  the  hole  be- 
neath. Mr.  Mansfield  had  his 
wrist  broken,  and  the  boy  was  fur- 
ther injured  by  having  one  of  his 
legs  broken. 

27.  For  the  purpose  of  purchas- 
ing a  telescope,  and  other  astro- 
nomical instruments,  #25,000  were 
raised  by  subscription.  One  gen- 
tleman gave  #5,000;  #3,000  were 
given  by  the  Academy  of  Arts 
and  Sciences;  #1,000  by  the  Soci- 
ety for  the  Diffusion  of  Useful 
Knowledge,  and  #500  by  several 
individuals. 

A  case  which  has  been  a  long 
time  before  the  Court,  Dunham  vs. 
Dunham,  was  brought  to  a  close. 
Thomas  H.  Dunham  filed  a  libel 
against  his  wife  for  a  divorce,  on 
the  ground  of  adultery  on  her 
part,  with  Dr.  Marcellus  Bowen. 
Chief  Justice  Shaw  came  to  this 
result  —  that  the  husband  had  not 
sustained  his  libel. 

A  second  centennial  anniversary 
of  the  confederation  of  the  New 
England  Colonies,  was  celebrated 
by  the  Mass.  Historical  Society,  at 
the  Church  in  Chauncy  place. 
The  address,  a  remarkable  per- 
formance in  many  respects,  was 
delivered  by  John  Quincy  Adams. 

JUNE. 

1.  Again  the  steamer  Caledonia 
departed  on  her  transatlantic  trip, 
with  71  passengers  and  13,000  let- 
ters. Merchants  sent  back  an- 
swers to  letters  that  arrived  from 
England  this  morning  by  the 
Acadia,  This  latter  vessel  per- 
formed the  voyage  in  12  days  and 
10  hours. 

This  morning  the  thermometer 
stood  at  30\  A  frost  occurred  on 
Thursday  night  last  which  con- 
siderably injured  vegetation  in 
some  places. 

4.  Thomas  Whitman,  a  boy  5 
years  old,  was  found  dead  in  the 
vault  of  a  privy,  at  South  Boston. 
He  was  left  at  home  in  charge  of  a 
young  child,  while  the  parents 
went  to  church.  It  is  supposed 
that  he  went  out,  and  accidentally 
fell  into  the  vault. 

13.  The  son  of  Garfield  Learn- 
ed, West  Centre  street,  had  his 
eyes   nearly  put  out  in   playing  11 
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with  other  boys,  -who  were  filing 
Chinese  squibs  and  crackers. 

As  high  as  £20  have  been  paid 
for  a  position  at  a  window  in 
Washington  street,  to  view  the 
procession  on  the  17th.  In  one 
instance,  ,§50  was  paid  for  a  room 
for  the  same  purpose. 

16.  A  passenger  on  board  the 
steamer  North  America,  from  St. 
John,  said  to  be  a  lawyer,  when  in 
sight  of  Cape  Ann,  exclaimed,  "  it 
is  time,"  and  handing  a  bunch  of 
keys  to  a  fellow  passenger,  j  ump- 
ed  overboard. 

Charles  Lincoln,  Esq.,  Warden 
of  the  State  Prison  at  Charlestown, 
was  murdered  in  one  of  the  work- 
shops, by  a  prisoner,  named  Ab- 
ner  Rogers,  Jr.  Mr.  Lincoln 
was  in  the  upholstery  room,  in- 
specting, when  the  convict  Rog- 
ers, who  was  working  on  mat- 
trasses,  left  his  bench,  and  ap- 
proaching the  Warden  behind, 
stabbed  him  with  a  shoe^  knife, 
completely  severing  the  jugular 
vein.  The  murderer  was  imme- 
diately put  in  irons.  He  was  a 
former  comer,  serving  out  his  ad- 
ditional six  months. 

The  Acadia  left  for  Liverpool 
with  60  passengers,  and  14,000 
letters. 

17.  William  Simmons,  Esq.,  one 
of  the  Justices  of  the  Police  Court, 
died  on  Saturday,  having  held  the 
office  from  the  first  creation  of  the 
Court. 

The  toll  taken  on  Charlestown 
and  Warren  bridges,  on  Saturday, 
amounted  to  §1,500. 

Jolin  Tyler,  President  of  the 
United  States,  arrived  in  the  city 
yesterday.  He  was  met  at  the 
Roxbury  line  by  the  Municipal 
authorities,  and  escorted  to  the 
Tremont  House. 

Just  before  sunset,  on  Saturday 
evening,  a  splendid,  double  rain- 
bow, of  brilliant  hues,  was  seen, 
overarching  the  Bunker  Hill  Mon- 
ument. 

The  celebration  of  the  comple- 
tion of  the  Monument,  was  the 
grandest  civic  and  military  dis- 
play, ever  made  in  the  United 
States.  The  oration  was  given 
by  Hon.  Daniel  Webster,  in  the 
presence  of  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  and  his  cabinet, 
surrounded  by  a  vast  multitude 
of  human  being3  from  all  sections 
of  the  Union. 


20.  Hugh  S.  Legare,  Attorney- 
General  of  the  United  States,  one 
of  President  Tyler's  suite,  died  this 
morning,  at  the  house  of  George 
Ticknor,  Esq.,  of  a  disease  of  the 
bowels,  called  intus-susceptio, 
which  no  medicine  could  relieve. 

22.  Funeral  of  Mr.  Legare  took 
place  at  Trinity  Church.  The 
President  and  heads  of  Depart- 
ments were  present.  The  body 
was  deposited  in  a  tomb  under  the 
church. 

The  President  and  suite  left 
town,  on  their  return  to  Washing- 
ton, having  been  received  and 
treated  with  that  courtesy  and  at- 
tention in  the  city,  which  is  due 
the  exalted  office  of  Chief  Magis- 
trate of  the  nation. 

24.  Wm.  G.  Glover,  who  com- 
mitted the  aggravated  and  outra- 
geous assault  on  Miss  Austin,  at  E. 
Boston,  was  sentenced  at  the  Mu- 
nicipal Court,  to  only  18  months 
imprisonment  in  the  House  of 
Correction ! 

JULY. 

1.  The  steamer  Columbia  sail- 
ed for  England,  with  81  passen- 
gers, 14,000  letters,  and  50  bushels 
of  newspapers. 

3.  The  Hibemia  steamer  arriv- 
ed, 12  1-2  days  from  Liverpool, 
bringing  out  SO  passengers,  18  hav- 
ing been  left  at  Halifax. 

4.  It  is  asserted  that  5850  were 
realized  from  the  sale  of  flowers 
this  morning,  on  the  Common. 
The  floral  procession  was  made  by 
the  children  of  the  Warren  Street 
Chapel. 

Mount  Vernon  Congregational 
Church,  under  the  pastoral  care 
of  the  Rev.  E.  N.  Kirk,  a  newly 
organized  religious  society,  laid 
the  comer-stone  of  a  new  edifice 
for  worship,  at  the  Western  ex- 
tremity of  Somerset  Court. 

5.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Beecher,  a 
well-known  and  eminent  divine, 
delivered  an  eloquent  and  impres- 
sive discourse  last  evening,  at  the 
Tremont  Theatre.  Having  proph- 
ecied,  Avhen  the  Theatre  was  in 
the  process  of  erection,  that  he 
should  yet  preach  in  it,  the  cir- 
cumstance drew  together  a  great 
audience ;  many  of  whom,_  it  is 
presumed,  were  never  within  its 
walls  till  it  was  converted  into  a 
church. 

15.    William  Appleton,  Esq.  a 
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merchant  of  great  wealth  and  be- 
nevolence, gave  #10,000  towards 
the  erection  of  an  Episcopal  Mis- 
sionary Chapel,  to  be  erected  in 
the  city. 

17.  The  steamer  Caledonia  has 
again  come  safely  into  port,  being 
only  a  few  hours  over  13  days  in 
her  passage. 

18.  A  traveller  at  the  Worcester 
Depot,  handed  out  a  #5  bill  for  a 
ticket  to  Albany,  expecting  ,§1  in 
change.  The  clerk,  mistaking  it 
for  a  ,510,  gave  him  back  $6.  Soon 
after,  he  discovered  his  mistake, 
sought  out  the  man,  and  requested 
the  over-change  to  be  returned, 
but  he  obstinately  refused  to  do  it. 
At  Worcester,  a  writ  was  obtained, 
and  the  dishonest  traveller  brought 
before  a  magistrate,  where  he  plead 
guilty ;  costing  Mm  g  14,  instead  of 
$i.  Honesty  is  always  the  best 
policy. 

An  old  lady  at  the  North  End 
left  the  frying  pan,  with  sausages 
in  it,  over  the  fire,  while  she  step- 
ped out.  In  her  absence  there  was 
a  violent  explosion,  throwing  the 
hot  fat  in  all  directions.  Wholly 
attributable  to  not  puncturing  the 
sausages.    Take  warning,  ladies. 

24.  Mr.  James  D.  Coffin,  a  fan- 
cy goods  dealer,  and  Mr.  George 
D.  Dana,  were  capsized  in  a  small 
boat,  near  the  anchorage  of  the 
ship  of  the  line  Ohio,  and  both 
were  drowned. 

27.  The  jury  in  the  case  of  Ab- 
ner  Rogers,  Jr., before  the  Supreme 
Court,  for  the  murder  of  Mr.  Lin- 
coln, could  not  agree ;  and  the 
Court  ordered  the  papers  to  be  ta- 
ken from  them,  and  they  were 
discharged.  The  trial  stands  con- 
tinued to  the  December  term. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Parker,  three 
pardoned  convicts,  brought  over 
from  the  State  Prison,  to  testify 
for  the  government  in  the  case  of 
Rogers,  were  ordered  to  recognize 
in  the  sum  of  §100  each,  for  their 
appearance  as  witnesses  on  the 
next  trial. 

AUGUST. 

1.  Yesterday,  the  steamer  Cale- 
donia left  the  harbor  again  for 
England,  with  38  passengers,  15,000 
letters,  and  50  bushels  of  newspa- 
pers. The  Acadia  also  arrived,  14 
days  from  Liverpool,  with  59  pas- 
sengers. 

3.    Geo.  Thompson,  alias  F.  W. 


Gillet,  was  brought  before  the  Po- 
lice Court,  charged  with  robbing 
J.  A.  Merritt,  at  the  Tremont 
House,  of  several  Treasury  notes 
and  other  property,  amounting  to 
more  than  ,53,000.  It  was  all  ta- 
ken out  of  Mr.  M.'s  trunk,  in  his 
room.  The  prisoner  was  bound 
over  in  the  sum  of  #5,000. 

Winthrop  Smart,  65  years  of  age, 
a  highly  respectable  and  worthy 
man,  in  consequence  of  pecuniary 
troubles  brought  on  by  becoming 
responsible  for  a  son's  debts.became 
so  distracted,  that  he  committed 
suicide  by  drowning  himself. 

The  Mayor  transmitted  #13,797.- 
58,  collected  in  Boston,  for  the  in- 
digent sufferers  by  the  great  fire 
at  Fall  River. 

7.  Theodore  Munson  was  ex- 
amined at  the  Police  Court,  on 
complaint  of  Eliza  Ann  Carr, 
charging  him  with  assaulting  her 
and  imprisoning  her  in  a  house  of 
ill-fame.  She  came  from  New 
Hampshire.  On  returning  from 
Hopkinton,  whither  she  went  in 
search  of  employment,  at  the  De- 
pot she  took  a  carriage,  requesting 
to  be  left  at  some  respectable 
house ;  but  Munson  drove  her  at 
once  to  an  infamous  house,  where 
he  got  away  her  purse,  and  treat- 
ed her  in  the  grossest  manner.  He 
was  bound  over  to  the  Municipal 
Coxut,  and  subsequently  commit- 
ted. 

11.  John  P.  Rome,  of  Milton, 
returning  from  Boston,  about  mid- 
night, between  S.  Boston  bridge 
and  the  toll  house,  received,  un- 
perceived,  a  violent  blow,  that 
stunned  him.  While  in  that 
condition,  he  was  robbed  of  a  small 
sum  of  money  ;  less  than  a  dollar. 

15.  A  Mr.  Seamens,  of  New 
York,  on  his  way  to  Boston,  was 
thrown  from  the  freight  train,  on 
the  Providence  road,  and  instant- 
ly killed  by  the  wheels  passing 
over  him.  He  was  accompanied 
by  a  son,  going  to  Chelsea,  with  a 
boat,  to  join  the  regatta. 

16.  Again  the  Acadia  leaves 
port  with  46  passengers,  14,000  let- 
ters, and  50  bushels  of  papers. 

17.  The  Royal  steamer  Hiber- 
nia  came  in  last  night,  13  days  and 
5  1-2  hours  from  Liverpool,  bring- 
ing 67  passengers  to  this  port  from 
England. 

19.  A  mercantile  house  sent  a 
boy  with  ,§100  to  the  Shawmut

its  weight  in  the  rough  state,  was 
130  tons.  It  now  weighs  55  tons. 
The  entire  cost  of  this  magnificent

The  receipts  of  the  American 
Board  of  Missions,  during  the  past

Bank.  He  inquired  the  way  of  a 
well  dressed  man  in  State  street, 
who,  after  consulting  with  another 
man,  went  with  the  boy  to  the 
door,  told  him  he  would  take  up 
the  money  and  deposit  it,  and  thus 
prevent  all  mistakes  !  On  his  re- 
turn, he  gave  the  boy  the  bank 
book,  telling  him  all  was  right. 
Neither  man  nor  money  have  since 
been  seen. 

21.  Mehitable  Nash  was  indict- 
ed for  bigamy.  She  married  Pe- 
ter Nash,  Jr.  in  1834,  lived  with 
him  till  1838,  when  he  suddenly 
disappeared.  She  supported  her- 
self and  child  by  honest  industry, 
never  having  heard  from  her  hus- 
band, till  1842,  when,  believing 
him  dead,  she  married  Wm.  M. 
Bassett.  In  one  month  after,  how- 
ever, Nash  returned  from  Norwich 
Conn.,  where  he  had  been  all  the 
time.  She  immediately  left  the 
last  one,  and  went  to  live  as  a  do- 
mestic in  a  family.  In  the  Muni- 
cipal Court  the  Jury  found  a  ver- 
dict of  guilty,  but  recommended 
that  the  lightest  sentence  of  the 
law  should  be  imposed. 

26.  Kobert  Rantoul,  Jr.,  of  Bev- 
erly, appointed  Collector  of  the 
Port  of  Boston  and  Charlestown, 
vice  Levi  Lincoln,  removed. 

A  most  wanton  outrage  was 
committed  in  the  office  of  the  Ma- 
rine Telegraph.  Some  one  des- 
troyed one  of  the  glasses  of  a  very 
valuable  teleseope,apparently  with 
a  diamond. 

27.  An  outrage  and  street  fight 
took  place  in  North  square,  which 
threatened  to  grow  into  a  riot,  but 
fortunately,  the  police  brought  it 
under  immediate  control.  A  boat- 
swain's mate  of  the  IT.  S.  ship 
Ohio,  in  passing  through  the  street, 
was  accosted  by  several  colored 
men,  who  blocked  up  the  sidewalk. 
The  boatswain  of  the  revenue  cut- 
ter Hamilton,  coming  into  the  vi- 
cinity, got  badly  beaten,  and  this 
produced  a  general  sailor  row, 
which  was  ultimately  suppressed 
by  the  peace  officers. 

30.  A  new  granite  gateway, 
commanding  the  entrance  into 
Mount  Auburn  Cemetery,  has 
been  completed,  in  excellent  taste. 
The  capstone  of  the  gateway  is 
thought  to  be  the  largest  block  of 
granite  ever  wrought.  It  is  24  feet 
6  inches  in  length,  by  10  feet  9  in- 
ches in  breadth.    Before  wrought, 


SEPTEMBER. 

1.  The  Hibernia  left  for  Liv- 
erpool, with  37  passengers,  11,000 
letters,  and  25  bushels  of  papers. 

A  deputation  of  Boston  mer- 
chants waited  upon  Hon.  Levi 
Lincoln,  upon  the  occasion  of  his 
being  superseded  as  Collector  of 
the  port,  and  presented  him  a  let- 
ter signed  by  400  of  our  most  res- 
pected merchants,  and  gentlemen 
directly  interested  in  the  com- 
merce ofc  this  port,  expressive  of 
the  universal  regret  which  is  felt 
in  this  ccmmunitj',  that  the  gov- 
ernment should  be  deprived  of  the 
services  of  so  efficient  an  officer. 

The  Britannia  arrived  this  morn- 
ing, having  sailed  with  79  passen- 
gers, 17  of  whom  landed  at  Hali- 
fax. 

5.  Henry  Sanders,  aged  about 
17,  who  committed  the  forgeries 
on  the  New  York  Banks,  by 
checks  in  the  name  of  Austen, 
Wilmerding,  &  Co.,  was  arrested 
by  Constable  Clapp,  on  board  the 
ship  Loo  Choo,  bound  to  New  Or- 
leans. He  had  been  several  days 
at  the  Pemberton  House,  under  a 
fictitious  name. 

10.  Mrs.  Burnham.wifeof  E,ev. 
Mr.  Burnham,  minister  of  a  Soci- 
ety worshipping  at  the  Odeon,  in 
a  violent  fit  of  vomiting,  ejected  a 
live  frog,  about  half  grown !  It 
hopped  across  the  room,  and  soon 
expired. 

12.  On  Tuesday,  91  foreign  and 
coastwise  arrivals  in  this  port. 

On  Saturday,  the  Britannia  left 
for  Liverpool,  with  33  passengers, 
15,000  letters,  and  75  bushels  of 
papers. 

16.  Mr.  Philip  Morris,  proceed- 
ing from  his  work,  towards  South 
Eoston,  his  residence,  last  even- 
ing, was  accosted  near  East  street, 
by  two  Irishmen,  who  inquired 
the  time.  In  turning  to  answer 
them,  he  was  felled  by  a  severe 
blow,  but  he  made  an  outcry  that 
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alarmed  the  robbers,  who  fled 
without  obtaining  any  booty. 

Theodoie  J.  Martin,  before  the 
Municipal  Court,  for  cheating  by 
false  pretences,  various  merchants 
and  booksellers,  amounting  to  a 
very  large  sum,  was  brought  in 
guilty. 

20.  The  Caledonia  steamship 
arrived  from  England,  with  S9 
passengers ;  19  having  been  left  at 
Halifax. 

19.  Captain  Lott  arrived  in  the 
steamer  Caledonia,  fourteen  and  a 
half  days  from  Liverpool,  bringing 
97  passengers,  19  of  whom  were 
left  at  Halifax.  Mr.  Macready, 
the  celebrated  tragedian,  came  for 
a  second  professional  tour  in  this 
country. 

23.  A  pair  of  twins,  83  years  of 
age,  residing  in  Charlestown,  vis- 
ited the  top  of  Bunker  Hill  Mon- 
ument. They  are  venerable  ladies, 
and  were  therefore  conveyed  up 
gratis. 

30.  A  singular  kind  of  contest 
has  been  maintained  of  late  be- 
tween the  trustees  of  Bowdoin 
College  and  the  heirs  of  the  late 
Governor  Bowdoin,  in  regard  to 
the  possession  of  a  lai-ge  piece  of 
land,  lying  partly  in  Bowdoin 
street,  and  partly  facing  Beacon 
street,  till  it  got  the  title  of  the 
disputed  territory.  Happily  for 
the  parties,  an  amicable  settlement 
has  finally  been  made,  satisfactory 
to  all  who  have  had  any  special 
rightful  interest  in  the  estate. 
The  terms  of  compromise  were, 
seven  tenths  of  the  property 
to  the  surviving  son  of  the  late 
owner,  and  the  remaining  three 
tenths  to  the  college. 

OCTOBER. 

1.  Captain  Lott,  in  the  Caledo- 
nia, sailed  yesterday,  with  4S  pas- 
sengers. 

2.  The  Acadia  came  in  from 
Liverpool,  bringing  an  account  of 
the  total  loss  of  the  U.  S.  Steam 
Frigate  Missouri,  on  the  26th  of 
August,  while  taking  in  coal,  at 
Gibraltar. 

4.  This  morning,  the  Mayor, 
and  members  of  the  city  govern- 
ment, were  present  at  the  laying  of 
the  comer-stone  of  a  new  school- 
house  in  Bedford  street,  on  the 
site  occupied  by  the  mansion  of 
the  late  Bishop  Parker,  which  is 
designed  for  the  accommodation 


of  the  Latin,  Grammar,  and  Eng- 
lish High  Schools.  The  address, 
by  the  Mayor,  was  exceedingly 
interesting  and  appropriate.  A 
box  was  placed  under  the  stone, 
which  contained  a  plate,  bearing 
a  Latin  and  English  inscription, 
together  with  coins  of  1843,  Mas- 
sachusetts Begister,  Boston  Al- 
manac, history  of  the  Latin 
School,  the  daily  papers,  rules 
and  regulations  of  the  Grammar 
and  Primary  Schools,  and  the 
names  of  the  members  of  the 
School  Committees. 

16.  Again  the  steamer  Acadia 
left  port,  with  12,000  letters,  and 
50  bushels  of  newspapers ! 

A  regatta  of  the  pilot  boats  of 
Boston  harbor  was  very  much  ad- 
mired by  gentlemen  interested  in 
maritime  affairs.  They  started 
from  between  two  vessels  station- 
ed near  the  Graves,  and  sailed 
round  another  station  14  miles 
E.  S.  E.,  and  returned  to  the  first 
point.  The  wind  was  nearly  W. 
S.  W. 

18.  The  steamer  Hibernia  ar- 
rived, with  95  passengers,  having 
had  a  fine  voyage. 

25.  On  Wednesday  morning, 
Lieut.  George  C.  Wyche,  attached 
to  the  TJ.  S.  ship  Ohio,  was  found 
dead,  suspended  by  the  neck,  in 
an  apartment  under  the  court- 
house. An  investigation  was 
made  by  the  city  government  for 
the  purpose  of  ascertaining  wheth- 
er there  had  been  any  neglect  or 
improper  conduct  on  the  part  of 
members  of  the  city  watch,  in  re- 
gard to  the  matter.  It  was  satis- 
factorily established,  that  the 
watchmen  had  not  transcended 
the  fine  of  duty. 

Alden  Bradford,  L.  L.  D.,  an  es- 
timable citizen,  formerly  Secretary 
of  the  Commonwealth,  a  man  of 
letters,  and  an  author  of  many 
valuable  historical  and  biographi- 
cal works,  died  on  "Wednesday 
last,  at  the  age  of  78  years. 

The  funeral  of  Lieut.  "Wyche 
was  attended  from  the  ship  Ohio, 
by  Commodore  Downs,  and  all 
the  officers  who  could  be  spared 
from  duty,  with  many  personal 
friends  of  the  deceased.  He  was 
buried  in  the  grounds  of  the  Na- 
val Hospital,  at  Chelsea.  The  ser- 
vices were  very  solemn  and  im- 
posing. 

30.    A   package   of    54,000,   in 
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bills,  was  stolen  from  tinder  the 
seat  of  the  proprietor  of  the  Quin- 
cy  stage,  Mr.  Gillet,  as  the  car- 
riage was  on  the  point  of  leaving 
No.  9  Elm  street.  On  arriving  at 
Quincy,  the  loss  was  discovered, 
there  being  a  counterfeit  resem- 
blance to  the  true  package  placed 
under  the  cushion.  Pieces  of 
brown  paper  were  nicely  done  up 
in  the  form  of  bills. 

NOVEMBER. 

I.  The  steamer  Hibernia  left. 
Being  detained  by  head  wind  and 
tide,  she  did  not  get  away  as  sea- 
sonably as  usual,  from  the  wharf. 

3.  Two  brothers,  John  and 
Richard  Rand,  supposed  to  have 
robbed  Mr.  Gillet's  stage  of  the 
54,000,  were  arrested  on  Tuesday. 
Both  were  standing  round  the 
stage  before  it  started  from  Elm 
street,  and  Richard  rode  out  to 
Quincy. 

4.  On  Saturday  evening,  the 
steamer  Britannia  arrived,  bring- 
ing late  intelligence  from  Eng- 
land.   She  had  95  passengers. 

9.  From  January  1st  to  No- 
vember 1st,  there  were  erected  in 
Boston  proper,  544  brick  houses 
and  stores  ;  wooden  dwellings  and 
stores,  194 ;  stables,  56 ;  brick 
school-houses,  4  ;  1  brick  church ; 
1  of  wood;  and  6  other  large 
buildings  ;  making  808.  At  South 
Boston,  1  Catholic  church,  5  brick 
houses,  142  of  wood,  2  stores,  and 
4  workshops,  were  erected;  and 
at  East  Boston,  150  wooden  houses, 
and  7  of  brick  ;  making  a  total  of 
j  1,118.  This  makes  300  more  than 
were  erected  in  1842.  Many  small 
structures  are  not  included  in  this 
enumeration. 

George  Gay,  Esq.  a  counsellor  at 
J  law,  of  Boston,  having  gone  to 
Andover  yesterday,  took  a  seat  in 
'the  cars  a  little  past  3,  P.  M.,  and 
!  died  almost  instantly,  of  an  apo- 
plectic fit.  He  was  very  much  re- 
Jspected. 

II.  One  "Win.  Henry  Lowell 
was  arrested  in  Cambridge  street 

[for  attempting  to  rob  Ichabod 
Bullen,  between  Boston  and  Need- 

•  ham,  on  the  evening  of  November 
4th.  At  a  turn  in  the  road,  Low- 
ell seized  the  horse  by  his  head, 
and  demanded  Mr.  Bullen's  mon- 
ey. Air.  Bullen  gave  the  ruffian 
one  or  two  blows,  which  made  him 


take  to  his  heels.  Only  two 
evenings  before,  an  attempt  was 
made  to  drag  Mr.  Bullen  out  of 
his  wagon,  near  the  same  place, 
by  a  stratagem. 

Mr.  Clark,  a  milkman,  of  Brigh- 
ton, on  his  return  home  on  Satur- 
day night,  from  Boston,  over  the 
Western  Avenue,  discovered  a 
man  on  the  back  of  the  wagon, 
who  demanded  his  money.  Mr. 
Clark  gave  him  two  or  three  severe 
blows  with  the  whip,  when  the 
rascal  jumped  off  and  fired  a  pistol 
at  Mr.  C.,.  without  doing  him  any 
harm,  however.  Search  was  soon 
made,  but  it  being  dark  and  rainy, 
no  trace  of  the  robber  could  be 
found. 

14.  On  Tuesday,  John  "W.  and 
Richard  L.  Rand  were  both  tried 
for  stealing  a  package  of  S4,00fl 
from  the  Quincy  stage.  John  was 
found  guilty,  but  the  jury  did  not 
agree  in  regard  to  Richard. 

17. .  At  a  meeting  of  the  Inde- 
pendent Cadets,  a  vote  was  unan- 
imously passed,  that  intoxicating 
drinks  should  be  dispensed  with 
at  all  meetings  of  the  company. 

The  Atlantic  steamer  Acadia 
arrived,  in  good  condition,  this 
morning,  having  sailed  from  Liv- 
erpool on  the  4th,  bringing  52  pas- 
sengers. The  celebrated  Norwe- 
gian violin  player,  Olaus  Bull,  who 
is  believed  to  be  the  most  accom- 
plished player  in  the  world  on  that 
instrument,  was  one  of  the  num- 
ber. 

20.  Capt  Lott,  in  the  steamer 
Caledonia,  arrived  yesterday,  in  a 
little  over  15  and  a  half  days  from 
Liverpool,  with  52  passengers. 

25.  John  W.  Rand,  convicted 
of  having  stolen  £4,000  from  the 
Quincy  stage,  was  sentenced  to  1 
day  solitary,  and 4  years'  hardlabor 
in  the  state  prison. 

30.  The  Caledonia  sailed,  with 
30  passengers,  20,000  letters,  and 
the  usual  number  of  bushels  of 
papers. 

Dec.  1.  Wm,  Appleton,  Esq.,  of 
Boston ,  a  gentleman  distinguished 
for  his  extensive  benevolence, 
placed  £10,000  with  the  trustees  of 
the  hospital,  the  interest  of  which 
is  to  defray  the  expenses  of  pa- 
tients in  the  M'Lean  Asylum, 
who,  for  want  of  means,  are 
obliged  to  leave  before  restored. 
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DECEMBER. 

1.  The  Clerk  of  the  County 
Court  of  Dallas,  Alabama,  was 
fined  #560  for  having  issued  a 
marriage  license  to  a  young  man 
to  marry  the  daughter  of  a  Mr. 
Beal,  aged  12  years  only. 

7.  James  Downs,  of  South  Den- 
nis, Mass.,  15  years  of  age,  shoot- 
ing at  a  mark,  the  breech-pin  of 
the  gun  blew  out,  and  caused  a 
bad  fracture  of  his  skull.  It  is  the 
third  accident  resulting  from  blow- 
ing out  of  a  breech-pin,  in  that 
vicinity,  within  a  few  years. 

8.  A  child  in  Philadelphia  sneez- 
ed a  cherry-stone  from  one  nostril, 
that  had  the  appearance  of  having 
partially  germinated.  For  months 
the  child  had  expressed  uneasi- 
ness, and  had  an  eruption  about 
the  face  ;  having  suffered  greatly 
through  the  summer,  without  be- 
ing able  to  explain  the  real  cause 
of  the  difficulty. 

10.  The  New  York  papers 
chronicle  the  death  of  Woodworth, 
the  poet,  an  amiable,  worthy  man, 
in  Pearl  street,  after  a  protracted 
illness.  He  was  the  author  of  the 
Moss-Covered  Bucket,  which  will 
immortalize  him. 

10.  In  the  course  of  193  years 
the  mines  of  Almaden  have  been 
wrought  on  account  of  the  Span- 
ish government,  and  yielded 
£55,000,000  sterling  worth  of  silver. 
The  depth  is  now  800  feet. 

Elder  Thurston,  of  Lowell,  had 
managed  to  obtain  nearly  #50,000 
from  the  operatives  for  building  a 
church,  a  block  of  adjacent  build- 


ings, and  about  #10,000  on  his  own 
account,  at  Dracut.  It  is  sup- 
posed that  creditors  may  get  about 
50  cents  on  a  dollar.  One  poor  wo- 
man put  in  #400,  laid  aside  by 
picking  waste,  and  has  lost  it  all. 
15.  It  was  stated,  that  out  of 
150,000  children  instructed  in  a 
Sunday  School  attached  to  the 
Methodist  Church,  John  street, 
New  York,  not  one  had  ever  been 
convicted  of  a  crime.  It  was  also 
stated,  that  of  all  the  convicts  at 
Botany  Bay,  one  only  had  ever 
been  a  Sunday  School  scholar. 

18.  Mrs.  Handy,  of  Providence, 
has  withdrawn  her  suit  against 
Elder  Knapp,  for  libel,  on  his  pay- 
ing #200,  and  acknowledging  his 
fault. 

By  a  Keport  made  to  the  Com- 
mon Council  of  New  York,  it  is 
ascertained  that  the  entire  cost  of 
the  Croton  Water  Works,  is 
#12,500,000,  the  annual  interest  of 
which  is  #655,000. 

19.  A  boy,  5  years  old,  at  Mon- 
trose, Penn.,  eat  a  piece  of  opium 
that  accidentally  got  into  his 
dinner-basket,  at  school,  and  died 
the  same  evening. 

23.  At  Cincinnati,  Henrietta 
Terry  recovered  of  William  Terry, 
#5,000  for  breach  of  marriage 
promise. 

A  verdict  of  #905  was  rendered 
in  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  8th 
New  York  District,  against  the 
Auburn  and  Rochester  Kail-road 
Companies,  for  damage  done  by 
fire  to  the  house  of  Wm.  Crom- 
well, occasioned  by  a  spark  from  a 
locomotive.  This  establishes  the 
liability  of  these  corporations. 
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JANUARY. 

2.  Nichols,  late  Secretary  of  the 
New  York  Life  and  Trust  Com- 
pany, was  a  very  adroit  robber. 
The  way  of  accomplishing  his 
embezzlements  was  thus :  He 
applied  the  money  he  received  to 
his  own  use,  carrying  it  to  the 
credit  of  the  proper  party  in  the 
ledger,  but  without  entry  in  the 
cash-book.  His  frauds  run  back 
to  1838,  and  amount  to  #250,000. 
The  capital  of  the  Company  is 
#1,000,000  ;  the  assets  in  its  posses- 
sion, over  #5,000,000.  #4,000,000 
consist  of  deposits. 


Within  the  past  year,  in  the  city 
of  New  York,  the  following  great 
sums  have  been  embezzled :  By 
Nichols,  as  above,  #250,000;  by 
the  Cashier  of  the  Commercial 
Bank,  #50,000 ;  by  Thos.  Lloyd, 
City  Collector  of  its  revenue, 
#100,000;  by  James  T.  Schermer- 
hom,  Sec  Ocean  Insurance  Com- 
pany, #150,000;  by  John  Ahem, 
Mayor's  Clerk,  #50,000  ;  by  James 
Ward,  1st  City  Marshal,  #50,000  ; 
by  Pollock,  Clerk  of  the  Bank  of 
America,  #20,000:  beside  one  of 
#10,000,  which  was  so  small  a  sum 
that  no  one  thought  much  about 
it.    Total,  S660,000. 
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4.  Joseph  M.  Bobbins,  while 
adjusting  a  belt  in  a  mill,  at  Dra- 
cut,  was  caught  by  it  and  carried 
up  to  the  ceiling  with  such  tre- 
mendous force  as  to  break  a  hole 
through  the  flooring.  So  closely 
was  he  jammed,  that  the  machin- 
ery, and  finally  the  water-wheel, 
were  stopped.  The  neck  being 
broken,  he  died  instantly. 

In  Philadelphia,  a  knock  at  the 
humble  dwelling  of  Patrick  Mc- 
Quillan, at  midnight,  brought  Mrs. 
McQuillan  to  the  door,  where  she 
saw  a  handsomely  dressed  lady, 
who  begged  a  drink  of  water.  The 
night  bemg  extremely  cold,  after 
drinking  she  began  to  shiver,  and 
asked  to  enter.  She  soon  began 
to  complain,  and  took  to  the  bed. 
"Very  shortly,  a  child  was  born. 
Every  thing  finally  being  made 
comfortable,  Mrs.  McQuillan  laid 
down  with  the  stranger  mother 
and  child.  Just  at  daylight,  hear- 
ing the  door  slam,  she  arose.  The 
babe  was  there,  but  the  beautiful 
lady  has  not  been  heard  of  since. 

8.  Mr.  Bidgeway,  of  Lowell, 
Mass.,  hired  two  strangers  to  carry 
him  from  Newburyport  to  Haver- 
hill. On  arriving,  they  called  for 
wine,  but  the  bar-keeper  refusing 
to  take  their  money,  one  of  them 
thrust  his  hand  into  Mr.  Eidge- 
way's  pocket,  containing  #63. 
They  then  went  out  under  pre- 
tence of  going  to  ascertain  whether 
the  disputed  dollar  was  genuine, 
but  made  off  effectually. 

Mrs.  Swain,  of  Philadelphia, 
while  eating  cabbage,  got  some- 
thing fast  in  her  throat,  which 
prevented  her  from  swallowing 
food.  Emetics,  &c.  were  resorted 
to  ineffectually  ;  and,  having  grad- 
ually grown  weak  from  want  of 
sustenance,  she  died  on  the  tenth 
day.  After  death,  a  small  bone, 
about  one  inch  in  length,  was 
found  directly  across  the  oesepha- 
gus,  having  penetrated  the  flesh 
both  sides,  which  kept  it  fast. 

Dr.  Baker,  of  Lynn,  Mass.,  died 
very  suddenly  from  the  effects  of 
mortification.  He  examined  a 
dead  body,  at  the  same  time  hav- 
ing a  slight  wound  on  one  finger, 
by  which  the  deadly  poison  was 
absorbed,  which  cost  him  his  life. 

9.  Sir.  Henry  Shelton,  of  Bos- 
ton, sailed  in  the  brig  Hector,  from 
New  York.  Just  before  the  pilot 
left,  it  was  ascertained  that  Mr. 


Shelton  was  not  on  board.  The 
vessel  put  back,  and  lowered  the 
boat,  but  no  trace  of  him  could  be 
found.  It  is  said  he  had  recently 
left  the  Insane  Asylum  at  Hart- 
ford, Conn.  The  body  was  sub- 
sequently found  at  Shrewsbury 
Inlet. 

11.  Mr.  Wise,  of  Chambers- 
burg,  Penn.,  recently  mulcted  in 
a  sum  of  ,§1,500  for  breach  of  mar- 
riage promise,  is  paying  it  through 
the  assistance  of  the  bankrupt  law. 

A  pedler  sold  some  German 
silver  spoons,  in  Georgetown, 
Mass.,  to  a  lady,  and  took  her  old 
silver  ones,  besides  boot.  On  the 
return  home  of  the  husband,  he 
went  in  pursuit,  and  overtook  the 
rascal,  who  gave  up  the  silver  and 
paid  §10  to  be  let  off. 

13.  A  man  was  fined  §10  at 
Troy,  O.,  for  kissing  a  married 
lady.  A  paper  adds,  that  there  is 
no  law  against  kissing  girls  J   Qu.  ? 

15.  Mrs.  Walker  and  her  little 
son  were  going  from  their  dwell- 
ing, Eden  street,  in  Baltimore,  to 
church  ;  and  as  the  lad  was  going 
a  little  in  advance,  a  negro  ran  out 
and  threw  a  cup-full  of  vitriol  or 
aquafortis  in  his  face.  He  was 
made  nearly  blind.  No  detection 
of  the  offender. 

17.  The  largest  steamboat  in  the 
world  was  launched  at  the  foot  of 
Twelfth  street,  New  York,  for  the 
Troy  Company,  who  intend  ply- 
ing it  between  Troy  and  N.  York, 
twice  every  day,  in  summer.  Ex- 
treme length  on  deck,  330  feet; 
breadth  of  beam,  exclusive  of  the 
guards,  30  feet  6  inches. 

Snow  in  Nashville,  Tenn.,  is 
from  12  to  15  inches  deep,  a  great- 
er quantity  than  has  fallen  there 
before  for  20  years. 

The  American  Theatre,  at  New 
Orleans,  was  closed  for  want 
of  support.  Mr.  James  C.  Cald- 
well, announces  that  since  the  op- 
ening of  his  new  theatre,  his  losses 
have  exceeded  £200  per  night; 
and  he  further  says,  that  since  the 
completion  of  the  St.  Charles  The- 
atre, Nov.  30, 1830,  to  its  conflagra- 
tion, March  12th,  1842,  he  incurred 
losses  to  the  amount  of  §100,000, 
in  supporting  the  establishment. 

At  Memphis,  Tenn.,  an  earth- 
quake was  felt,  the  severest  since 
the  great  shakes  of  1811.  There 
was  a  great  rush  at  the  doors  of 
the  theatre,    and,  indeed,    every 
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where  else,  to  get  out  into   the 
air. 

Considerable  alarm  was  created 
at  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  by  shocks  of  an 
earthquake.  One  chimney  of  the 
sessions  house  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  was  thrown  down.  Since 
the  shocks  of  the  New  Madrid 
quakes,  there  has  been  nothing 
like  it  experienced. 

19.  Justice  is  said,  somewhat 
boastingly,  to  be  steadily  adminis- 
tered in  New  Jersey,  although  re- 
laxed in  efficacy  elsewhere.  Three 
negroes,  who  dreadfully  assaulted 
old  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Mountfort,  while 
attempting  to  rob  their  premises, 
were  severally  sentenced  on  each 
indictment  to  five  years  in  the 
state  prison,  —  fifteen  years  each, 
—  and  a  fine  of  #500. 

Commodore  Ap  Catesby  Jones, 
commander  of  the  U.  S.  forces  in 
the  Pacific,  is  said  to  have  been 
recalled,  for  his  queer  doings  in 
taking  possession  of  the  little 
Mexican  settlement  of  Monterey, 
in  California, 

Mr.  Wyman,  Keeper  of  the 
Keene,  N.  H.  jail,  in  company 
with  his  little  boy,  12  years  old, 
entered  the  area  of  the  jail,  as 
usual,  to  lock  up  the  prisoners, 
four  in  all.  He  had  locked  the 
inside  door  and  put  the  key  in  his 
pantaloons  pocket,  when  he  was 
suddenly  attacked  and  knocked 
down,  and  the  boy  silenced  by  one 
or  more  blows  of  a  club.  One  of 
the  prisoners,  Felch,  came  to  Mr. 
Wyman's  assistance  before  the 
assailants  could  find  the  key  or 
accomplish  their  purpose.  Both 
father  and  son  had  some  bad  cuts 
and  bruises,  but  nothing  of  a  dan- 
gerous character.  Mr.  Wyman 
had  been  too  indulgent,  it  being 
cold  weather,  in  allowing  them  to 
go  into  the  area,  that  they  might 
be  warm  by  a  stove. 

20.  A  master  of  a  northern  ship 
was  fined  $3,000  at  New  Orleans, 
for  attempting  to  pass  off  as  free 
negroes,  three  slaves.  His  excuse 
was,  that  he  wanted  to  keep  them 
out  of  jail. 

The  Manhattan  Bank  has  been 
defrauded  of  £6,500,  by  means  of 
forged  checks,  drawn  in  the  name 
of  S.  Draper  &  Co.  The  rogue 
was  one  Morrell,  who  was  ar- 
rested. 

The  Court  of  Inquiry  in  regard 
to  the  mutiny  on  board  the  U.  S. 


brig  Somers,  came  to  a  decision  on 
Thursday  night,  and  forwarded  it 
to  Washington. 

Cars  were  run  over  the  Tona- 
wanda  Paul-road  on  Tuesday,  for 
the  first  time,  thus  completing  the 
fink  of  iron  chain  from  Boston  to 
Buffalo. 

The  house  and  barn  of  Capt.  O. 
Robinson,  Thomaston,  Me.,  was 
burnt  in  consequence  of  placing 
ashes  in  a  wooden  vessel,  in  the 
barn.  The  family  came  near  per- 
ishing. 

21.  Holt's  Hotel,  corner  of 
Pearl,  Fulton,  and  Water  streets, 
was  sold  in  New  York,  under  a 
foreclosure  of  a  mortgage,  for 
#100,000.  It  cost  over  #200,000, 
and  was  mortgaged  to  the  Life  and 
Trust  Company  for  #140,000,  by 
two  men,  one  of  whom  bought 
the  estate. 

23.  Governor  King,  of  Rhode 
Island,  by  proclamation,  announc- 
ed that  a  new  constitution  has 
been  submitted  to  the  people  for 
their  ratification  and  adoption, 
and  was  by  them  accepted. 

The  Directors  of  the  Farmer's 
Bank,  Amherst,  N.  H.,  have  been 
compelled,  by  the  destructive  pol- 
icy of  the  State  Government,  to 
close  up  their  business  on  Mon- 
day, and  commit  to  the  flames 
#30,000,  in  good  bank  bills. 

24.  Ship  Scotland,  of  and  from 
New  York,  put  back  a  few  days 
since,  having  shipped  a  sea,  12 
days  out,  that  swept  the  decks  of 
the  hawse,  booby-hatch,  boat- 
house,  bulwarks  fore  and  aft,  and 
washed  overboard  Captain  Robin- 
son, the  master,  second  mate, 
steward,  a  boy,  and  two  men ; 
who  were  all  lost. 

25.  Mr.  Absalom  Delaughter, 
a  planter,  near  Edgefield,  S.  C, 
was  killed  by  an  accidental  dis- 
charge of  his  own  gun,  occasioned 
by  the  cock  being  touched  by  a 
dog  playing  round  him. 

Excess  of  specie  over  actual  cir- 
culation, in  the  Banks  of  New 
York,  131  in  number,  is  #6,195,888. 

Mr.  Thompson,  warden  of  the 
Eastern  Penitentiary,  was  impor- 
tuned by  a  well-dressed  English- 
man, Robert  Graham,  to  be  admit- 
ted to  prison.  Having  read  Miss 
Martineau's  work  on  America,  he 
had  come  to  this  country  on  pur- 
pose to  realize  the  condition  of 
solitary  confinement. 
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23.  Captain  Jos.  Owens,  residing 
a  few  miles  from  Annapolis,  Ma- 
ryland, shot  his  son,  who  died  im- 
mediately. This  shocking  deed 
was  occasioned  by  ill-feeling, 
produced  by  a  lawsuit.  The  father 
was  promptly  arrested. 

Two  boys,  shot  on  a  wood- 
wharf  by  a  brute  in  New  York, 
who  drove  oiF  four  children  by 
firing  a  gun  at  them.  The  perpe- 
trator has  not  been  arrested. 

A  ponderous  bomb,  of  150  lbs. 
weight,  was  recently  found  in 
Back  Cove  Flats,  near  Portland, 
presumed  to  have  been  thrown  by 
Mowatt's  fleet,  during  the  bom- 
bardment of  Portland,  in  1775. 
But  Portland  has  no  claim  to  such 
revolutionary  distinction.  An  iron- 
foundry  near  by  claim  it  as  theirs  : 
probably  it  was  floated  off  on  a 
cake  of  ice. 

Mr.  Osborne  was  robbed,  in 
•New  Orleans,  of  between  6  and 
#700  in  specie,  by  a  young  man, 
who  pretended  to  be  suddenly 
taken  sick,  and  was  carried  to  Mr. 
Osborne's  house.  He  then  broke 
open  three  or  four  trunks,  and 
made  off.  The  police  overhauled 
him  the  same  evening. 

A  woman,  in  passing  through 
Pell-street,  N.  York,  was  dragged 
into  a  slaughter-house,  and  most 
horribly  abused,  by  an  unknown 
ruffian. 

Charles  Miller,  of  Sing  Sing, 
N.  Y.,  endeavored  to  abduct  his 
own  wife.  They  have  disagreed, 
and  lived  apart.  There  is  a  long 
story  about  the  transaction,  which 
does  not  redound  to  the  reputation 
of  the  husband,  or  the  good  judg- 
ment of  the  lady. 

FEBRUARY. 

2.  Miss  West,  of  Cabotville, 
Mass.,  a  child,  came  home  crying, 
the  day  after  Thanksgiving,saying 
she  had  swallowed  a  pin.  The 
cough  has  continued  exceedingly 
severe  ever  since.  Several  physi- 
cians concluded  the  cough  was 
induced  by  a  disease  of  the  throat. 
In  December,  two  years  after  the 
complaint  was  noticed,  in  a  vio- 
lent fit  of  coughing,  she  raised  a 
brass  pin,  considerably  corroded. 
She  was  at  once  restored. 

Henry  Gorman,  of  Chester  co., 
Penn.,  died  from  glanders,  con- 
tracted by  bleeding  a  horse  having 
that  disease.  He  happened  to  have 


a  cut  finger,  through  which  the 
poison  was  unfortunately  ab- 
sorbed. 

Noah  Sinclair,  aged  about  30,  of 
Meredith,  N.  H.,  attended  a  Miller 
meeting  at  Bickford's  Mills,  and 
became  excited,  then  a  confirmed 
lunatic,  and  finally  died,  a  raving 
maniac. 

Miss  Eliza  Morrison,  of  Brook- 
lyn, N.  Y.,  was  so  badly  burned  by 
her  clothes  taking  fire,  from  com- 
ing in  contact  with  a  stove,  that 
she  died  the  day  following. 

4.  The  brig  Ganza,  of  Boston, 
Soule,  master,  from  Mobile,  put 
into  Havana,  the  crew  having  re-i 
fused  to  do  duty,  and  plotted  to| 
murder  the  captain  and  mate,  andf 
take  the  vessel  to  the  Isle  of  Pines.l 
Three  of  them  were  in  irons,  and  j 
will  be  sent  home  for  trial. 

The  decision  of  the  Court  of  In-  j 
quiry  in  regard  to  the  mutiny  on  > 
board  the  U.  S.  brig  Somers,  is 
known.  The  Court  is  of  opinion, 
that  there  was  a  mutiny,  to  mur- 
der the  officers  and  take  possession 
of  the  brig. 

The  sword  of  General  "Washing- 
ton, actually  used  by  him  during 
the  Bevolution,  was  presented  to 
Congress,  by  a  member  of  the  Vir- 
ginia delegation. 

7.  In  "Walpole,  a  child  4  years 
old,  died  in  consequence  of  in- 
haling steam  from  the  nose  of  a 
tea-kettle,  standing  upon  a  cook- 
ing-stove. 

A  female  was  taken  out  of  the 
Harlem  Rail-road  cars  in  such  a 
state  of  raving  madness,  that  sev- 
eral persons  were  required  to  hold 
her.  It  was  produced  by  the  in- 
fluence of  Millerism. 

A  man  called   Captain , 

whose  name  was  wholly  un- 
known, after  having  been  in  the 
Ipswich  almshouse  about  20  years, 
insane,  has  recently  been  identi- 
fied by  his  friends,  who  had  sup- 
posed him  dead. 

A  letter  from  Port  au  Prince, 
states  that  500  houses  were  burned, 
and  property  to  the  amount  of 
#8,000,000,  by  the  late  fire.  In  two 
and  a  half  hours,  12  squares  were 
reduced  to  ashes. 

General  Talmadge,  an  heir  of 
the  late  Governor  Clinton,  exhib- 
ited the  silver  bullet,  with  a  letter 
contained  in  it,  for  which  a  spy, 
from  whom  it  was  purged  with 
medicine,  was  hung  at  iEsopua,  " 


spy, 
nth  j 
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the  Revolution.  He  exhibited  it  to 
the  Historical  Society  of  N.  York. 

9.  A  gold  medal,  in  the  form  of 
a  star,  encircled  by  a  beautiful 
chased  rim,  was  presented  at  the 
Apollo  Hall,  in  Washington,  by 
the  Firemen's  Total  Abstinence 
Society,  to  George  N.  Briggs,  of 
Massachusetts,  as  evidence  of 
their  esteem,  for  Ms  efforts  in  the 
temperance  cause. 

10.  Hutchinson  Heberton,  a 
young  man,  who  had  seduced  a 
young  woman,  Miss  Mercer,  of 
Philadelphia,  was  watched  by 
her  brother,  and  having  ascer- 
tained that  he  was  to  leave  the 
city  on  Friday  evening,  in  a  car- 
riage, by  way  of  Camden,  he  con- 
cealed himself  on  board  the  ferry- 
boat. The  carriage  came,  with  the 
object  of  his  revenge  in  it ;  and 
when  within  a  few  yards  of  the 
Jersey  shore,  Mercer  approached 
and  fired  four  balls,  in  quick  suc- 
cession, from  one  of  Colt's  six -bar- 
relled pistols.  One  ball  proved 
fatal.  Taken  to  a  tavern,  he  ex- 
pired immediately.  Mercer  gave 
himself  up  to  the  authorities. 

14.  The  body  of  Wm.  Stevens 
was  found  in  a  pasture,  in  Ray- 
mond, N.  H.  It  was  supposed  he 
died  from  intoxication.  A  jug, 
partly  full  of  rum,  was  found  at 
his  side. 

15.  The  amount  of  mortgaged 
property  in  New  York,  is  sup- 
posed to  be  two  thirds  of  all  the 
real  estate  in  the  city. 

Commodore  Isaac  Hull  died  in 
Philadelphia,  after  an  illness  of 
several  days'  duration. 

17.  Wm.  Redfield,  was  held  to 
bail  before  the  Majror  of  Philadel- 
phia, in  the  sum  of  £1,000,  for  as- 
saulting and  beating  his  father. 
He  is  only  about  19  years  old. 

That  noted  female  counterfeiter, 
Honora  Shephard,  whose  whole 
life  has  been  one  of  crime,  was 
tried  last  term  in  New  York,  for 
forgery  in  the  second  degree,  but 
escaping  previous  to  sentence,  has 
been  recaptured,  and  sentenced 
for  8  years  to  the  state  prison. 

James  O.  P.  Orrok,  formerly  of 
the  firm  of  Orrok  &  Simmons, 
was  found  dead,  by  hanging  from 
a  cord  attached  to  his  own  door, 
in  Roxbury,  Ms.  He  attempted  to 
destroy  himself  on  Monday.  He 
left  a  letter  for  his  •Rife,  detailing 
the  cause. 


A  sand  slide  took  place  at  Troy, 
N.  Y.,  from  the  hill,  situated  on 
the  southwest  part  of  the  city, 
called  Mount  Ida,  elevated  about 
70  feet  above  the  bed  of  the  Hud- 
son. The  hill  gave  way,  crushing 
8  or  10  houses,  and  burying  them 
in  a  mass  of  earth.  It  is  supposed, 
that  from  30  to  40  persons  were  in 
them,  only  12  of  whom  had  been 
extricated.  A  woman,  hearing 
the  noise,  went  out  at  the  door 
to  ascertain  the  cause,  which  she 
no  sooner  ascertained,  than,  run- 
ning back  for  her  child,  both  were 
buried  alive. 

Commodore  Hull  was  interred 
in  a  vault  in  Christ's  Church, 
Philadelphia,  to  be  removed  here- 
after to  Laurel  Hill.  He  was  buried 
in  blue  pantaloons,  buff  undress, 
military  vest  and  undress,  military 
coat,  with  wrapper  and  a  blue 
cloth  cloak,  stockings,  and  slip- 
pers. Stores,  and  places  in  the 
city  by  which  the  funeral  passed, 
in  general,  were  closed,  and  the 
flags  of  the  shipping  displayed  at 
half-mast. 

A  dreadful  hurricane  occurred, 
on  the  13th  of  Januasy,  which 
swept  over  England,  Ireland,  and 
Scotland,  and  the  neighboring 
coast  of  France,  doing  immense 
damage,  and  destroying,  probably, 
very  many  lives.  Rising  of  six 
trading  vessels  are  known  to  have 
been  lost. 

19.  Messrs.  Fletcher  and  Gro- 
ver  were  killed  in  Quincy,  by  the 
unexpected  explosion  of  a  charge, 
in  a  rock,  at  the  bottom  of  a  well 
they  were  engaged  in  digging. 

A  memorial  reached  New  York, 
for  Congress,  having  50,000  sign- 
ers, headed  by  the  slave  Latimer, 
asking  that  body  to  take  some  new 
measures  in  regard  to  the  institu- 
tion of  slavery.  Mr.  J.  Q.  Adams 
was  to  present  it. 

22.  Wm.  Taylor,  of  Toronto, 
wishing  to  split  a  log,  bored  a  hole 
into  it,  filled  it  with  powder,  and 
then  plugged  it  tight.  He  then 
primed  it  through  the  plug,  and 
thoughtlessly  stooping  down, 
applied  a  match.  Instead  of  split- 
ting the  log,  the  plug  was  sent  out 
with  such  violence  as  to  enter 
the  brain  through  the  cheek  bone, 
which  caused  his  death. 

It  was  resolved,  at  a  whig  meet- 
ing of  the  members  of  Congress,  to 
recommend  holding  a  Whig  Na- 
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tional  Convention  for  nominating 
a  Whig  candidate  for  the  Presi- 
dency, in  May,  1S44. 

23,  The  accommodation  train 
from  "Worcester  for  Norwich,  Ct. 
came  in  contact  with  a  snow- 
plough,  propelled  by  locomotive 
engines,  at  a  curve  in  the  road, 
near  Pomfret.  One  of  the  engi- 
neers, Holt,  had  both  arms  broken, 
and  a  brakeman,  Cheney,  had 
both  legs  broken.  The  first  had 
one  arm  amputated.  All  the  en- 
gines and  tenders  were  smashed 
to  pieces. 

Another  slide  took  place  at 
Troy,  a  few  rods  south  of  the  first, 
on  Friday  last.  It  carried  off  a 
wood-shed.    No  other  damage. 

24.  The  wife  of  J.  S.  Leverich.of 
Newark,  N.  J.,  having  been  un- 
well several  days,  exhibited  signs 
of  mental  alienation.  After  her 
husband  had  left,  yesterday,  for 
his  work,  she  put  a  parcel  of 
arsenic  in  a  cup  of  coffee,  and  told 
her  daughter,  12  years  old,  that  it 
was  magnesia,  for  the  two  younger 
children.  Going  into  another 
room,  she  divided  the  fatal  dose 
between  the  two  and  herself.  It  was 
soon  ascertained  that  she  had  ad- 
ministered poison,  but  it  was  too 
late  to  prevent  its  dreadful  effects, 
and  all  three  died  within  a  few 
hours.  Before  death,  the  mother 
recovered  her  senses,  and  deeply 
deplored  the  dreadful  course  she 
had  pursued. 

25.  A  man,  whose  name  is  Kim- 
ball, residing  at  Marblehead,  a 
carpenter,  recently  from  Haver- 
hill, has  not  lived,  with  his  wife 
for  several  years,  on  account  of  his 
bad  treatment  of  her.  Calling  at 
heifather's  on  Sunday  afternoon, 
he  was  ordered  away,  upon  which 
he  drew  a  pistol,  and  discharged  a 
bullet  in  her  body.  It  entered 
the  left  breast,  passed  through  the 
chest,  and  probably  lodged  in  the 
lungs,  as  she  expectorates  blood. 
He  was  committed  to  Salem  jail. 

A  young  man,  son  of  Chester 
"White,  of  Batavia,  N.  Y.,  under- 
took to  poison  his  parents  and  the 
whole  family,  by  mixing  arsenic 
with  flour.  He  has  confessed  his 
intentions. 

Lewis  Chandler,  of  Schuyler- 
ville,  N.  Y.,  had  his  hand  caught 
by  a  belt  in  a  cotton  factory,  which 
carried  him  over  the  drum,  with 
prodigious  velocity,  and   dashed 


him  against  the  ceiling  with  such 
terrible  force  as  to  kill  him  in- 
stantly. 

28.  Mr.  Sprigg,  of  Kentucky,  a 
member  of  Congress,  signalized 
himself  at  Washington,  by  getting 
into  a  fracas  and  fight  with  a 
miller's  cart-driver,  which  termi 
nated  in  his  opponent's  biting  off 
a  large  part  of  an  ear.  He  is  a  dis- 
grace to  his  constituents,  and  to 
the  dignified  body  to  which  he 
was  elected. 

MARCH. 

1.  Lucy  Talbot,  of  Milton, 
came  to  her  death,  so  say  a  coro- 
ner's jury,  by  intoxication  and 
exposure  to  cold,  while  in  com- 
pany with  one  John  Bowman.  He 
took  her  to  a  sleigh-ride,  and  called 
at  a  distil-house  in  Roxbury,  and 
afterwards  gave  her  three  glasses 
of  brandy,  and  drank  pretty  freely 
himself.  Finding  she  could  not 
speak,  in  returning  home,  he 
drove  to  a  doctor's,  but  she  was 
dead.    Bowman  is  a  married  man. 

3.  A  great  crowd  was  attracted 
in  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  to  see  a  bag, 
containing  some  living  thing,  on  a 
piece  of  ice,  near  Andrews'  bridge 
Various  plans  were  proposed  for 
rescuing  the  supposed  child, 
which  was  reached  by  one  of  the 
city  hooks.  Although  handled 
with  the  utmost  caution,  to  pre- 
vent injury  or  accident  in  hauling 
the  bag  ashore,  and  at  the  instant 
when  the  multitude  were  in  the 
highest  feeling  of  sympathy  and 
expectation,  the  bag  was  rent  — 
and  out  sprang  a  large  black  cat ! 

4.  Two  sons  of  Edward  Godfrey, 
West  Point,  N.  Y.,  went  to  skate 
on  the  Hudson ;  one  had  the  mis- 
fortune to  break  through,  sunk, 
but  rose.  The  other  cried  out, 
'  do  n't  be  afraid ;  I  '11  get  you  out.' 
He  took  off  his  coat,  laid  down  and 
swung  out  the  sleeve  for  his 
brother  to  reach,  and  thus  dragged 
him  out. 

6.  Mary  Conrad  obtained  of 
Joshua  B.  Williams,  at  Canandai- 
gua,  £8,000  for  breach  of  promise 
of  marriage. 

News  came  that  the  bill  to  re 
peal  the  Bankrupt  Law  received 
the    approval   of    the    President, 
March  3d. 

At  New  Orleans,  the  wardens  of 
the  church  of  St.  Francis  became 
dissatisfied  with  their  pastor,  and 
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gave  him  notice  to  quit,  and  that 
they  would  not  pay  him  after  a 
certain  time.  He  refused  to  leave, 
and  the  bishop  declined  with- 
drawing him  until  his  demand 
was  paid.  The  Supreme  Court  of 
Louisiana  decided  that  the  war- 
dens were,  under  the  charter,  the 
legal  owners  of  the  church  prop- 
erty ;  that  they  were  responsible 
to  the  congregation  only,  and  not 
to  the  pope,  or  his  bishops,  who 
have  no  authority  in  that  State. 

7.  Intelligence  has  been  re- 
ceived of  the  dreadful  destruction 
of  Point  Petre,  Guadaloupe,  with 
loss  of  several  thousand  lives,  by 
an  earthquake. 

There  was  a  destructive  fire  at 
Cincinnati,  which  broke  out  in  the 
smoke-house  of  Messrs.  Pugh  & 
Alvord,  corner  of  Walnut  street. 
A  pork-house  was  closed,  near  by, 
by  shutting  all  the  windows  and 
doors.  In  the  course  of  half  an 
hour,  being  filled  with  smoke  and 
rarefied  air,  and  probably  some 
inflammable  gas,  there  was  a  roar 
of  flame,  as  it  rushed  through,  and 
an  explosion,  that  instantly  de- 
stroyed the  whole  edifice.  Sev- 
eral persons  were  killed  by  this 
extraordinary  and  unlooked-for 
calamity. 

Eleven  insane  persons  have 
been  committed  to  the  Hospital 
in  Worcester,  Mass.,  deranged  by 
attendance  on  Millerism  lectures. 

A  beautiful  comet  has  been  dis- 
covered in  the  heavens  by  the  as- 
tronomers of  Yale  College,  which 
is  beginning  to  excite  the  curiosity 
of  the  learned. 

9.  The  dwelling-house  of  Rich- 
ard McDowell,  of  South  Bruns- 
wick, N.  J.,  was  destroyed  by  fire, 
and,  dreadful  to  relate,  his  only 
son,  14  years  of  age,  perished  in  the 
flames.  It  is  supposed  to  have 
been  caused  by  a  defect  in  a  stove- 
pipe. 

12.  The  Great  Western,  steam- 
er, arrived  at  New  York,  bringing 
1,000  packages  of  goods,  and 
#750,000  in  specie.  Her  engines 
have  been  running  just  20  days, 
without  stopping  a  single  instant, 
and  she  has  steamed  a  distance  of 
4,700  miles,  with  a  consumption 
of  660  tons  of  coal.  She  had  a 
three  days'  stock  of  coal  still  left, 
when  she  arrived. 

13.  George  Florida,  a  black- 
smith, hung  himself  at    Spring- 


field, Mass.,  with  an  iron  chain. 
He  was  found  dead  in  the  morn- 
ing, with  a  Bible  by  his  side,  and 
a  dagger  in  his  pocket.  He  was 
considered  a  victim  to  Millerism. 

15.  A  severe  storm  at  Salem, 
Mass.  The  schr.  Thomas,  of  Bris- 
tol, from  Belfast  for  Boston,  laden 
with  wood,  went  ashore  at  four 
o'clock  in  the  morning,  on  Long 
Beach,  Nahant,  and  five  men 
were  lost.  Had  they  remained  a 
few  minutes  longer,  as  the  life- 
boat was  on  the  way  for  their  re- 
lief, perhaps  all  might  have  been 
saved. 

16.  It  is  ascertained  that  the 
Concord  was  wrecked  last  August, 
at  Cape  Delgado,  near  the  river 
Lindy,  on  the  coast  of  Africa. 
The  "captain,  purser,  and  one 
seaman,  were  lost  in  attempting  to 
land,  by  the  swamping  of  a  boat. 

Judge  Betts,  of  the  U.  S.  District 
Court,  New  York,  has  decided,  in 
relation  to  the  brig  Somers,  that 
the  grand  jury  has  no  authority  to 
inquire  into  the  homicide  charged 
to  have  been  committed  on  board 
that  vessel. 

21.  Amasa  Stetson,  of  Dorches- 
ter, Mass.,  has  presented  to  a 
neighboring  town,  Randolph,  of 
which  he  is  a  native,  a  beautiful 
building,  87  by  50  feet,  which  cost 
,910,000.  He  has  also  made  the 
town  a  present  of  £1,000,  Massa- 
chusetts State  scrip,  the  income  of 
which  is  to  be  devoted  to  the  sup- 
port of  an  English  High  School. 

Mr.  Waggaman,  of  the  Sen- 
ate of  Louisiana,  and  Dennis 
Prieur,  late  Mayor  of  N.  Orleans, 
fought  a  duel  on  the  10th  instant, 
Mr.  Waggaman  was  shot  in  the 
thigh.    Both  parties  were  satisfied. 

James  Houston  was  killed  on 
the  rail-road  near  Saco,  Me.,  on 
Friday  last.  He  had  been  clearing 
the  snow  from  the  track,  and  in 
attempting  to  get  up  on  the  train 
as  it  was  passing,  he  fell,  and  the 
rear  car  passed  over  him,  cutting 
off  both  legs  close  to  his  body. 
Another  man  was  badly  wounded 
at  the  same  time. 

The  ship  General  Wilson,  which 
sailed  from  New  London,  Decem- 
ber, 1840,  on  a  whaling  voyage  to 
New  Zealand,  made  land  off  Block 
Island  on  Thursday,  and  passed 
Montauk  Point  in  the  evening.  A 
strong  northeast  snow-storm  soon 
set  in,  and  the  ship  came  to  anchor

near  the  mouth  of  the  Connecticut 
river.  At  the  dawn  of  day,  the 
captain,  Ezra  Bailey,  -with  7  men, 
left  in  a  boat,  to  land  at  Saybrook, 
but,  on  crossing  the. bar,  the  boat 
was  capsized.  The  crew  regained 
the  boat,  but  were  again  and  again 
washed  off,  and  only  one  man,  of 
the  whole,  survived  the  sad  catas- 
trophe. His  name  is  "William  L. 
Kimball,  of  New  Hampshire. 

A  dreadful  murder  was  perpe- 
trated in  New  York,  by  some  un- 
known person,  upon  Charles  G. 
Corlies.  He  was  shot  in  the  street, 
near  the  Carlton  House,  by  -a  fe- 
male, it  is  supposed,  with  whom 
he  was  seen  conversing  a  moment 
before.  No  clue  to  the  foul  deed 
has  ever  been  developed. 

Alfred  Moore,  of  Warwick,  Me. 
accidentally  killed  on  the  6th,  by 
a  discharge  of  his  rifle.  He  went 
into  a  chamber  where  he  kept  it, 
in  the  morning,  and  it  is  supposed 
loaded  it  for  the  pur-pose  of  firing 
at  a  mark.  By  some  unaccounta- 
ble means  it  was  discharged,  the 
charge  entered  his  head,  and  he 
was  killed,  though  no  one  knew 
it  till  late  in  the  afternoon,  when 
he  was  discovered  on  the  bed.  He 
was  only  20  years  of  age. 

23.  Thirteen  members  of  the 
late  Congress  died;  seven  lost 
their  wives  during  the  session ; 
nine  have  married,  since  their 
election ;  twelve  or  more  have  lost 
their  children.  Seven  Senators 
and  twelve  Representatives  have 
resigned.  Of  the  twelve  resigned, 
three  of  them  have  been  re-elected 
to  the  same  places  again.  One  had 
a  leg  broken,  and  one  an  ear  bit- 
ten off. 

In  Machias,  Me.,  Jane  Inglee 
had  her  clothes  set  on  fire  by  going 
too  near  a  red-hot  stove,  and,  be- 
fore the  fire  could  be  overcome, 
she  was  so  badly  burnt,  that  she 
died. 

A  little  daughter  of  Ch.  Ribbed, 
Reading,  Penn.,  was  burned  to 
death  by  her  clothes  taking  fire, 
during  a  temporary  absence  of  her 
mother. 

2-5.  A  disastrous  fire  broke  out 
at  the  corner  of  Green  and  Beaver 
streets,  Albany,  in  a  building  used 
for  the  manufacture  of  camphene 
oil.  Mrs.  Coughry,  a  widow,  who 
occupied  apartments,  after  saving 
a  few  articles,  found  it  necessary 
to  retreat,  with  her  children.    She 


got  out  two,  and  returned  for  a 
third,  in  the  third  story,  where  her 
clothes  took  fire.  In  her  agony, 
she  jumped,  all  on  fire,  from  the 
third  story.  Although  dangerously 
burnt,  no  limbs  were  broken.  Ch. 
Pohlman,  an  efficient  fireman,  was 
instantly  enveloped  in  flame  and 
smoke,  in  the  third  story,  by  a 
camphene  explosion,  which  oblig- 
ed him  also  to  jump  for  life,  by 
which  he  fractured  one  leg,  and 
severely  injured  the  other. 

27.  Mrs.  Sarah  Rock,  25  years 
old,  was  viewed  by  the  coroner, 
together  with  her  son,  Benj.  F. 
Simmons,  Jr.,  5  years  of  age.  She 
lived  with  Benj.  F.  Simmons,  as 
his  wife,  6  years,  though  never 
married,  and  had  three  children 
by  him,  this  boy  being  the  oldest. 
For  some  time  past  she  had  drank 
freely,  and  in  that  condition  was 
quarrelsome,  and  he  had  threat- 
ened to  leave  her.  She  purchased 
two  phials  of  laudanum,  and  took 
a  quantity  herself,  and  gave  some 
to  all  her  children,  in  tea.  The 
youngest  child  was  saved  by  vom- 
iting, but  attempts  to  rouse  her 
and  the  boy  were  ineffectual,  and 
both  died. 

A  man  named  Stewart,  at  Cy- 
prus Bend,Arkansas,  being  robbed 
by  a  negro,  but  as  he  supposed,  by 
a  wood-chopper,  swore  that  his 
dogs  should  eat  the  first  wood- 
chopper  that  ventured  upon  his 
grounds.  Soon  after,  one  called 
for  lodging,  which  Stewart  grant- 
ed, and  bolting  the  doors,  let  in 
upon  him  a  number  of  young  dogs, 
which,  however,  he  kept  at  bay. 
Stewart  then  turned  in  a  parcel  of 
old  ones,  which  being  also  foiled, 
he  took  a  gun  and  shot  the  man, 
leaving  his  body  for  the  brutes.  A 
reward  of  £1,000  was  immediately 
offered  for  his  apprehension. 

28.  The  old  True  American 
Tavern,  on  Mill  Hill,  N.  J.,  was 
burned,  while  the  inmates  were 
asleep.  Two  men  were  burned  1o 
a  crisp.  A  poor  woman,  in  a  deli- 
cate situation,  shrieked  in  vain 
from  a  third  story  window,  the 
stairway  being  filled  by  smoke  and 
fire ;  and  no  ladder  being  found, 
she  jumped,  but  was  severely  in- 
jured. A  little  girl,  9  years  old, 
promised  to  follow,  but  did  not, 
and  was  burned  to  death.  A  se- 
vere storm  retarded  the  engine. 
This  house  was  the  head-quarters 
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of  General  Washington,  January 
3,  1777,  it  being  the  very  spot 
where  the  council  decided  upon 
the  fate  of  Princeton. 

A  partially  deranged  young 
man,  named  Tower,  in  Troy, 
jumped  into  an  empty  lumber 
sleigh,  belonging  to  a  brewery  in 
Albany,  and  applying  the  whip  to 
a  powerful  pair  of  horses,  dashed 
off  at  full  speed.  Although  the 
road  was  lined  with  sleighs,  they 
all  gave  him  the  road,  so  that  no 
one  was  injured.  When  he  had 
reached  Port  Schuyler,  he  stopped, 
where,  the  owner  coming  up, 
knocked  him  down,  sans  ceremo- 
ny, and  got  possession  of  his  prop- 
erty again. 

29.  Singleton  Mercer's  trial  for 
shooting  Heberton,  the  seducer  of 
his  sister,  commenced  in  New 
Jersey. 

The  Elackstone  Canal  was 
very  much  injured  by  the  late 
storm.  A  dam  at  Amoldville,  R.  L 
Print  Works,  was  partially  de- 
stroyed, and  a  bridge,  also,  over  the 
Mineral  Spring  Turnpike. 

Melzar  Gardner,  editor  of  the 
Portsmouth  Chronicle  and  Old 
Dominion,  Virginia,  met  Morde- 
cai  Cook,  Jr.,  on  a  wharf,  where 
they  conversed  a  moment,  when 
Cook  was  seen  to  raise  his  cane ; 
but  before  any  hostile  movement 
could  be  made  with  it,  Gardner 
drew  a  pistol,  which  Cook  seized, 
and  in  the  squabble,  it  went  off, 
sending  the  whole  charge  through 
Gardner's  body,  who  was  a  corpse 
in  less  than  fifteen  minutes. 

The  whole  family  of  Mr.  More- 
head,  residing  near  the  Yazoo 
Pass,  Miss.,  were  poisoned  by  eat- 
ing peaches  dried  on  a  painted 
board.  One  of  the  daughters  was 
to  have  been  married  on  the  very 
day  of  her  death ;  the  dresses  hav- 
ing been  sent  home  as  the  funeral 
bier  and  shroud  were  preparing. 
The  scene  was  truly  painful. 

31.  Passed  Assistant  Surgeon 
Eich.  W.  Leacock,  surgeon  of  the 
unlucky  U.  S.  brig  Somers,  at  the 
New  York  Navy  Yard,  committed 
suicide,  by  shooting  himself  over 
the  right  eye.  He  was  28  years 
old,  and  belonged  to  Norfolk,  Va. 
John  Carroll  committed  suicide 
much  in  the  same  manner,  on 
board  the  brig  Boxer, lying  nearly 
in  the  same  place,  March  31,  1842, 
exactly  one  year  before. 


Mr.  Waggaman,  lately  wounded 
in  a  duel  at  New  Orleans,  died  on 
the  24th,  aged  50.  He  was  a  State 
Senator. 

APRIL. 

I.  At  Schenectady,  N.  Y.,  there 
was  a  tremendous  fire,  which  de- 
stroyed the  rail-way  depot  and 
Given's  hotel.  Eleven  cars  were 
burned ;  one  48-passenger  car,  of 
elegant  construction,  valued  at 
£2,500.  The  depot  was  of  wood, 
between  3  and  400  feet  long,  and 
cost,  including  land,  £40,000. 
There  was  considerable  insur- 
ance. The  disaster  is  wholly  im- 
puted to  an  incendiary. 

The  Merchants'  Exchange,  New 
York,  a  magnificent  edifice,  of 
which  Rogers  was  architect,  is  ad- 
vertised at  a  sheriff's  sale,  its  debts 
being  more  than  £800,000. 

Robert  McGaukey  was  murder- 
ed by  a  plantation  overseer,  named 
Mitchell,  at  Bayou  BcEuf,  for  his 
money.  The  wretch  obtained 
£1,700  in  cash  by  the  foul  deed, 
and  £700  in  a  draft  on  N.  Orleans. 
The  body  was  covered  over  with 
bark.  He  went  to  New  Orleans, 
collected  the  money,  dissipated 
several  days,  and  finally  escaped 
the  police. 

Baldwin  Rowland,  in  Putnam 
Co.,  Tenn.,  while  in  a  state  of 
maddening  intoxication,  assailed 
a  poor  woman,  Delia  Raney,  with 
an  axe,  and,  with  a  single  blow, 
severed  her  head  from  her  body. 
He  was  finally  arrested. 

4.  One  Henry  Wright,  belonging 
to  Northfield,  Mass.,  came  home 
drunk,  and  laid  down  on  the  bed 
with  a  young  child,  4  or  5  years  of 
age.  This  alarmed  the  mother, 
who  attempted  to  draw  her  boy 
away,  but  in  vain.  The  child 
called  one  Moody,  in  the  kitchen, 
to  aid  him  ;  Wright  sprang  up  and 
got  a  knife,  and  when  Moody 
came,  plunged  it  into  his  side. 
The  drunkard  was  carried  off  to 
jail. 

John  Barber,  Jr.  of  Heath,  Mass. 
46  years  old,  started  on  Wednes- 
day to  go  to  work  in  Colerain,  but 
the  weather  being  stormy,  he  lost 
his  way.  On  Saturday  he  was 
found  in  a  school-house,  in  the 
woods,  by  his  son,  in  a  senseless 
state,  laying  on  his  back ;  his  feet 
and  ankles  were  frozen  solid.  He 
was  speedily  moved  to  a  comforta- 
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ble  place,  but  expired  in  about  40 
hours.  He  was  strictly  tempe- 
rate. 

Whole  number  of  votes  for  gov- 
ernor in  Rhode  Island,  16,533;  of 
which  Fennerhas  9,140,  Carpenter 
7,393 ;  and  consequently  the  first 
named  has  a  majority  of  1,747. 

5.  Lucy  Ender,  of  Williamsville, 
N.  Y.,  recovered  of  Benj.  Smearly 
51,000,  for  breach  of  promise  of 
marriage,  and  ,§4,000  in  a  separate 
action,  for  seduction. 

Munroe  Edwards,  the  king  of 
rascals,  recently  attempted  an  es- 
cape, at  Sing  Sing,  by  concealing 
himself  in  a  large  box,  in  the  shop 
where  he  works.  He  was  well 
supplied  with  provisions  for  three 
days,  besides  brandy ! 

Singleton  Mercer,  the  man  who 
killed  Heberton,  of  Philadelphia, 
for  the  seduction  of  his  sister,  was 
acquitted  by  the  jury. 

Jacob  Shipman,  a  favorite  pub- 
lic carrier  of  money  and  all  other 
valuable  property,  about  whom 
there  has  been  considerable  mys- 
tery, has  absconded,  with  a  large 
sum  of  money.  For  12  years  he 
has  been  regarded  as  a  remarkably 
honest  man  in  Philadelphia. 

12.  Word  comes,  that  the  de- 
cision of  the  court-martial  on 
Lieut.  McKenzie,  is  as  follows, 
viz. :  The  Court  do  honorably  ac- 
quit Commander  A.  S.  McKenzie, 
&c.  &c. 

A  family  of  emigrants,  11  in  all, 
while  crossing  an  extensive  prai- 
rie, in  the  western  part  of  Illinois, 
on  their  way  to  Iowa,  were  all 
frozen  to  death  in  a  wagon.  The 
horses  stopped  at  a  house,  when 
the  inmates,  observing  no  one  get 
out,  looked  in  and  made  this  aw- 
ful discovery.  The  mother  was 
sitting  up  with  the  reins  in  her 
hands,  as  though  driving,  and 
hence  it  is  presumed,  that  she  was 
the  last  to  expire. 

A  great  fracas  occurred  in  the 
legislature  of  Pennsylvania,  be- 
tween a  Mr.  McGowan  and  Mr. 
Bratton,  disgraceful  in  the  ex- 
treme. A  knife  was  drawn,  and 
the  members  rushed  from  their 
seats  down  before  the  Speaker's 
chair.  A  constable  was  brought 
in,  and  Mr.  McGowan  finally  gave 
himself  up  to  answer  charges.  He 
should  have  been  expelled  the 
House  immediately,  and  sent  to 
the  House  of  Correction,  for  the 


insult  upon  the  dignity    of    the 
State. 

13.  At  Hagerstown,  Md.,  a  suit 
has  been  instituted  for  the  recov- 
ery of  75  cents,  on  account  of  can- 
dles, fire-wood,  &c,  used  by  the 
defendant,  in  courting  a  girl  in  the 
plaintiff's  family !  The  suit  was 
decided  in  favor  of  the  latter. 

By  the  late  revolution  in  St. 
Domingo,  President  Boyer  has 
become  a  fugitive,  and  has  fled  to 
Jamaica,  from  whence  he  issued  a 
proclamation.  He  held  the  high 
office  from  which  he  was  driven 
for  oppression,  25  years. 

A  subscription,  for  the  purchase 
of  a  sword  for  Com.  McKenzie, 
was  opened  at  the  Exchange,  in 
Philadelphia,  when  J.  Ely,  90  years 
old,  hobbled  from  his  residence,  to 
put  down  his  name.  Underneath 
his  signature  he  wrote, '  pi  eates 
should  be  hung,  wet  or  dry  ! ' 

14.  At  the  Court  of  Common 
Pleas  at  Barnstable,  Mass.,  Char- 
lotte Smith  was  tried  for  disturb- 
ing a  Methodist  meeting,  in  De- 
cember last.  She  conducted  her 
own  defence,  but  the  j  ury  returned 
a  verdict  of  guilty,  for  which  she 
was  sentenced  to  pay  £3 ;  but  re- 
fusing to  do  so,  she  would  have 
been  carried  to  jail,  had  it  not  have 
been  paid  for  her. 

15.  The  house  of  J.  Aldrich, 
Croghan,  N.  Y.,  was  consumed, 
with  all  its  contents.  A  son,  nine 
years  old,  was  burnt  to  death. 
The  family  just  escaped,  and  were 
compelled  to  walk  three  quarters 
of  a  mile,  barefooted,  in  an  incle- 
ment night,  over  snow-drifts,  to 
the  nearest  neighbor,  for  protec- 
tion. It  all  originated  by  ashes 
deposited  in  a  cellar. 

A  young  man  in  Newark,  N.  J., 
in  shaking  a  pair  of  pantaloons, 
one  leg  flew  up,  driving  a  strap  but- 
ton into  one  of  his  eyes,  making  a 
strange  and  severe  wound.  Some 
hope  of  saving  the  organ  is  en- 
couraged. 

Enos  Merrill,  son  of  the  Rev.  E. 
Merrill,  of  Falmouth,  Me.,  was 
lost  overboard  from  the  ship  Shef- 
field, on  her  passage  to  New  Or- 
leans. By  endeavoring  to  save 
him,  a  sea  capsized  the  boat,  and 
Mr.  Stimson,  third  mate,  of  Wool- 
wich, Me.,  and  three  seamen,  were 
drowned,  whose  names  are  not 
known.  They  shipped  at  New 
Orleans. 
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19.  News  comes  of  the  death  of 
Commodore  David  Porter,  at  Con- 
stantinople, March  3d,  of  pleurisy 
and  disease  of  the  heart,  it  is  sup- 
posed. 

20.  The  amount  of  money 
stolen  at  Columbus,  Geo.,  hereto- 
fore referred  to,  was  #70,000,  a 
portion  of  which  has  been  discov- 
ered on  the    premises  of  T.    C. 

McKean,  formerly  a  lawyer  of  re- 
spectability. He  was  arrested,  and 
disclosed  the  names  of  his  accom- 
plices, on  the  condition  of  being 
released.  John  L.  Lewis,  former- 
ly Mayor  of  the  city,  a  lawyer, 
and  Allen  Bass,  book-keeper  of 
j  the  office  robbed,  were  implicated 
and  arrested. 

Governor    McDowell,   of    Yir- 
;ginia,  and   Governor  Thomas,  of 
!  Maryland,  recently  had  a  disgrace- 
ful affray  at  Staunton,  Ta.    There 
I  had  been  an  old  grudge  between 
them,    originating    in    Governor 
Thomas's     separation    from    his 
wife,  who  is  daughter  of  Governor 
McDowell. 

26.  A  child  in  N.  York,  about  2 
years  old,  was  poisoned  by  swal- 
lowing the  ends  of  some  loco-foco 
matches,  which  it  somehow  got 
I  hold  of. 

The  famous  Siamese  twins  were 
'married    at    Wilkes   Co.,   N.    C., 
April  15,  to   Sarah  and  Adelaide 
"i'eates,  aisters. 

A  Mr.  Nichols  was  shot  dead, 
while  asleep  in  his  bed,  on  the 
west  fork  of  Little  Kanawha,  Va. 
He  was  in  bed  with  his  wife  and 
child.  The  ball  passed  through 
the  chest.  The  rifle  was  fired 
through  the  door  of  the  cabin. 
Seven  men  were  arrested  and  sent 
to  prison,  suspected  of  the  crime. 
30.  An  extensive  and  alarming 
fire  occurred  at  Wilmington,  N.  C, 
April  30th,  the  most  calamitous 
that  ever  happened  in  that  place. 
The  whole  loss  was  hastily  esti- 
mated at  ,§300,000,  covered  by  in- 
surance to  the  amount,  perhaps,  of 
#100,000. 

30.  Jacob  Eidgeway  died  in 
Philadelphia,  considered  the  great- 
est capitalist  in  that  city,  and 
probably  in  the  United  States, 
with  the  single  exception  of  Mr. 
Astor,  of  New  York. 

In  trying  some  cannon,  being 
inspected  by  U.  S.  officers  for  the 
government,  at  Richmond,  Ya.,  a 
ball  glanced  across  the  upper  part 


of  Belle  Isle,  and  passed  through 
the  cotton  factory  on  the  opposite 
side  of  the  river,  going  over  the 
heads  of  the  factory  girls,  and  es- 
pecially one,  who  was  sitting  at 
work.  Had  she  been  standing,  it 
would  have  taken  off  her  head. 

MAY. 

1.  Mr.  Mitchell,  the  last  person 
cured  of  pulmonary  consumption, 
by  a  residence  in  the  Mammoth 
Cave,  whose  case  has  been  exten- 
sively circulated,  recently  died. 
Of  13  who  resorted  there,  5  have 
died. 

Abigail  D.  Greenleaf,  prosecuted 
James  McColly  for  forsaking  her. 
The  disappointed  damsel  sought 
relief  in  the  Court  of  Common 
Pleas  at  Claremont,  N.  H,  and  got 
a  verdict  thus  in  her  favor:  that 
Jemmy  should  pay  her  #429. 

At  Hawfield  Settlement,  Orange 
Co.,  N.  C,  one  Steele  had  an  alter- 
cation with  his  brother,  and  raised 
his  gun  to  shoot  him,  when  their 
mother  ran  between  them,  and  re- 
ceived the  whole  charge,  which 
killed  her  instantly. 

Thomas  Barrett,  a  venerable 
sexton  of  the  First  Church,  Bev- 
erly, Mass.,  now  84  years  of  age, 
has  buried  2,250  persons,  nearly 
half  the  amount  of  the  present 
population  of  that  town. 

John  B.  Park,  an  aged  man,  a 
bachelor,  who  had  a  passion  for 
converting  his  property  into  spe- 
cie, was  barbarously  murdered 
near  Fort  Colden,  Warren  Co., 
N.  J.,  together  with  his  sister  and 
four  children,  who  were  all  found 
with  their  throats  cut,  in  bed. 
Two  children  in  a  distant  part  o: 
the  house,  escaped.  The  house 
was  completely  rifled.  A  reward 
of  #1,000  was  offered,  and  all  the 
country  aroused. 

5.  The  queen  of  England  had  a 
daughter  born.  Some  lords  of  the 
privy  council  were  present,  maids, 
&c.  &c. 

Adelbert  B.  Ptolemius,  an 
Italian,  attempted  to  shoot  John 
Scott,  Mayor  of  Philadelphia.  He 
asked  for  private  conversation; 
and  after  being  shown  into  an  ante 
room,  desired  to  be  provided  with 
a  place  for  teaching  languages. 
As  Mr.  Scott  turned  to  go  out,  the 
fellow  fired  a  pistol  at  him.  The 
ball  passed  through  the  coat  and 
vest,  and    slightly  lacerated    the 
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flesh.    As  usual,  the  villain  was 
called  insane,  and  perhaps  truly. 

8.  It  is  formally  announced, 
from  Washington,  that  Mr.  Web- 
ster has  resigned  the  office  of  Sec- 
retary of  State.  Caleb  Cushing  is 
also  announced  as  Minister  to 
China, 

10.  Sirs.  Wilson,  tried  at  Port- 
land, Me.,  for  assisting  and  con- 
senting to  the  murder  of  her  hus- 
band, was  acquitted ;  but  Thorn 
has  been  brought  in  guilty,  and 
sentenced  to  be  hung. 

Henry  Johnson,  who  says  he  is 
from  Maine,  was  sentenced  in  New 
York  to  7  years  in  the  State  Pris- 
on, on  charge  of  burglary.  Being 
shut  up  in  the  Tombs  preparatory 
to  being  sent  to  Sing  Sing,  he 
succeeded  in  making  his  escape,  a 
most  daring  and  extraordinary 
feat,  and  scarcely  paralleled  in 
the  annals  of  prison  escapes. 

A  man  in  Kentucky,  55  years 
old,  has  been  married  three  times. 
By  the  first  wife  he  had  1 1  chil- 
dren ;  by  the  second,  10 ;  and  by 
the  third,  12,  making  33.  There 
were  23  boys  and  10  girls  ;  but  only 
19  boys  and  6  girls  are  now  living. 
He  married  at  18,  and  lived  3  years 
a  widower. 

11.  Mr.  Bemis,  of  St.  Louis,  and 
a  Mr.  Stephenson,  of  Baltimore, 
although  strangers  to  each  other  a 
few  hours  before,  had  a  meeting  of 
this  sort :  Bemis  was  drunk,  and 
urged  to  retire,  but  refused,  and 
drew  a  pistol,  handled  it  careless- 
ly, and,  apparently  unconsciously, 
fired  it  off.  The  ball  passed 
through  Mr.  S.'s  arm  into  his  side, 
and  caused  instant  death.  Bemis 
was  committed  to  jail. 

Uriah  Henson  was  tried,  in  Del- 
aware, and  convicted  of  attacking 
a  man  with  an  intent  to  kill.  His 
sentence  was,  1  hour  in  the  pillo- 
ry ;  120  lashes  on  the  bare  back ; 
2  days,  and  6  months  imprison- 
ment; 512,000  fine,  and  37  years 
to  be  sold  as  a  servant. 

12.  News  comes  from  Mexico, 
that  17  of  the  Texan  prisoners, 
the  victims  of  the  capitulation  at 
Meir,  have  been  shot  at  Salado. 
One  of  the  poor  fellows,  not  being 
quite  dead,  crawled  off  when  the 
sentinels  left,  but  being  tracked, 
he  was  brought  back  next  day, 
and  shot  again. 

19.  Tilton  Clark,  Master  of  the 
Boston  and  Lowell  Rail-road  trans- 


portation cars,  lost  his  life  thus : 
he  was  nailing  a  piece  of  board  to 
a  car,  when  another  car  was  put 
in  motion  on  the  track,  by  which 
he  was  jammed  so  badly  as  to 
cause  his  death. 

Kev.  Chas.  Rockwell  wa?  mulct- 
ed in  ,§371  for  slandering  the  wife 
of  Capt.  William  Howes,  of  Chat- 
ham, Mass. 

Hannah  Curtis  recovered  of  B. 
Baker  for  breach  of  promise,  5200. 
Baker  was  a  man  of  few  words, 
seldom  speaking  oftener  than  once 
in  two  hours. 

Sir  Charles  Bagot,  late  Governor- 
General  of  Canada,  died  at  Kings- 
ton, U.  C. 

20.  Snow  fell  in  one  place  at 
West  Hampton,  the  past  winter, 
and  drifted  into  a  bank  of  22 
feet  high.  A  remnant,  4  feet  deep, 
of  that  particular  drift,  still  re- 
mains, in  the  middle  of  May. 

22.  Spencer,  convicted  of  the 
murder  of  his  son,  in  Hardin  Co., 
Ky.,  was  taken  to  church  to  hear 
his  own  funeral  sermon.  On  the 
following  Saturday  he  was  hung. 

A  man,  on  the  Canadian  side  of 
the  Niagara  river  driving  a  pair 
of  horses,  backed  into  the  river 
to  get  a  load  of  sand  ;  but  the  cur- 
rent bore  off  the  wagon  and  horses 
beyond  his  control,  towards  the 
rapids.  He  became  alarmed  for 
his  own  safety ;  a  man  who  went 
with  a  canoe  to  his  rescue,  had  to 
return  ;  one  horse  extricated  him- 
self, and  swam  ashore,  but  the 
other,  with  the  wagon  and  driver, 
went  over  Niagara  Falls. 

23.  Mrs.  Emma  Willard,  of 
Troy,  N.  Y.,  generally  known  as  a 
teacher,  was  divorced  from  her 
husband,  Dr.  Christopher  C.  Yates, 
by  the  legislature  of  Connecticut. 

25.  Mr.  Trimble,  engineer  of 
the  steamer  Belle,  of  Pittsburgh, 
Penn.,  was  thrown  overboard  by  a 
fireman,  near  the  mouth  of  the 
Ohio,  and  drowned.  The  villain 
was  imprisoned  at  Louisville,  Ky. 

29.  Noah  Webster,  LL.  D.,  a 
distinguished  lexicographer,  and 
literary  man  of  celebrity,  died  at 
New  Haven,  Conn.,  in  the  85th 
year  of  his  age. 

Delia  Spaulding,  aged  37,  of 
Munroe,  died,  having  experienced 
3,000  convulsion  fits.  She  was 
found  dead  in  her  bed. 

Sheriff  Ware,  of  Gloucester  Co., 
N.  J.,  gave  Wm.  Bateman  a  severe 
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horse-whipping,  at  the  door  of  the 
church,  on  Sunday,  for  attempting 
to  kiss  the  said  sheriff's  wife. 

A  flash  of  lightning  struck  a 
school-house  at  Uetroit,  containing 
between  60  and  70  children,  killing 
two  of  them  instantly,  injuring 
two  severely,  and  several  rather 
slightly. 

JUNE. 

7.  Hon.  George  N.  Briggs  was 
unanimously  declared,  at  a  Whig 
Convention,  at  Worcester,  the  can- 
didate of  the  Whi  g  party  for  Gov- 
ernor of  Massachusetts. 

A  respectable  looking  woman, 
80  years  old.  applied  to  the  Mayor 
of  Philadelphia  to  put  her  child  in 
the  House  of  Refuge,  for  misbeha- 
vior. Being  asked  the  daughter's 
age,  the  mother  said,  going  on  fifty  ! 

9.  The  Mayor  of  Port  Leon, 
Florida,  while  hunting  near  the 
city,  was  suddenly  seized  by  the 
leg,  by  an  alligator.  He  discharg- 
ed both  barrels  of  his  gun  into  the 
monster's  head,  killing  him  in- 
stantly. 

Two  men  near  N.  Orleans  were 
shooting  alligators.  It  so  happen- 
ed, that  the  ball  shot  by  one  glanc- 
ed from  the  back  of  the  reptile, 
and  passed  through  the  head  of 
Robert  Mitchell,  of  New  Orleans. 

A  merchant  at  Brooklyn,  N.  Y., 
missed  several  boots,  from  a  show- 
stand,  at  his  door ;  which  he  fin- 
ally discovered  were  stolen  by  a 
dog.  The  animal  had  undoubted- 
ly been  trained  to  convey  goods, 
thus  taken,  to  his  master. 

A  steam  cotton  mill,  at  Bristol, 
R.  I.,  was  struck  by  lightning,  and 
almost  wholly  destroyed.  The 
whole  was  valued  at  3120,000.  In- 
surance only  362,000. 

11.  George  Hutchinson,  8  years 
old, coming  from  school,  was  struck 
in  the  leg  by  a  stone,  sent  by  some 
boy,  which  produced  such  pain  as 
to  confine  him  to  the  bed.  He  died 
within  a  few  days  after. 

The  frigate  Raritan,  which  has 
been  23  years  on  the  stocks,  was 
launched  at  Philadelphia.  She  is 
to  carry  thirty  82  pounders,  and 
four  8  inch  Paixhan  guns,  beside 
43  Tjound  carronades  on  her  spar 
deck. 

12.  Hon.  Barker  Burnell,  of 
Nantucket,  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  died  at  Washington,  of 
consumption,  aged  45. 


Dr.  Hogan,  editor  of  the  Vicks- 
burg  Sentinel,  was  shot  in  the 
street,  by  Judge  Geo.  Adams,  of 
Jackson,  Miss.,  in  the  course  of 
a  disgraceful  squabble  between 
them. 

13.  Susannah  Smyth,  aged  18, 
being  refused  permission  to  go  out 
to  witness  the  reception  of  Mr. 
Tyler,  on  account  of  a  disease  in 
her  hip,  stole  out  in  a  pet,  and 
purchased  three  cents  worth  of 
arsenic,  which  she  ate  on  bread 
and  butter.  Towards  evening  she 
confessed  it,  and  plead  to  be  saved  ; 
but  it  was  in  vain.  This  occurred 
in  New  York. 

Christina  Cochran,  a  young  wo- 
man from  Scotland,  is  demanded 
as  a  fugitive  from  justice,under  the 
new  treaty.  She  is  accused  of 
murdering  her  husband. 

15.  Samuel  Somers,  principal 
carpenter  of  the  Tremont  Thea- 
tre, died  at  Cambridge,  from  the 
effects  of  poison,  given  him  by 
mistake,  by  his  wife,  who  admin- 
istered corrosive  sublimate,  in- 
stead of  elixir  salutis.  He  died  in 
two  hours,  there  being  no  relief 
for  him. 

20.  The  Rev.  David  Damon,  of 
the  Unitarian  society,  West  Cam- 
bridge,was  attacked  with  a  fit  while 
preaching  a  funeral  sermon,  on 
Friday,  and  died  on  Sunday  morn- 
ing. 

27.  Brig.  Gen.  Abraham  Eustis, 
of  the  U.  S.  Army,  died  at  Port- 
land, Me. 

Daniel  Lake,  a  lad  of  12  years, 
in  Langdon,  N.  H.,  sportingly 
pointed  a  loaded  gun  at  a  little  girl, 
three  years  old,  which  went  off  and 
killed  her. 

Jacob  Tidd,  of  Roxbury,  gave 
twenty  thousand  dollars,  by  his 
will,  to  the  Blind  Asylum  and 
Farm  School,  on  Thompson's 
Island.  He  left  to  a  young  man 
he  had  adopted  from  the  latter 
place,  the  farm  on  which  he  resid- 
ed, with  a  handsome  addition  of 
personal  property. 

30.  Catharine  Clause  was  shot 
in  the  thigh,  in  Exeter  township, 
Penn.,  thus :  she  was  on  a  tree, 
and  a  young  man,  without  at  all 
intending  an  injury,  took  aim, 
and  unfortunately  the  gun  dis- 
charged, wounding  her  so  that  it 
may  yet  cost  her  life. 

At  Syracuse,  N.  Y.,  there  were 
several  thunder  storms.    At  Am- 
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boy,  two  lads  took  shelter  under  a 
tree,  which  was  struck  by  light- 
ning, and  one  of  them  was  killed. 

By  the  C.  G.  Sessions,  Philadel- 
phia, $22,658  were  awarded  to  the 
proprietors  of  Pennsylvania  Hall, 
destroyed  by  a  mob,some  years  ago. 

In  the  first  four  months  of  the 
present  year,  there  have  been  in 
the  United  States,  215  murders,  85 
suicides,  950  accidental  deaths,  and 
628  houses  and  stores  burnt. 

A  poor  fellow  named  Wise,  in 
Clearfield  Co.,  Penn.,  attended  a 
muster,  and  at  a  kissing  party  was 
married  in  fun,  to  Martha  Stage. 
She  sticks  to  him,  however,  and 
has  instituted  law  proceedings  to 
ascertain  whether  she  is  his  wife 
or  not. 

JULY. 

1.  Capt.  Josiah  Cleveland,  of 
Oswego,  N.  Y.,  who  came  450 
miles  to  attend  the  Bunker  Hill 
celebration,  died  at  Charlestown. 
He  was  a  revolutionary  patriot,  in 
the  90th  year  of  bis  age,  and  a  vol- 
unteer in  the  battle. 

The  Rev.  Geo.  Beecher,  Chilli- 
eothe,  Ohio,  was  instantly  killed 
in  his  garden,  where  he  went  to 
shoot  birds,  by  the  accidental  dis- 
charge of  his  gun,  it  is  presumed. 
He  had  fired  one  barrel,  and  at- 
tempted probably  to  blow  into  it, 
when  the  other  went  off,  lodging 
the  charge  in  his  head. 

3.  News  has  been  brought  by 
express,  that  the  splendid  steam- 
ship Columbia,  which  sailed  from 
Boston  on  the  1st  inst.,  was  wreck- 
ed on  Black  Ledge  Rocks,  near 
Seal  Island,  N.  S.,  on  her  way  to 
Halifax.    Not  a  life  lost. 

A  girl  named  Watson,  in  New 
York,  employed  in  a  millinery 
establishment,  was  so  dreadfully 
burned  by  her  clothes  taking  fire 
while  filling  a  lamp  with  spirit  gas, 
that  she  died. 

There  has  been  a  desolating  fire 
at  Fall  River,  Mass.,  which  des- 
troyed every  building  each  side  of 
the  main  street,  for  nearly  half  a 
mile.  Three  churches,  banks,  cus - 
torn  house,  printing  offices,  post 
office,  dry  goods,  and  other  stores, 
&c,  too  numerous  to  particularize, 
were  all  swept  away.  The  loss  is 
estimated  at  nearly  a  million.  It 
was  caused  by  the  carelessness  of 
some  children  who  were  playing 
with  powder. 


6.  Theodore  Titus,  wife  and 
son,  a  lad  of  about  14,  were  com- 
ing to  Wilkesboro',  Penn.,  in  a 
Truck  car.  With  the  aid  of  a 
common  brake  they  had  gone 
down  the  Tunnel  plane.  They 
could  not,  however,  manage  it, 
and  Mr.  Titus  and  family,  losing 
all  command  of  the  car,  which  was 
sweeping  down  the  Lehigh  and 
Susquehannah  Railroad  like  light- 
ning, were  scattered  at  the  foot  of 
the  plane.  Mrs.  T.  was  thrown 
nearly  50  feet  and  killed ;  the  hus- 
band was  shockingly  bruised  and 
lacerated,  and  the  son  found  with 
his  skull  dreadfully  fractured. 

6.  James  P.  Winfree  and  Geo. 
Cummings  were  tried  in  the  Court 
of  Sessions,  New  York,  for  extort- 
ing money  at  various  times  from 
Wm.  R.  Gracie,  who  labored  under 
the  singular  hallucination  that  his 
life  was  sought. 

Wm.  Sanderson,  in  New  York, 
was  fined  #5,000  for  breach  of 
promise  of  marriage. 

7.  One  of  the  convicts  in  the 
Auburn  State  Prison  managed  to 
change  his  dress  for  a  citizen's  suit, 
and  after  taking  a  turn  or  two 
through  the  yard,  walked  up  to 
the  door  and  signified  to  the  turn- 
key that  he  wished  to  go ;  and  he 
left  accordingly,  and  has  not  since 
been  heard  from. 

Eliza  Trute,  4  years  old,  died  in 
New  York,  by  taking  poison,  pur- 
chased for  killing  rats.  It  was 
mixed  with  meal,  which  she  ate  in 
the  absence  of  her  mother. 

A  shoal  of  blackfish  entered 
Barnstable  Bay,  Mass.,  which  were 
attacked  by  the  people  in  12  boats, 
and  95  were  killed;  3  only  es- 
caped. 

14.  Hugh  Quin  was  examined 
in  New  York,  on  a  charge  of  hav- 
broken  the  seal  of  a  letter.  It  was 
proved  to  have  been  delivered  to 
a  young  lady,  the  wife  of  Murray, 
the  prosecutor.  Her  curiosity 
tempted  her  to  open  it,  but  find- 
ing nothing  that  interested  her, 
she  became  anxious  to  have  it  de- 
livered to  her  husband.  She  re- 
quested Mr.  Quin  to  say  that  he 
opened  it,  which  he  did,  to  oblige 
the  lady ;  and  found  himself  ar- 
raigned for  a  high  crime.  Her 
evidence  exonerated  him  in  open 
court. 

The  brig  Ohio  sailed  from  Point 
Petre,   Guadeloupe,  July  2d,  for 
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St.  Thomas.  The  same  day,  at 
evening,  Mr.  Atwood,  2d  mate, 
sickened,  and  died  on  the  8th ; 
next,  Capt.  Beals  was  taken  on  the 
5th ;  and  the  chief  mate,  brother  of 
the  captain,  being  seized,  died  on 
the  8th,  and  the  captain  himself 
on  the  11th.  With  only  three  per- 
sons on  board,  and  one  of  these 
sick,  neither  having  a  knowledge 
of  navigation,  bound  for  some  port 
of  the  United  States,  they  fell  in 
with  a  Baltimore  pilot  boat,  100 
miles  from  land,  and  thus  found  a 
port,  when  almost  in  utter  destitu- 
tion and  despair. 

17.  During  a  severe  thunder- 
storm at  Kingston,  Mass.,  a  dwell- 
ing house  was  torn  entirely  to 
pieces  by  lightning.  A  cat  lying 
on  the  door  step  was  killed.  A 
child  might  have  died,  had  not  the 
father  the  presence  of  mind  to 
dash  it  with  a  pail  of  water,  by 
which  it  was  resuscitated.  A  large 
tree  in  front,  was  torn  up  by  the 
roots. 

A  brute  of  a  fellow  in  Missouri, 
who  had  shockingly  ill-treated  his 
wife,  bade  her  get  up  and  get  break- 
fast, and  then  say  her  prayers,  for 
she  should  die,  he  swore,  before 
sunset.  While  lying  on  his  back, 
in  a  sound  sleep,  she  severed  his 
head  from  his  body  with  an  axe, 
and  went  immediately  and  related 
the  whole  affair. 

28.  John  H.  Rice,  of  Ashby, 
Mass.,  had  discharged  one  barrel 
of  a  double  barrelled  gun,  and 
while  blowing  into  it  to  clear  it 
of  smoke,  a  charge  was  fired  from 
the  other  into  his  head,  producing 
instant  death. 

29.  Francis  Perkins.  12  years  of 
age,  lost  his  life  by  the  accidental 
discharge  of  a  gun,  while  getting 
into  a  boat  at  Swan  island.  He 
was  son  of  Thomas  H.  Perkins,  Jr., 
of  Boston,  and  a  lad  of  much 
promise. 

AUGUST. 

1.  While  the  man  having  charge 
of  the  snakes  on  exhibition  at 
the  menagerie  in  Lowell,  was  al- 
lowing one  to  coil  round  his  neck, 
he  struck  his  fangs  into  his  cheek 
and  tore  the  flesh  considerably. 
Being  a  constrictor  and  an  ana- 
conda, no  apprehensions  of  poison 
were  entertained. 

Nearly  25  persons  came  near 
being  poisoned  to  death  at  South- 


port,  at  a  wedding  party,  by  earing 
cake  that  had  been  sugared  over 
with  colored  confectionary,  ascer- 
tained to  have  been  French  green. 

It  is  now  ascertained  that  the 
loss  at  Fall  River  by  the  late  fire, 
was  £257,000  on  buildings,  and 
£256,000  on  other  property.  Whole 
insurance,  £166,000. 

Mr.  Wicklifle,  the  Postmaster 
General,  was  stabbed  on  board  a 
steamboat,  going  from  Norfolk  to 
Washington,  by  one  Gardner,  a 
son  of  the  late  Assistant  Postmas- 
ter General,  but  not  fatally. 

2.  The  Rev.  F.  W.  P.  Green- 
wood, of  King's  Chapel,  Boston, 
died,  greatly  lamented. 

A  gentleman  recently  entered 
the  office  of  the  Baptist  General 
Assembly's  Board  of  Foreign  Mis- 
sions, and  counted  out  ten  £1,000 
bank  bills,  saying  it  was  for  the 
mission  to  China,  and  no  questions 
were  to  be  asked,  as  to  the  donors. 

3.  A  fellow  was  sent  to  jail  in 
Oswego,  N.  Y.,  for  selling  a  false 
kind  of  fish.  He  sewed  the  heads 
of  suckers  on  the  bodies  of  perch ! 

A  great  Indian  Council  was  held 
on  the  15th,  at  Tah-ta-quuh,  in  the 
Cherokee  nation,  at  which  there 
were  many  Indian  delegates.  The 
object  was  to  maintain  peace  and 
friendship  among  each  othe*. 

Wm.  A.  Fpham,  31  years  of  age, 
lost  his  life  in  New  Orleans,  by 
accidentally  taking  sal  ammoniac 
instead  of  some  medicine  which 
he  had  been  using,  contained  in  a 
similar  phial.  He  died  in  a  few 
minutes  after  taking  it. 

Maria  F.  Swank,  in  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Ohio,  recovered  of  John 
B.  Zimmerman,  £4,000  for  slander. 
In  the  Common  Pleas,  she  recov- 
ered £6,000,  from  which  the  defen- 
dant appealed  to  the  Supreme 
Court.  The  plaintiff,  only  15 
years  of  age,  by  her  counsel,  re- 
mitted £2,000. 

A  child  in  New  York,  8  months 
old,  died  by  an  overdose  of  pare- 
goric. 

4.  Jacob  Carr,  a  revolutionary 
soldie.\  110  years  old,  was  baptized 
in  Delaware  recently. 

Caroline  Kane,  in  New  York, 
was  engaged  with  another  female 
in  filling  a  lamp  with  spirit  gas, 
when  both  the  lamp  and  the  can 
from  which  they  were  taking  it 
exploded,  a  candle  being  held  too 
near,  and  both   were   frightfully 
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burned.  Being  taken  to  the  Hos- 
pital, she  died.  This  is  the  47th 
death  by  Camphene  oil. 

Constantine  L.  Omelveny,  of 
"Waterloo,  Illinois,  started  on  a 
gunning  excursion,  and  previous 
to  loading  his  gun,  unconscious  of 
its  being  already  loaded,  placed  his 
foot  upon  the  lock  to  raise  it,  and 
his  mouth  to  the  muzzle  to  blow ; 
his  foot  slipped,  and  discharged 
the  gun  into  his  mouth,  killing 
him  instantly. 

DeWitt  Chilton  Baker  was  stab- 
bed in  New  York,  near  Park  place, 
in  the  evening,  by  a  girl  of  the 
town,  with  whom  he  was  walking. 
She  and  her  companion,  Bill  "Wal- 
lace, were  arrested.  Her  name  is 
Fallensby.  She  has  a  sister  in 
Sing  Sing. 

5.  Mrs.  Elizabeth  House  died 
at  Wheeling,  Penn.  at  the  great 
age  of  110  years,  lacking  a  few 
months. 

A  horse  in  a  wagon  became  un- 
manageable near  Weiss'  bridge,  at 
the  junction  of  the  Rail-road  with 
Broad  street,  Philadelphia,  where 
the  embankment  is  15  feet  high, 
and  backed  over  as  the  Norristown 
cars  were  passing  at  full  speed. 
They  crushed  the  wagon  to  atoms, 
without  injuring  the  horse  or  the 
boy  who  drove  him. 

6.  John  Stevens,  on  his  way  to 
West  Cambridge,  from  Boston, 
where  he  had  been  to  sell  pickerel, 
when  near  the  pine  woods  was 
stopped  by  fhree  ruffians,  one  of 
whom  presented  a  pistol,  and  com- 
manded him  on  Ms  peril,  to  make 
no  noise.  He  then  struck  him 
with  the  breech  of  the  pistol ;  but 
the  noise  of  a  coming  wagon  sur- 
prised the  villains,  who  made  off. 

8.  A  whirlwind  passed  over  the 
Eail-road  track,  about  two  miles 
from  Taunton,  Mass.,  and  cleared 
every  thing  in  its  course.  In 
Raynham,  a  house  was  prostrated, 
and  also  a  new  barn  in  Taunton. 

11.  Died  in  Newton,  Mass.,  Rev. 
John  Homer,  D.D.,  aged  74  ;  a  ven- 
erable man  and  learned  antiquary. 

14.  Catharine  Winklin  brought 
a  suit,  in  Baltimore,  against  the 
Citizen's  Union  Line,  for  damages 
for  loss  of  her  baggage,  and  025. 
It  was  shipped  in  Philadelphia  for 
Baltimore.  She  recovered  525  and 
costs. 

The  brig  Aurora,  from  Winfue- 
gos  to  Wilmington,  N.  C,  had  five 


different  captains  during  the  voy- 
age. This  was  occasioned  by  sick- 
ness and  deaths. 

John  McGeel,  of  Port  Huron, 
bored  for  a  well,  till,  reaching  the 
depth  of  115  feet,  he  suddenly 
heard  a  hissing  sound.  He  took 
up  the  auger,  and  a  vast  and  rush- 
ing volume  of  inflammable  gas 
still  rushes  up. 

Two  packages  of  £17,000,  in  bills 
of  the  Millbury  bank,  Mass.  were 
sent  to  the  Suffolk  bank.  It  was 
soon  ascertained  that  one  package 
was  nothing  but  blank  paper,  sub- 
stituted for  the  bills.  The  robbery 
was  ingeniously  managed,  and  is 
still  involved  in  mystery. 

Hon.  Benjamin  Pickman,  of  Sa- 
lem, Mass..  died.  He  was  a  man 
of  high  reputation,  and  universally 
lamented  by  those  who  knew  his 
real  worth  of  character. 

15.  Jane  Hall,  aged  88,  whose 
husband  was  a  partner  of  Benja- 
min Franklin,  in  the  printing  bu- 
siness, died  at  Salem,  N.  J. 

In  the  case  of  Wyman  and 
Brown,  who  were  tried  at  Concord, 
for  embezzling  the  funds  of  the 
Phoenix  Bank,  Charlestown,  the 
jury  returned  a  verdict  of  not 
guilty,  as  to  Brown,  and  disagreed 
as  to  Wyman. 

17.  Mr.  Hueston,  lately  wound- 
ed in  a  duel,  near  New  Orleans, 
was  editor  of  the  Eaton  Rouge 
Gazette.  He  died  within  a  few 
hours  after  receiving  a  ball  into  liis 
body. 

John  H.  W.  Hawkins  says  he  was 
never  insulted  but  once,  while  lec- 
turing on  temperance,  and  that 
was  at  Portsmouth,  N.  H. 

Harrison  Bumpus,  Martin  Bum- 
pus,  and  Moses  Bumpus,  three 
brothers,  of  Wareham,  were  found 
guilty  of  larceny,  chiefly  on  the 
testimony  of  Charles  Bumpus, 
another  brother,  who  turned  State's 
evidence,  and  thus  saved  himself. 
Harrison  was  sent  to  the  State 
Prison  for  three  years,  and  the  two 
others  for  one  year  each  in  the 
same  place,  and  three  months  in 
the  House  of  Correction. 

Joseph  Wyman,  in  New  York, 
ruined  a  domestic  in  his  house, 
named  Crawford.  Her  brother, 
hearing  of  the  affair,  found  her  and 
her  child,  and  then  went  in  search 
of  the  rascal,  Wyman.  He  called, 
and  when  Mrs.  W.  left  the  room, 
he  drew  a  dirk,  and  struck  Wy- 
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man  in  the  breast,  but  it  struck  a 
rib,  so  that  his  life  was  spared. 
He  then  ran,  but  was  taken,  and 
examined  before  a  magistrate. 

20.  Robert  Twigg,  of  Baltimore, 
skinned  a  cow,  which  had  proba- 
bly died  from  the  effects  of  poison. 
He  had  a  slight  sore  on  one  finger, 
and  the  same  day  the  arm  and 
hand  became  badly  inflamed,  ac- 
companied with  excessive  pain. 
After  a  short  time  he  died  in  great 
suffering. 

23.  A  Mr.  Leavitt  was  shot  by 
mistake,  in  Maine,  near  Matta- 
wamkeag  stream.  He  was  sup- 
posed to  be  a  bear.  Two  balls  en- 
tered the  abdomen,  and  produced 
death  in  about  two  hours. 

Two  men,  at  a  military  encamp- 
ment, Hanover,  Penn.,  undertook 
to  fire  a  cannon  ten  times  in  a 
minute,  which  burst,  shockingly 
mutilating  them  both. 

A  child  of  Jesse  Everett,  in  Caz- 
enovia,  HI.,  was  poisoned  by  chew- 
ing percussion  caps.  It  died  in  a 
few  hours. 

24.  Jonathan  Gamage,  of  Frye- 
burg,  Me.,  who  fought  at  the  battle 
of  Bunker  Hill,  died  at  the  age  of 
90.  He  was  present  at  the  late 
celebration,  June  17th. 

25.  Dr.  McClenachan,  for  a  vio- 
lent assault  upon  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Aaron,  at  Norristown,  Penn.,  was 
sentenced,  and  his  brother  also,  to 
a  fine  of  S30  and  30  days'  impris- 
onment each. 

Eliza  Hill,  a  young  girl  of  16, 
fell  from  the  third  story  of  a  house 
in  Philadelphia.  She  was  attract- 
ed by  the  singing  of  a  hymn  at  a 
religious  meeting,  and  leaning  out 
of  the  window  to  hear,  a  slat  across 
the  window  suddenly  gave  way, 
and  she  was  dashed  to  the  pave- 
ment.    She  died  almost  instantly. 

27.  Thomas  Shelby,  aged  53, 
who  was  suffering  from  a  cancer 
in  the  tongue,  in  New  York,  took 
laudanum  in  large  doses  to  alle- 
viate the  pain.  On  Friday  night, 
he  took  six  tea-spoons  full,  which 
terminated  in  death. 

28.  John  Foster,  of  Danvers, 
was  bitten  by  a  rattle-snake  in  the 
finger ;  but  the  bite  did  not  prove 
fatal.     The  snake  had  nine  rattles. 

Four  brothers,  named  Learned, 
were  arrested  in  Millbury,  and 
placed  under  £40,000  bonds  each, 
suspected  of  having  robbed  the 
Millbury  bank. 


SEPTEMBER. 

1.  John  Austin,  in  New  Haven, 
undertook  to  dry  some  powder,  6 
pounds,  which  he  put  in  a  patent 
oven,  over  the  fire,  as  though  he 
were  baking  a  loaf  of  bread !  As 
might  have  been  expected,  it  blew 
up,  and  came  near  killing  him. 

A  man  in  charge,  at  Fort  Kent, 
Fish  river,  Maine,  was  lowering 
down  the  flag,  but  the  ropes  be- 
coming entangled,  he  stepped  back 
a  few  paces  and  stumbled.  At 
that  moment  a  cannon  was  fired, 
which  hung  fire,  and  took  his 
head  off. 

A  dreadful  accident  occurred 
on  the  Susquehannah  Rail-road. 
When  about  8  miles  from  York, 
the  front  axletree  broke,  throwing 
that  car  and  two  more,  loaded 
with  people,  off  the  track.  A  vast 
number  had' their  limbs  broken, 
and  were  otherwise  shockingly 
bruised  and  injured. 

A  woman  was  dreadfully  burn- 
ed at  St  Louis,  Mo.,  by  the  ex- 
plosion of  a  Camphene  lamp, 
which  she  was  attempting  to  fill, 
while  the  wick  was  still  burning. 

13.  A  sprinkling  of  snow,  with 
rain,  fell  in  Philadelphia. 

The  body  of  a  man  who  had 
probably  been  dead  some  weeks, 
floated  ashore  at  Seconnet  river, 
Little  Compton,  R.  I.,  which  was 
supposed  to  have  been  that  of 
John  Johnson,  cook  of  the  schr. 
Lavinia,  on  board  of  which  there 
was  a  desperate  murder,  hereto- 
fore noticed. 

A  Mr.  Tirrell  was  sitting  on  the 
banks  of  an  inlet,  engaged  in  fish- 
ing. The  top  of  his  cap  was  seen 
by  a  boy,  which  he  mistook  for  a 
muskrat,  and  discharged  his  gun 
at  it.  The  shot  lodged  in  his 
cheek,  forehead,  arm,  and  leg, 
wounding  him  severely. 

A  child  of  Capt.  Bunker,  Fal- 
mouth, Mass.,  nearly  three  years 
old,  died  in  that  town,  by  taking 
poison,  mixed  for  flies,  in  mo- 
lasses. 

A  stranger  from  Canada,  attract- 
ed bv  the  rich  display  of  goods  in 
the  s'tore  of  G.  &  J.  W.  Bell,  N.  Y., 
not  observing  the  door  of  rich 
plate  glass,  walked  right  through 
it  On  learning  that  the  damage 
was  ,§50,  he  represented  himself  to 
be  a  poor  man,  unable  to  make 
good  the  amount,  but  offered  ,§5 
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and  his  overcoat,  as  part  payment. 
J  The  money  was  taken,  but  the 
j  coat  declined.  The  neighbors  sub- 
i  scribed  ,§17. 

In  Wells,  Maine,  the  steamboat 
train  of  the  Eastern  Rail-road,  ran 
off  the  track,  and  the  tender  fell 
!  on  Horace  A.  Adams,  the  engin- 
j  eer,  and  instantly  killed  him.  The 
I  rail  appeared  to  have  been  dis- 
I  placed  bjr  some  fiend,  for  no  other 
I  purpose  than  because  a  large  party 
;  had  been  invited  by  the  proprietors 
I  to  pass  over  the  road  that  day. 
;  The  rails  were  torn  up,  and  sleepers 
i  broken,  for  two  or  three  rods. 

15.  Dennis  Dempsey,  a  child 
i  three  years  old,  in  New  York, 
found  on  the  mantel-piece  while 
!  playing  with  other  children,  a  bot- 
:  tie  containing  vitriol,  of  which  a 
j  small  quantity  was  swallowed ; 
I  producing  great  suffering,  and  fin- 
ally death,  in  extreme  agony. 

17.  A  family  in  Philadelphia 
partook  of  soup  for  dinner,  and 
shortly  after,  they  were  all  taken 
sick.  The  symptoms  were  pain 
in  the  stomach.  The  physician  in 
attendance  discovered  that  the 
soup  contained  numerous  worms, 
known  as  parsley  worms,  of  a  pois- 
onous character. 

In  Barre,  Mass.,  a  child  of  Dea. 

Moses  Wheelock,  was  left  quietly 

on  the  bed  by  an  attendant ;  but 

on  returning,  a  few  minutes  after, 

it  was  dead.    Having  slid  off  be- 

:  tween  the  bed  and   the  wall,  the 

!  space  not  allowing   the    head  to 

I  pass,  it  was  held  by  the  chin  till 

j  dead. 

19.  A  bold  and  daring  murder 
was  committed  in  Rochester,  N.  H. 
Phebe  Hanson  was  shot  dead,  in 
her  own  house,  at  noon  day.  She 
was  a  maiden  lady,  residing  with 
an  unmarried  brother.  Mr.  Page, 
near  by,  heard  a  gun,  and  think- 
ing it  a  little  strange,  the  sound 
coming  from  that  particular  house, 
went  immediately  there.  Before 
arriving,  he  saw  three  men  ad- 
vancing towards  the  house  with 
guns.  When  he  arrived,  they 
were  in  the  kitchen,  seated.  On 
inquiring  for  Miss  Hanson,  they 
told  him  she  was  in  the  front  en- 
try, asleep.  On  looking  there,  she 
was  bleeding  profusely,  and  dead. 
The  men  expressed  some  sur- 
prise, and  left  immediately.  An 
alarm  being  given,  two  of  them, 
brothers,  by  the  nsrae  of  Howard, 


were  arrested.  The  object  was 
plunder.  One  of  them  has  since 
confessed  the  crime. 

22.  Some  wicked,  atrociously 
wicked,  person  or  persons,  in  Som- 
ersworth,  N.  EL,  placed  a  keg  of 
powder,  which  exploded  at  the  door 
sill  of  Mr.  J.  B.  Wood's  house,  in 
the  night,  within  six  feet  of  his 
bed-room,  where  himself,  wife, 
and  babe  were  asleep,  and  almost 
under  two  little  boys.  This  dia- 
bolical act  was  supposed  to  have 
been  in  revenge  for  the  decided 
course  of  Mr.  Wood  in  banishing 
intoxicating  liquors  from  the  vil- 
lage. A  merciful  Providence  sav- 
ed the  whole  family  from  harm. 
The  windows,  furniture,  &c,  were 
dashed  in  pieces,  and  presented  a 
frightful  spectacle. 

By  way  of  New  Orleans,  intelli- 
gence has  been  received  of  the 
complete  re- establishment  of  le- 
gitimate authority  in  the  Sand- 
wich Islands,  on  the  25th  of  July, 
in  the  person  of  King  Kamehame- 
ha  HI.,  who  was  unjustly  de- 
prived of  his  birthright  by  Lord 
Paulet,  a  few  months  before. 

Peter  G.  Chandler  was  tried  at 
St.  Louis  for  throwing  an  engineer 
overboard  from  a  steamboat,  and 
found  guilty  of  murder  in  the 
second  degree,  for  which  he  was 
sentenced  to  50  years  imprison- 
ment in  the  Penitentiary. 

28.  An  unfortunate  loss  of  four 
valuable  lives  occurred  at  Chau- 
diere,  Lower  Canada,  at  the  bot- 
tom of  a  foul  well.  The  first  man 
was  suffocated  by  the  nephritic 
air,  and  in  an  attempt  to  rescue 
him  the  second,  and  finally  two 
more,  making  four  in  all,  were  de- 
prived of  life.  No  one  should  ever 
presume  to  descend  into  a  well 
or  deep  cistern,  without  first  ascer- 
taining that  a  light  will  burn 
freely  at  the  bottom,  a  point  read- 
ily deteimined  by  letting  it  down 
by  a  cord. 

A  little  girl,  living  at  Mr.  Hill's, 
in  Epping,  N.  H.,  was  so  barbar- 
ously beaten,  that  she  died  the 
following  day.  An  arm  and  her 
skull  were  both  broken.  She  was 
only  twelve  years  old,  having  been 
taken  by  Hill  from  the  almshouse 
in  Newmarket.  The  wretch  is 
under  arrest. 

Mrs.  Bacon,  wife  of  Mr.  Eben. 
Facon,  of  Middletown,  Conn.,  was 
barbarously  murdered  on  Sunday 
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morning,  by  some  unknown  per- 
son. She  was  alone,  the  family 
being  at  church.  When  the  hus- 
band returned,  he  found  Mrs.  Ba- 
con on  her  back,  in  the  centre  of 
the  room,  with  her  head  crushed 
in,  the  face  shockingly  mutilated, 
and  throat  cut,  besides  seven  stabs 
in  her  breast.  By  her  side  was  a 
butcher  knife,  some  keys  and 
chairs,  two  being  bloody  and 
broken,  showing  they  were  prob- 
ably used  in  self-defence.  It  is 
supposed  that  the  authors  of  the 
awful  deed  attempted  to  rob  the 
house,  and  being  resisted  by  her, 
murdered  her  instantly.  Only 
875  were  taken.  No  clue  to  the 
murderers. 

30.  A  daring  murder  was  per- 
petrated in  Baltimore  on  Thurs- 
day evening,  about  8  o'clock,  in 
the  street.  Miss  Ann  M.  Burke, 
aged  about  20,  received  a  fatal 
blow  on  the  back  of  the  head ,  ap- 
parently with  a  bludgeon,  which 
not  only  dreadfully  fractured  the 
skull,  but  drove  the  bone  into  the 
brain.  It  has  been  thought  that 
she  was  mistaken  for  scnie  other 
person.  Although  a  reward  of 
#500  was  immediately  offered,  no 
discovery  has  yet  been  made  of 
the  wretch  who  commuted  the  act. 

On  the  last  day  of  the  session  of 
the  American  Eoai'd  of  Commis- 
sioners for  Foreign  Missions,  at 
Rochester,  N.  Y.,  a  clergyman,  by 
mistake,  in  a  barber's  shop,  put 
on  the  wrong  coat,  which  was  in- 
advertently taken  instead  of  his 
own,  and  hurried  to  breakfast. 
The  owner  in  the  mean  'while 
discovered  the  mistake,  and  hot 
pursuit  was  made  by  the  barber 
and  his  aids,  for  the  man  with  the 
wrong  coat,  whom  they  found, 
comfortably  over  his  coffee.  He 
•was  equally  astonished  at  the  ob- 
ject of  their  visit,  and  greatly  sur- 
prised on  being  informed  that  he 
had  carried  off  ,§5,000  in  one  of  the 
pockets.  The  garments  were  al- 
most precisely  alike,  and  fitted 
each  other  admirably. 

An  unsuccessful  attempt  was 
made  at  Newburyport,  to  steal  a 
bone  of  the  celebrated  Whitiield, 
from  the  coffin,  in  a  tomb  under 
the  pulpit  of  the  Federal  street 
Church.  One  of  the  arm  bones 
was  stolen  many  years  ago,  and  is 
now  preserved  with  great  care,  in 
England. 


OCTOBER. 

4.  A  powder  mill  at  High  Falls,  7 
miles  west  from  Catskill,  blew  up 
on  "Wednesday,  about  5  P.  M.,and 
6  persons  connected  with  the  es- 
tablishment, who  were  inside, 
were  blown  to  atoms.  The  fore- 
man being  indisposed,  it  is  con- 
jectured, that  the  explosion  oc- 
curred in  consequence  of  the  in- 
toxication of  the  person  in  charge 
of  the  drying  and  packing-house. 
About  300  kegs  of  powder  are  sup- 
posed to  have  been  exploded, 
which  was  taken  by  many  for  an 
earthquake. 

An  account  is  given  in  the 
Brockport  Sentinel  of  a  Mrs. 
Johnson,  who  died  in  that  place 
of  hydrophobia,  produced  by  the 
bite  of  a  cat,  in  May  last.  The 
animal  was  following  her,  and 
on  noticing  it,  she  gave  it  a  kick. 
The  cat  fastened  on  the  foot  in- 
stantly, and  gave  two  severe  bites, 
lacerating  the  skin  near  the  toes. 
Although  the  wound  healed  read- 
ily, late  in  September  darting 
pains  began  to  be  felt,  which  in 
one  week  ended  in  her  death,  un- 
der circumstances  of  awful  suf- 
ferings. 

10.  The  Pavilion,  a  large  and 
well  known  hotel,  at  Saratoga, 
was  destroyed  by  fire.  Insured  for 
only  £15,000. 

13.  Col.  James  Henly,  of  Port- 
land, Me.,  was  found  in  Ms  shop 
near  the  rail-road  depot,  senseless 
and  bleeding.  He  appeared  to 
have  been  struck  with  an  axe, 
which  cut  off  part  of  the  right 
ear.  His  son  was  with  him  but  a 
few  minutes  before,  and  left  him 
at  the  counter  counting  money, 
which  in  all  was  #20,  which  was 
carried  away.  He  has  since  died  ; 
but  no  method  yet  devised,  has 
been  successful  in  ferreting  out 
the  murderer. 

In  transferring  baggage  from  a 
cart  to  a  steamboat,  a  double-bar- 
rel gun  in  the  luggage  exploded, 
by  falling,  and  sent  a  charge  thro' 
a  lady's  dress.  Although  the  gar- 
ment was  ruinedit  was  miraculous 
that  the  lady  escaped  uninjured. 

It  has  been  ascertained  pretty 
satisfactorily,  that  the  conflagra- 
tion of  the  steamer  Missouri  was 
caused  by  the  breaking  of  a  glass 
vessel,  containing  spirits  of  tur- 
pentine. 
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A  young  lady  at  the  Court  of 
Common  Fleas,  at  Cattaraugus, 
N.  Y.,  recovered  <?500  of  John  P. 
Oyer,  for  slanderous  words  spoken 
by  his  wife. 

17.  On  Tuesday  last,  there  was 
a  heavy  snow-storm  at  Buffalo. 
At  Pomeroy,  N.  Y.,  the  cars  were 
delayed  12  hours  by  the  sto:m.  _  It 
was  two  feet  deep,  and  proved  in- 
j  urious  to  the  fruit  trees. 

In  Cleveland  Co.,  N.  C,  a  negro 
boy,  twelve  years  old,  was  bitten 
on  the  foot  by  a  rattle-snake, 
while  gathering  peas.  In  15  min- 
utes he  reeled  and  staggered,  lost 
his  vision,  and  became  nauseated. 
No  effort  was  made  to  counteract 
the  poison, '  the  owner  of  the  poor 
little  fellow  being  incredulous  as  to 
the  use  of  medicine  in  any  disease.' 
So  he  died. 

19.  A  drunken  man,  named 
Hyde,  was  killed  at  West  Newton. 
He  persisted  in  getting  up  and 
down  on  the  foot-board  of  the  car, 
till  by-and-by  he  fell  off,  and  both 
legs  were  dreadfully  crushed.  Am- 
putation was  immediately  resorted 
to,  but  he  died  before  the  second 
limb  was  removed.  He  belonged 
to  Newton  Coiner,  a  mason  by 
trade. 

The  boiler  of  a  steam  engine 
used  in  the  rope-walks  of  Worm- 
stead  &  Son,.  Newburyport,  ex- 
ploded and  killed  the  engineer, 
Mr.  Green.  The  boiler  was  itself 
blown  about  200  feet,  and  frag- 
ments of  the  building  were  widely 
scattered. 

J.  B.D wight,  Esq.  a  tutor  in  Yale 
College,  died  of  a  fever,  having  its 
rise  by  a  wound  inflicted  by  L. 
Fassitt,  of  Philadelphia,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  College,  who  stabbed 
him  with  a  knife,  some  weeks  be- 
fore. Fassitt,  with  others,  were 
amusing  themselves  at  the  expense 
of  the  Freshmen ;  and  being  seized 
by  Mr.  Dwight,  in  performance  of 
his  duty,  struggled  to  disengage 
himself,  but  not  succeeding,  he 
inflicted  the  wounds  which  have 
produced  a  mournful  result.  He 
is  to  be  tried. 

23.  News  has  been  received, 
that  the  steamer  Sarah  Barnes,  in 
crossing  from  Q  alveston  to  N.  Or- 
leans, sprung  a  leak.  The  pumps 
could  oidy  keep  her  free  for  a  short 
time.  When  only  about  70  miles 
from  Galveston,  the  water  gained 
so  fast,  that  the  Captain  decided  to 


run  into  the  Sabine  river,  the  pas- 
sengers and  crew  striving  to  keep 
the  boat  clear  by  bailing.  The 
water  gained  upon  them,  and 
finally  put  out  the  fires.  They 
then  made  rafts  of  cotton  bales, 
and  SO  persons  left  the  vessel, 
18  on  the  rafts,  and  12  in  a  boat. 
The  vessel  went  down  imme- 
diately after  it  was  abandoned, 
Only  5  on  the  raft  were  saved, 
after  drifting  three  days  and 
nights.  Thirteen  lives  were  lost. 
25.  George  Young,  who  has 
been  drunk  nearly  ever  since 
March,  was  committed  to  prison 
in  Philadelphia.  He  had  threat- 
ened to  saw  off  his  wife's  head. 
After  knocking  her  down  and 
beating  her  cruelly,  he  actually 
put  her  head  in  a  position  for 
sawing  it  off,  when  he  was  inter- 
rupted, in  season  to  save  her  from 
the  impending  danger. 

30.  Miss  Isabel  K.  Keats,  of 
Louisville,  Ky.,  on  Saturday 
night,  after  conversing  as  usual 
with  the  family  till  about  10 
o'clock  in  the  evening,  retired ; 
but  shortly  after  returned  to  the 
parlor,  the  family  having  left,  to 
procure  something,  it  is  said,  for 
the  tooth-ache.  Shortly  after  there 
was  a  report  of  a  gun.  Persons 
immediately  rushed  into  the 
room,  and  found  her  weltering  in 
blood.  The  charge  had  dreadfully 
lacerated  her  neck  and  breast. 
She  persisted  in  saying  that  she 
did  not  mean  to  kill  herself,  while 
she  lived,  which  was  several  hours. 
How  came  she  to  have  the  gun  V 
This  is  a  point  not  satisfactorily 
explained.  She  was  a  niece  of 
John  Keats,  an  English  poet  of 
some  celebrity. 

Mimroe  Edwards,  the  celebrated 
forger,  now  in  the  Sing  Sing  State 
Prison,  attempted  to  fire  the  es- 
tablishment in  order  to  escape, 
a  few  days  since.  He  is  repre- 
sented to  have  received  a  hundred 
lashes  as  a  punishment.  The 
New  York  Courier  and  Enquirer 
says,  that  no  punishment  was  in- 
flicted, as  Edwards  had  lately 
manifested  some  feeling,  on  hear- 
ing of  the  want  and  misery  he  had 
brought  on  his  mother. 

31.  Thomas  W.  Borr,  celebrat- 
ed in  the  modern  annals  of  Rhode 
Island,  was  arrested  in  Providence 
yesterday,  and  carried  to  prison. 

John  Stannard,  Jr.,  a  highly  re-

spectable  farmer  of  Westbrook, 
Conn.,  was  deliberately  shot  by 
his  son,  while  at  supper.  He  was 
insane,  and  has  since  been  placed 
in  the  Asylum,  at  Hartford. 

An  attempt  was  made  by  Ame- 
lia Norman,  an  abandoned  wo- 
man, in  New  York,  to  assassinate 
Henry  Ballard,  in  the  street,  near 
the  Astor  House.  She  is  a  native  of 
Connecticut.  Goaded  to  revenge 
by  the  treatment  and  desertion  she 
represented  she  had  received  fxom 
the  object  of  her  fu  ,y. 

Mr.  Kimball,  of  Boston,  was 
nearly  suffocated  by  charcoal  gas 
at  a  public  house  in  Lowell, 
which  got  into  the  room  through  a 
flue  of  the  chimney  from  another 
apartment. 

NOVEMBER. 

1.  A  sadler,  named  Doyle,  re- 
siding near  Little  Rock,  Arkansas, 
murdered  his  wife,  on  the  2uth  of 
October,  by  throwing  the  contents 
of  a  pot  of  boiling  rosin  and  grease 
directly  on  her  head.  They  had  a 
warm  dispute,  and  in  a  frenzy  of 
rage  he  committed  the  awful  act. 
Her  screams  were  heard  by  a 
neighbor  half  a  mile  off,  who  ar- 
rived j  ust  in  time  to  see  the  poor 
creature  breathe  her  last.  Her 
face  was  entirely  covered  with  the 
burning  mixture,  which  ran  down 
her  bosom  and  back,  and  produced 
death  in  most  awful  agonies.  Al- 
though Beyle  escaped,  he  was 
found  next  day,  5  miles  off,  lying 
dead,  with  his  throat  cut  from  ear 
to  ear,  with  a  bloody  jack-knife 
clasped  in  his  hand.  He  was  a 
poor  man,  who  had  dissipated  a 
small  property  brought  by  the  un- 
fortunate wife. 

Mr.  S.  L.  Y.  Clerenger,  the 
artist,  well  known  in  Eos- 
ton,  died  on  board  the  barque 
Due  d'Orleans,  from  Leghorn  to 
New  York,  Sept.  25th,  of  consump- 
tion. He  left  this  city  for  Italy 
some  years  ago. 

9.  George  Cook,  aged  about  8 
years,  died  on  Thursday  in  New 
York,  in  consequence  of  injuries 
from  brick-bats  thrown  at  him  by 
two  playmates  the  day  before. 

A  New  Orleans  paper  has  pub- 
lished a  table  of  the  names  and 
residences  of  all  persons  who  died 
during  the  late  epidemic  yellow 
fever  in  that  city.  From  Germa- 
ny, 227  ;  Ireland,  205  ;  TT.  States, 


128;  France,  67;  England,  22; 
Scotland,  12  ;  Italy,  7 ;  Switzer- 
land, 5 ;  Sweden,  4 ;  Spain,  3 ;  Den- 
mark, 3 ;  Nova  Scotia,  3 ;  Poland, 
2 ;  Prussia,  2  ;  Sicily,  1 ;  Canada,  1  ; 
unknown,  132. 

15.  Col.  Trumbull,  an  illustrious 
revolutionary  soldier,  an  aid  to 
General  Washington, died  in  New 
York,  at  the  age  of  87.  He  was 
distinguished  as  an  artist.  He 
painted  four  of  the  great  national 
pictures  in  the  panels  of  the  rotun- 
da, in  the  capital,  at  Washington. 

Three  sons  of  Mr.  Peter  Culbert, 
Burlington,  Yt,  aged  12,  10,  and  8, 
were  all  drowned  at  once  by  break- 
ing through  the  ice  of  a  mill-pond, 
near  their  father's  house. 

Two  sisters,  in  a  dispute,  at  No. 
5  Gray's  Alley,  New  ^  o;k,  carried 
their  controversy  so  far,  that  one 
struck  the  other  on  the  temple 
with  a  piece  of  barrel-heading,  so 
severely,  that  no  hope  was  enter- 
tained of  her  recovery. 

13.  Mrs.  Moore,  indicted  for 
whipping  Susan  Rice  to  death,  a 
child  only  7  years  old,  at  Hartland, 
Conn.,  has  been  sent  to  the  state 
prison  for  two  years.  The  brutal 
act  was  inflicted  in  March  last. 
Suspicions  of  violence  were  excit- 
ed by  marks  on  the  corpse,  which 
finally  resulted  in  an  inquest, 
eventuating  in  Moore's  condern- 
natian. 

17.  The  great  Copper  Bock,  so 
denominated,  being  in  fact  a  great 
mass  of  nearly  pure  copper,  found 
in  the  bed  of  a  river  near  Lake 
Superior,  some  years  ago,  has  ar- 
rived at  Washington,  its  weight 
is  not  far  from  thee  tons.  It  will 
be  an  extraordinary  natural  curi- 
osity for  the  inspection  of  the  cu- 
rious who  may  visit  the  seat  of 
government. 

21.  An  English  ship  went  ashore 
at  Gouldsboro',  Me.,  with  22  per- 
sons on  board,  18  of  whom  were 
drowned.  All  this  was  in  conse- 
quence of  the  officers  and  crew  ah 
being  drunk.  Those  who  were 
saved,  preserved  themselves  by 
going  into  the  riggrng.  She  was 
in  ballast,  bound  to  St.  Johns,  N.  B. 

25.  Elizabeth  Hubbard,  a  young 
woman,  who  killed  her  father  last 
summer,  in  Rush  co.,  Indiana, 
whilst  he  was  violently  beating 
and  choking  his  wife,  was  acquit- 
ted. The  trial  occupied  several 
days.

'  On  the  5th  day  of  October,  in  the  year  1 675,  a  day  to  be  kept  in  memory 
by  posterity,  when  the  barbarous  heathen  made  an  assault  on  this  poor 
town,  killed  two  men  and  one  woman,  wounded  several,  one  of  which  died 
soon  after,  burned  down  twenty-nine  dwelling-houses  and  barns,  destroy- 
ed much  corn  and  hay ;  but  God  did  wonderfully  preserve  us,  or  we  had 
been  a  prey  to  their  teeth.  God  in  his  good  providence  so  ordered  it,  that 
an  Indian  squaw,  intelligent  of  the  design  of  the  enemy,  gave  us  informa- 
tion, that  the  Indians  would  fall  on  this  town,  whereby  we  escaped  with 
our  lives,  for  which  we  should  give  God  the  glory.'

New  Bedford  is  situated  on  the  west  side  of  the  Acushnet  river,  and  has 

a  capacious  harbor,  which  is  well  secured  from  winds.    It  is  a  half  shire 

town  of  Bristol  county,  and  a  port  of  entry,  and  was  incorporated  in  1787, 

previous  to  which  it  formed  a  part  of  the  town  of  Dartmouth.    It  is  52 

miles  south  of  Boston,  52  northwest  of  Nantucket,  and  214  northeasterly 

from  New  York.    The  population  in  1790  was  less  than  1,000.    In  1820,  it 

was  3,947 ;  in  1840, 12,585.    The  number  of  ratable  Polls  in  1840  was  4,915, 

I  of  which  3,129  were  assessed.    In  1843,  the  number  of  polls  assessed  was 

13,525.

I  The  whale  fishery,  and.  other  branches  of  business  connected  with  it,  is 
i  almost  the  entire  business  of  the  place.  The  fleet  belonging  to  New  Bed- 
ford now  engaged  in  this  important  branch  of  American  enterprise,  consists 
of6  brigs,  33  barques,  and  180  ships.  Her  tonnage  exceeds  that  of  any  other 
place  in  the  Union,  if  we  except  New  York,  Boston,  New  Orleans,  and 
Philadelphia.

The  ground  upon  which  the  town  is  built  rises  beautifully  from  the 
water,  and  as  the  town  is  approached  from  the  water,  or  from  the  Fair- 
haven  side,  it  presents  a  fine  appearance.  A  wooden  bridge  and  cause- 
way, the  whole  of  which  extends  about  three  fourths  of  a  mile,  connects 
the  town  with  the  village  of  Fairhaven.  During  the  revolutionary  war 
New  Bedford  was  a  place  of  resort  for  American  privateers.  In  order 
to  destroy  them,  4,000  British  troops,  under  General  Gray, landed  upon 
Clark's  Neck,  the  western  boundary  of  the  river,  at  its  mouth.  From 
this  point  they  marched  to  the  town,  and  burnt  houses,  wharves,  &c.to 
the  amount  of  £11,241.  They  also  destroyed  English  and  West  India 
goods,  provisions,  naval  stores,  shipping,  &c.  to  the  amount  of  £85,739 ; 
amounting  in  the  whole  to  £93,980,  or  #323,256.

There  are  in  the  town  3  Cotton  Factories,  3  Woollen  Factories,  3  Paper 
Mills,  2  Scythe  Manufactories,!  Iron  Foundry,  2  Machine  Shops,  1 1  Stores, 
2  Bookstores,  2  Jewelry  Stores,  2  Tin  Shops,  1  Hat  Store,  2  Merchant 
Tailors'  Shops,  and  2  Carriage  Manufactories. 

Population,  3,000.  14  Public  Schools,  and  3  Private  Schools  or  Acade- 
mies, kept  the  year  round. 

The  Boston  and  Fitehburg  Rail-road  terminates  in  the  centre  of  this 
town,  is  about  45  miles  in  length,  and  is  now  being  constructed.  It  has 
been  completed  to  Waltham,  and  it  is  calculated  that  the  whole  will  be 
finished  in  the  autumn  of  this  year. 

The  North  branch  of  the  Nashua  River  runs  through  the  centre  of  the 
town,  affording  a  great  quantity  of  water  power,  chiefly  appropriated  tc 
manufacturing  purposes,  much  of  which  is  yet  unoccupied. 

A  quarry  of  Granite,  apparently  inexhaustible,  easilv  wrought,  and  o 
excellent  quality,  is  situated  near  the  termination  of  the  Rail-road. 
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Historical  Memoranda  of  Boston  in  Early  Times. 

The  Liberty  Tree. 
An  Elm  Tree,  at  the  commencement  of  the  American  Revolution, 
stood  in  front  of  a  grocery  shop,  which  now  makes  the  corner  of 
Essex  and  Washington  streets,  of  great  interest  and  notoriety.  It  was 
a  wide  spreading,  beautiful  object,  and  from  an  early  period  in  the 
history  of  Boston,  was  the  centre  of  South-End  business.  Several 
large  elms  grew  near  by,  and  the  place  was  called  the  neighborhood^  of 
the  Elms.  Aug.  14,  1765,  this  particular  tree  was  selected  for  exposing 
the  effigies  of  those  men  who  had  favored  the  passage  of  the  odious 
stamp-act.  On  the  11th  of  September,  a  copperplate,  3  feet  6  inches  by 
2  feet  6  inches,  was  fixed  to  the  trunk,  bearing  this  inscription,  in 
golden  letters  —  The  Thee  of  Liberty.  Ever  after,  nearly  all  the 
great  political  meetings  of  the  sons  of  liberty,  were  held  in  the  square, 
under  its  waving  boughs.  The  British  made  it  an  object  of  ridicule. 
They  tarred  and  feathered  one  Ditson,  whom  the  soldiers  obliged  to 
march  in  front  of  this  tree.  During  the  siege  of  Boston,  about  the  last 
of  August,  1775,  one  Job  Williams  was  the  leader  of  a  party  which  cut 
it  down.  It  was  planted  in  1646,  and  stood  119  years,  and  finally,  says 
the  Pemberton  manuscript,  bore  the  first  fruits  of  liberty  in  America. 

Birth  Spot  of  Franklin. 

Tradition  says,  that  Benjamin  Franklin  was  born  in  Milk  street,  in 
a  house  that  stood  on  the  spot  where  there  is  now  a  five-story  brick 
furniture  warehouse,  nearly  opposite  the  Old  South  Church. 

Mysterious  Masonry. 
In  the  winter  of  1825,  an  nnder-ground  piece  of  masonry  was  dis- 
covered in  Chambers  street,  that  excited  the  curiosity  of  antiquaries. 
It  was  a  brick  box,  8  feet  long,  4  wide,  and  7  in  depth  ;  constructed  of 
two  thicknesses  of  brick,  completely  closed  on  all  sides,  and  water 
tight.  On  removing  the  earth,  for  some  building  operations,  this 
structure  was  brought  to  light,  10  feet  below  the  original  surface  of  the 
land.  Similar  vaults  are  said  to  have  been  found  on  the  islands  in  the 
harbor,  formerly. 

First  Newspaper  in  America. 
On  Monday,  April  24,  1704,  John  Campbell  published,  in  Boston,  the 
first  newspaper  ever  issued  in  America.  That  first  paper  may  now  be 
seen  in  the  cabinet  of  the  Antiquarian  Society,  at  Worcester.  It  was 
called  the  Boston  Neics  Letter,  and  was  regularly  published  by  different 
proprietors,  for  nearly  72  years.  It  was  the  only  paper  printed  in 
Boston  during  the  siege. 

Franklin's  Printing  Office. 
A  paper  called  the  Courant  was  published  in  Boston  by  James 
Franklin,  who,  being  put  under  bonds  for  good  behavior,  in  conse- 
quence of  certain  articles,  left  out  his  own  name  in  the  imprint,  to 
evade  a  certain  law,  in  1722,  and  inserted  his  brother's,  Benjamin 
Franklin.  This  is  the  first  time  that  great  man's  name,  probably,  ever 
appeared  in  print.  He  was  then  a  minor,  and  an  apprentice  to  James. 
The  Courant,  which  was  publicly  denounced  by  the  celebrated  Dr. 
Increase  Mather,  was  printed  on  a  half  sheet  of  Crown  paper,  in  Queen 
street.  The  printing  office  was  in  a  building  on  the  easterly  corner  of 
Court  street  and  Franklin  Avenue. 

The  First  White  Woman  in  Boston. 

An  old  Boston  Newspaper  has  this  record,  under  date  of  December 
13,  1725.  '  On  Monday  last,  died  Mrs.  Ann  Pollard,  in  the  105th  year 
of  her  age  ;  and  on  Thursday  last,  was  decently  interred.  She  left  of 
her  offspring,  130.'  The  Rev.  William  Balch,  of  Bradford,  who  gradu- 
ated at  Harvard  College  in  1724,  while  a  member,  came  over  to  Boston 
to  dine.  After  dinner,  his  host  went  out  and  led  in  Mrs.  Pollard,  who 
was  then  100  years  of  age,  and  still  retained  her  faculties.  She  sat 
down  and  took  a  pipe,  and  told  them  that  she  came  over  in  one  of  the 
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first  ships  that  arrived  at  Charlestown.  In  a  day  or  two  after,  on 
account  of  the  badness  of  the  water  in  that  place,  a  number  of  young 
people,  including  herself,  took  the  ship's  boat  to  cross  over  to  Boston. 
As  they  drew  near  the  shore,  she  being  a  romping  girl,  declared  she 
would  be  the  first  to  land ;  and  before  any  one  had  time,  she  jumped 
from  the  bow  on  to  the  beach.  According  to  her  own  statement,  and 
the  belief  of  Mr.  Balch,  she  was  the  first  European  female  that  put  afoot 
in  Boston.  She  described  Boston  as  being  at  that  time  very  uneven, 
abounding  in  small  hollows  and  swamps,  and  covered  with  blueberry 
and  other  bushes. 

Bowdoin  Street 

In  consequence  of  the  revocation  of  the  edict  of  Nantes,  some  of  the 
French  Protestants  probably  fled  to  Boston.  Pierre  Baudouin,  who 
was  one  of  them,  first  went  to  Ireland,  and  subsequently  to  America. 
He  landed  at  Casco  Bay,  in  the  State  of  Maine,  in  1687,  but  soon  after 
came  to  Boston.  He  was  the  ancestor  of  the  Bowdoins,  the  mode  of 
spelling  the  name  being  changed.  Although  the  family  is  supposed  to 
be  nearly  extinct,  it  is  perpetuated  in  a  beautiful  street,  which  was  at 
first  called  Middlecot  street,  after  Dr.  Middlecot,  who  laid  it  out 
through  Ms  pasture,  and  gave  it  to  the  town  of  Boston. 

Cost  of  the  Land  for  the  State  House. 

The  original  cost  of  the  land  now  making  the  site  and  enclosure 
about  the  State  House,  between  Beacon  and  Mount  Vernon  streets,  in 
1796,  is  said  to  have  been  only  nine  thousand  dollars. 

Clerical  Fashion. 

That  celebrated  wit,  scholar,  and  divine,  Dr.  Matthew  Byles,  was  the 
first  Congregational  clergyman  in  Boston,  who  appeared  in  the  pulpit 
in  a  gown  and  bands.  His  congregation  considered  it  popery  !  and  he 
was  compelled  to  lay  them  aside,  or  preach  to  bare  walls.  The  sur- 
plice that  made  such  disturbance  in  the  town,  was  sent  to  him  by 
the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury. 

Legal  Costume  of  the  Judges. 

The  next  year  after  the  difficulty  with  Dr.  Byles,  on  account  of  the 
popery  dress,  an  order  came  out  from  the  British  Government,  requir- 
ing all  the  judges,  when  sitting  on  the  bench,  to  be  clothed  in  scarlet 
robes  and  large  white  wigs  ! 

The  Lord  of  Boston. 
In  1768,  a  letter  came  from  London  to  the  Boston  Post  Office,  ad- 
dressed thus :  '  To  the  Hon.  Lord,  of  the  Mancr  of  the  Town  of  Boston.' 

Island  Forests. 
An  impression  exists,  that  the  islands  in  Boston  harbor  were  never 
wooded.  The  fact  is,  they  were  once  covered  by  a  fine  growth  of 
trees,  which  remained  in  their  original  vigor  and  beauty,  long  after  the 
settlement  of  Boston.  On  the  13th  of  January,  1638,  30  men  went  down 
to  Spectacle  Island  to  cut  wood,  fuel  being  very  scarce  in  town.  A 
great  storm  came  up,  which  drove  the  boat  still  further  out ;  and  one 
of  the  number  was  drowned.  In  the  year  1633,  William  Wood  visited 
Boston,  and  subsequently  wrote  New  England's  Prospect.  After  a 
general  description  of  the  harbor,  he  remarks  in  regard  to  the  islands, 
that '  the  seamen,  having  spent  their  old  store  of  wood  and  water,  may 
here  have  fresh  supplies  from  the  adjacent  islands,  with  good  timber  to 
repair  their  iveather  beaten  ships'  Speaking  of  Boston,  he  says,  '  the 
greatest  wants  are  wood  and  meadow  ground,  which  icere  never  in  this 
place,  being  constrained  to  fetch  their  building  timber  and  fire-wood 
from  the  islands,  in  boats'  Boston  was  undoubtedly  originally  covered 
with  a  wood,  which  had  been  burnt  off  by  the  Indians,  to  clear 
the  ground  for  planting  corn,  which  was  their  custom.  Mr.  Wood  in- 
troduces an  observation  in  relation  to  the  Neck :  '  the  marshes  being  not 
half  a  quarter  of  a  mile  over,  so  that  a  little  fencing  will  secure  their 
cattle  from  the  wolves' 
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Original  Appearance  and  Name  of  Boston. 
Its  Indian  name  was  Shaimit,  supposed  by  some  to  mean,  living 
fountain.  There  was  one  celebrated  spring,  that  issued  from  the 
ground  in  what  is  now  Louisburg  Square,  which  was  so  good  and 
copious,  that  Mr.  Blackstone,  who  lived  alone  in  Boston,  prevailed 
upon  Governor  Winthrop's  friend,  Mr.  Johnson,  to  move  from 
Charlestown  over  to  Shamut,  and  others  soon  followed.  Wood,  the 
voyager,  says,  1633, '  to  the  northwest  is  a  high  mountain,  xciih  three 
little  hills  on  the  top  of  it,  wherefore  it  is  called  Tri-Mouatain.'  Tre- 
mont,  the  name  of  a  street,  &c,  is  a  corruption  of  tri-mountain.  'From 
the  top  of  this  hill?  continues  the  author,-'  a  man  may  overlook  all  the 
islands  ichich  lie  within  the  bay,  and  descry  such  ships  as  are  on  the  sea- 
coast.'  The  highest  was  afterwards  denominated  Beacon  Hill,  which 
was  carted  away  to  make  Charles  street  principally.  Beacon  street  had 
its  name  from  being  a  path  near  the  hill. 

Rev.  William  Blackstone's  Claim  to  Boston. 

Mr.  Blackstone,  by  possession,  had  an  unquestioned  proprietorship 
to  the  whole  peninsula  of  Boston.  It  is  not  known  what  kind  of 
bargain  he  made  with  Johnson,  when  he  invited  him  over  to  Shamut 
to  reside.  In  April,  1633,  it  seems  the  Court  recognized  his  ownership, 
a  major  part  of  which  he  might  in  some  manner  have  disposed  of,  as  it 
was  ordered  that  'fifty  acres  of  ground,  to  be  set  out  for  him,  near  to  his 
house  in  Boston,  to  belong  to  him  for  ever.'  That  survey  embraced 
Leyerett  street,  up  towards  Cambridge  street,  &c,  says  tradition. 
However,  the  next  year,  1633,  every  householder  agreed,  to  pay  six 
shillings  apeice,  to  buy  him  out,  all  but  six  acres,  where  his  house 
stood.  "With  the  money  he  purchased  some  cows,  and  moved  near 
where  Providence  now  is,  on  the  Blackstone  river,  named  for  him. 

Smallpox  in  Boston. 

No  city  on  the  continent  has  suffered  so  severely  by  smallpox,  as 
Boston.  In  1669  it  prevailed  extensively;  again  in  1678;  and  in  1721, 
844  persons  died  with  it.  Once  more  in  1752,  it  was  exceedingly  fatal 
to  the  inhabitants,  and  545  died.  Again,  in  1764,  it  appeared,  and  124 
were  carried  off.  Finally,  in  1776,  it  began  to  reappear,  and  in  1792,  it 
made  another  alarming  and  fatal  visitation.  It  is  now  a  disease  pre- 
sumed to  be  always  in  some  part  of  the  city,  the  year  round ;  and  were 
it  not  for  a  municipal  law,  that  requires  every  child  to  be  vaccinated 
before  entering  a  public  school,  there  would  be  seasons  of  great 
suffering  and  mortality,  when  it  rages  as  an  epidemic. 

Depopulation  of  Boston  in  Ancient  Times. 

The  only  historical  knowledge  extant,  in  relation  to  the  ancient 
condition  of  Shamut,  or  Boston,  before  the  year  1625,  is  traditional. 
An  aged  Indian,  who  bore  the  English  name,  among  the  whites,  of 
John  Thomas,  resided  at  Framingham.  His  father  informed  him,  that 
when  he  was  about  16  years  old,  he  lived  with  his  father  at  a  place  now 
called  Boston ;  that  there  was  then  a  great  sickness,  and  the  Indians 
lay  dead  in  almost  every  wigwam.  Both  at  Boston  and  Dorchester 
Neck,  (South  Boston,)  so  many  died,  that  they  remained  unburied, 
and  the  few  surviving  ones  removed  away. 

First  Market  in  Boston. 
By  order  of  Court,  in  March,  1634,  a  market  was  erected  in  Boston, 
and  kept  open  on  Thursday.     Sarmiel  Cole  opened  the  first  tavern, 
and  John  Cogan,  a  merchant,  set  up  the  first  store. 

Public  Records  of  Boston. 

On  the  first  page  of  the  most  ancient  piiblic  record  in  Boston,  is  the 
handwriting  of  Governor  Winthrop.  It  commences  with  the  transac- 
tions of  the  first  day  of  September,  1634.  All  the  records  of  the  four 
first  years  are  probably  irretrievably  lost. 
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Public  Fields  in  Boston. 
Before  1640,  there  were  several  large  enclosures  in  Boston,  called 
town  fields.  Fort  field  embraced  Fort  hill;  Mill  field  took  in  Copp's 
hill,  on  which  there  was  a  wind-mill.  The  new  field  was  the  land 
bought  of  Mr.  Blackstone,  from  Cambridge  street,  probably,  taking  in 
the  Massachusetts  Hospital  inclosure,  and  extending  down  to  Leverett 
street.  Mr.  Colburn's  field  was  a  large  part  of  the  present  Common. 
When  emigrants  arrived,  a  certain  committee  selected  and  gave  them 
lots  out  of  some  of  these  public  fields. 

First  Public  Entertainment  in  Boston. 

Governor  Vane  was  treated  with  marked  respect.  '  Because  he  was 
son  and  heir  to  a  privy  counsellor  in  England,'  the  ships  in  the  harbor, 
fifteen  in  all,  paid  a  salute.  The  next  day  he  invited  all  the  masters  to 
dinner,  which  was  the  very  first  entertainment  of  the  kind  in  Boston. 

First  Cultivated  Fruit. 

John  Josselyn  arrived  from  England,  Juljr  3, 163S,  who  wrote  '  New 
England's  Rarities.'  The  tenth  day  after,  he  went  ashore  on 
Noddle's  Island,  (now  East  Boston,)  to  Mr.  Sam.  Maverick's,  the 
only  hospitable  man  in  all  the  country.  He  crossed  the  harbor  '  in 
a  small  boat  to  Boston,  which  then  was  rather  a  village  than  a  town, 
there  being  not  above  20  or  30  houses.'  '  Oct.  11.  Our  master  having 
been  on  shore  upon  the  Governor's  island,  gave  me  half  a  score  very 
fair  pippins,  which  he  brought  from  thence,  there  being  not  one  apple- 
tree  nor  pear  planted  yet,  in  no  part  of  the  country  but  upon  that 
island.'    The  island  still  bears  the  same  name. 

First  Military  Review  in  Boston. 

In  May,  1639,  the  whole  military  force  of  the  Bay  was  mustered  in 
Boston,  in  two  regiments  ;  one  thousand  men,  well  armed.  Governor 
Winthrop  headed  one,  who  was  general,  and  the  deputy,  as  colonel, 
took  command  of  the  other.  On  September  15,  1641,  there  was  a  gen- 
eral training,  that  lasted  two  days,  at  which  no  one  got  drunk, '  though 
there  was  plenty  of  wine  and  strong  beer  in  the  town.' 

Too  Large  Profits  in  Trade. 

Capt.  Keayne,  in  1639,  who  kept  a  shop,  was  charged  with  taking  in 
some  cases  above  sixpence  in  the  shilling  profit ;  in  some  above  eight- 
pence  ;  and  in  others,  two  for  one.  He  was  convicted  and  fined.  After 
the  Court  had  censured  him,  he  was  called  to  account  by  the  Church. 
The  case  made  considerable  excitement,  and  some  were  for  having 
him  excommunicated. 

First  Vessel  in  Boston  Harbor. 
A  vessel  called  the  Mary  John,  under  the  command  of  Capt.  Squibb, 
one  of  fourteen  vessels,  sailed  from  Cowes,  March  29,  1630,  in  company 
with  the  Eagle,  afterwards  named  the  Arabella,  having  on  board  Gov- 
ernor Winthrop's  colony,  arrived  first.  Owing  to  a  difficulty  with  the 
passengers,  Capt.  Squibb  obliged  them  all  to  land  at  Nantasket,  now 
Hull,  in  the  outer  harbor.  It  does  not  appear  that  the  vessel  came  up 
higher.  The  Arabella  arrived  at  Salem,  and  Governor  Winthrop  went 
through  the  woods  on  foot  to  Charlestown.  The  ship  Arabella  came 
round  from  Salem  up  Boston  harbor,  and  anchored  between  Boston 
and  Charlestown,  so  that  the  first  court  of  assistants  was  held  on 
board,  Monday,  August  23,  1630.  This,  therefore,  was  the  first  vessel 
of  which  there  is  any  exact  knowledge,  that  came  into  Boston  harbor. 
On  board  the  same  vessel,  at  the  second  meeting  of  the  court,  Septem- 
ber 7,  1630,  it  was  decreed  that  Tri-Mountaln  be-called  Boston. 

Indian  Chronicles  of  Boston. 
Miantunnomok,  a  celebrated  Narraganset  Indian  Chief,  on  the  3d  of 
August,  1632,  visited  Boston,  with  his  "wife,  and  stayed  two  nights.    He 
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was  tall,  cunning,  and  haughty.  He  was  also  called  Mecumch.  He 
went  to  church,  but  while  there,  some  of  his  men,  there  being  12  in  his 
suit,  broke  into  a  house  and  committed  a  theft.  Complaint  was  made 
to  the  Governor, '  who  told  the  sachem  of  it,  and  with  some  difficulty 
caused  him  to  make  one  of  his  saunaps  beat  them.'  This  chief,  with 
four  other  sachems,  sold  the  island  of  Rhode  Island  and  most  of  the 
other  islands  in  Narraganset  Bay, '  for  the  full  payment  of  20  fathom  of 
white  flag,  to  be  equally  divided  among  them.'  He  was  also  to  have 
20  coats,  and  20  hoes,  to  '  give  to  the  present  inhabitants,  that  they 
shall  remove  themselves  before  next  winter.' 

Chikataubut,the  sachem  of  Boston  (Shamut)  and  its  vicinity,  died 
of  the  smallpox. 

In  1635,  the  Narragansets  made  a  treaty  with  the  English  in  Boston, 
and  engaged  to  aid  them  against  the  Pequots. 

In  November,  1640,  Miantunnoinok  was  summoned  to  appear  in  Bos- 
ton, to  dissipate  the  fears  of  the  people  of  a  conspiracy,  which  he  did 
satisfactorily. 

In  Boston,  the  General  Court  of  Massachusetts,  1643,  ordered  that 
the  money,  wampampeag,  of  the  Indians,  should  pass  current  in  the 
discharge  of  all  debts  not  above  40  shillings  ;  8  of  the  white  and  4  of 
the  black,  to  be  equal  to  a  penny. 

In  1645,  an  army  assembled  in  Boston,  to  be  sent  against  the  Narra- 
gansets.  August  27,  deputies  from  that  nation  arrived,  concluded  a 
peace,  and  the  army  did  not  leave. 

About  the  same  period,  Passaconnaway,  a  sachem,  on  the  Merrimac 
river,  came  to  Boston,  to  acknowledge  himself  and  his  people  subjects 
of  the  English. 

In  1575,  October  18,  Canonchet,  and  some  other  Narraganset  chiefs, 
came  to  Boston  and  made  a  treaty  of  peace. 

In  1676,  September  6,  some  Indians  were  hung  in  Boston  for  aiding 
King  Philip,  and  about  200  were  sold  as  slaves  and  sent  to  foreign  parts. 

August  25,  1676.  Sagamore  Sam,  old  Jethro,  and  Mautamp,  three 
Nipruuk  sachems,  were  hung  in  Boston.  Potok,  a  celebrated  chief  of 
the  Narragansets,  was  shot  about  the  same  period,  in  Boston. 

As  late  as  March  19,  1595,  there  being  a  little  uneasiness  on  the  part 
of  the  inhabitants  of  Boston,  in  regard  to  the  title  to  their  lots,  on  ac- 
count of  the  grandchildren  of  the  old  sachem  Chikitaubut,  Josias 
Wampatuck  gave  a  quitclaim  deed  of  the  whole,  including  Deer 
Island.  The  deed  was  also  signed  by  Ahawton,  Asa  Hahaton,  and 
Robert  Mornentauge.  Wampatuck  was  sachem  of  Mattakeesett,  and 
from  the  deeds  he  gave,  must  have  owned  considerable  land  south  of 
Boston. 

Introduction  of  Episcopacy  into  Boston. 

On  the  15th  of  May,  1586,  the  Rose  frigate  arrived,  having  on  board 
the  Rev.  Robert  RatclifFe,  the  first  Episcopalian  clergyman  ever  in 
Boston,  or  New  England.  That  vessel  must  have  been  freighted 
heavily  with  wo,  says  the  late  Dr.  Greenwood,  bearing  as  it  did 
that  minister, '  with  his  surplice  and  his  book  of  common  prayer.'  It 
was  proposed  in  the  council,  that  he  should  have  one  of  the  three  con- 
gregational meeting-houses  in  the  town  to  preach  in ;  but  as  that  could 
not  be  accomplished  then,  he  was  granted  the  library-room  in  the 
east  end  of  the  town-house,  which  then  stood  on  the  spot  now  occu- 
pied by  the  old  State-House,  in  State-street.' 

Sir  Edmund  Andros,  the  new  governor,  arrived  on  Sunday,  Decem- 
ber 19th,  1687,  at  Nantasket.  On  the  23d  of  March,  he  sent  for  the 
keys  of  the  Old  South  Church,  that  the  Episcopalians  might  have 
prayers  there.  A  committee  remonstrated,  showing  it  was  the  property 
of  the  proprietors.  This  was  Wednesday ;  and  on  Friday  he  sent  and 
commanded  the  sexton  to  open  the  church  and  ring  the  bell.^  The 
governor  and  his  party  thus  took  forcible  possession,  most  unjustly. 
Whenever  he  pleased,  from  time  to  time,  the  arbitrary  governor  had 
episcopal  service  there,  and  even  a  state  funeral  service  for  the  death 
of  Lady  Andros,  the  corpse  being  drawn  to  the  church  with  six.  horses, 
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the  soldiers  making  guard  from  his  residence  to  the  church  door.  The 
house  was  lighted  with  torches  and  candles,  and  six  mourning  women 
sitting  by  the  coffin.  All  this  was  a  strange  sight  to  the  people  of 
Boston. 

A  while  after,  one  Lilly  died,  who  left  the  ordering  of  his  funeral  to 
his  executors.  Mr.  Ratcliffe  undertook  the  funeral  service,  the  de- 
ceased having  probably  belonged  to  his  society  ;  but  the  executors  for- 
bade it.  Deacon  Forairey,  of  the  Old  South,  interrupted  him,  and 
stopped  the  service,  for  which  he  was  bound  to  good  behavior  for 
twelve  months.  The  introduction  of  episcopacy  under  the  arbitrary 
measures  of  Governor  Andros,  first  roused  a  spirit  of  independence  in 
the  people  of  Boston,  which  has  never  been  allayed  in  any  period  of 
the  history  of  JSTew  England. 

Free  Schools  of  Boston. 

As  early  as  1668,  according  to  the  Report  of  the  Town  Treasurer  to 
the  Colonial  Council,  £200  were  annually  expended  for  the  mainte- 
nance of  three  free  schools,  when  the  entire  revenue,  on  which  reli- 
ance could  be  placed,  in  Boston,  did  not  exceed  £350. 

Before  that  period,  however,  it  is  distinctly  stated  in  the  town 
records,  April  13,1635,  'brother  Philemon  Purmont  shall  be  intreated 
to  become  schoolmaster  for  the  teaching  and  nurturing  of  our  children.' 
He  was  the  first,  therefore,  who  taught  school  in  Boston,  if  he  accepted 
the  call,  which  history  does  not  mention.  Mr.  Daniel  Maude  was  also 
chosen  to  the  office  of  free  schoolmaster,  in  August,  1635. 

In  1641,  the  income  from  Deer  Island,  still  the  property  of  the  city, 
was  appropriated  for  schools  ;  and  in  later  years,  the  rent  of  the  same, 
with  some  other  islands,  were  devoted  to  the  same  excellent  object. 
Sometime  in  1645,  '  divers  free  schools  were  erected,'  and  £50  per 
annum  granted  forever,  for  the  support  of  the  master,  with  a  house, 
and  £30,  for  an  usher.  Private  instructors  of  children  were  then  re- 
quired to  procure  license  to  keep  private  schools.  April,  16b3,  the  town 
voted  to  provide  two  schools,  and  allow  £2-5  per  annum  for  the  support 
of  each.  November  2-2, 1684,  John  Cole  began  to  teach  the  first  free 
writing  school.  His  salary  for  one  year  '  was  £10  in  money,  and  £20 
in  country  j)ay  as  money,  or  at  money  price.' 

The  first  -Latin  sehoolhouse  was  on  the  north  side  of  School  street 
at  the  southeast  corner  of  the  Chapel  burying-ground,  nearly  opposite 
the  present  one,  soon  to  be  abandoned  for  a  new  and  improved  one  in 
Bedford  street.  Early  in  1713,  a  grammar  school  was  opened  in  Ben- 
net  street. 

Before  the  American  Revolution,  two  grammar  and  three  ivriting 
schools  were  the  only  public  schools  in  Boston.  In  1800,  there  had  got 
to  be  seven,  each  master  enjoying  a  salary  of  £666.85,  with  an  allow- 
ance of  ,§200  ;  also,  seven  ushers,  at  .§333.33  each,  with  an  allowance  of 
.§100.  That  year  the  town  tax  was  ,§61,489.25,  and  the  charge  for 
schools,  .§11,100.85. 

From  the  first  settlement  of  our  puritan  forefathers,  to  the  present 
day,  the  free  school  system  has  been  maintained  at  a  great  public  ex- 
pense, as  an  indispensable  institution,  creditable  to  the  liberality  and 
far-seeing  intelligence  of  the  inhabitants  of  Boston  in  every  epoch  of 
its  history. 

Public  Execution  of  Witches  in  Boston. 
Mrs.  Margaret  Jones,  of  Charlestown,  was  executed  in  Boston,  in 
June,  164S,  accused  of  being  a  witch,  for  which  she  was  condemned. 
She  was  charged  with  possessing  a  malignant  touch,  which  infect- 
ed those  with  a  violent  ail,  who  came  in  contact  with  her.  After- 
wards, in  1655,  Mrs.  Ann  Hibbins,  a  miserable  old  woman,  was  exe- 
cuted, in  the  month  of  June.  Her  husband  had  been  an  agent  for  the 
colony,  in  England,  and  a  merchant  of  Boston,  of  respectability  ;  but 
at  his  death,  one  year  before  her  trial,  he  seems  to  have  been  reduced 
in  property.  His'  wife's  natural  irritability  of  temper  was  increased  by 
her  domestic  misfortunes,  which  made  her  turbulent,  and  a  subject  for 
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the  censure  of  the  church.  Although  the  jury  brought  in  a  verdict  of 
guilty  of  witchcraft,  the  magistrates  refused  to  accept  it,  and  the  case  was 
carried  to  the  General  Court.  The  public  sentiment  and  clamor  set  so 
strongly  against  her,  she  was  finally  condemned  by  the  legislature,  to 
its  eternal  disgrace ;  and  Sirs.  Hibbins,  broken-hearted,  enfeebled  by 
age,  and  pechaps  a  lunatic,  was  dragged  to  the  gallows  and  hung. 
After  being  taken  down, '  search  teas  made  upon  her  Tjody for  teats,and 
her  chests  and  boxes  for  puppets  or  images,''  but  none  were  found. 

First  Marriages  by  Clergymen  in  Boston. 

Under  the  charter,  for  fear  the  ciistoms  of  the  English  Church  might 
creep  into  favor,  clergymen  were  not  allowed  to  perform  any  part  of 
the  ceremonies  at  funerals  or  marriages,  with  the  exception  of  an  occa- 
sional prayer.  When  Mr.  Dudley  became  President  of  the  Council,  he 
issued  an  order,  in  1680,  authorizing  ministers  and  justices  to  marry. 
There  was  a  very  considerable  difficulty  in  1688,  in  Boston,  in  conse- 
quence of  the  determination  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ratcliffe,  an  episco- 
palian, to  perform  burial  service  over  the  body  of  one  Lilly,  in  direct 
opposition  to  the  will  of  his  executors.  From  that  time  onward,  the 
clergymen  monopolized  the  business  of  marrying,  almost  entirely. 

Ancient  Trees. 

The  Great  Elm,  standing  so°uth  of  the  Pond  on  Boston  Common,  for 
which  the  public  authorities,  from  one  age  to  another,  have  manifested 
a  becoming  regard,  was  probably  planted  by  an  ancestor  of  Governor 
Hancock's  family,  a  Deacon  Henchman.  Many  believe  it  is  a  native 
of  the  spot  where  it  has  grown  to  its  present  dimensions.  Its  age  can 
never  be  satisfactorily  ascertained,  as  the  trunk  was  hollow  many 
years,  so  that  boys  actually  went  in  and  out  at  pleasure,  according  to 
tradition,  -within  fifty  or  sixty  years.  The  concentric  circles  marking 
its  growth  are,  therefore,  obliterated.  In  height,  the  Great  Elm  is  not 
far  from  65  feet ;  extent  of  its  branches,  laterally,  about  90  feet ;  and 
its  girth,  a  little  above  the  ground,  nearly  22  feet. 

It  is  difficult,  also,  to  determine,  with  certainty,  the  age  of  the  large 
trees  on  the  Trernont  side  of  the  Common.  Opposite  the  Granary 
Cemetery,  the  row  of  English  Elms  are  said,  on  the  authority  of  the 
late  Major  Bumstead,  to  have  been  planted  in  the  year  1762,  by  Mr. 
Adino  Paddock  and  Mr.  John  Ballard.  Several  of  them  measure  nine 
feet  in  circumference,  four  feet  from  the  ground. 

The  Jinko-Tree,  a  native  of  the  East  Indies,  to  be  seen  on  the  north- 
erly side  of  the  Common,  nearly  opposite  Belknap  st.,  is  said  to  have 
been  introduced  into  Boston  by  Capt.  Isaiah  Doane,  from  China,  not  far 
from  fifty  years  ago.  It  was  planted  in  his  garden,  which  subsequently 
became  the  estate  of  the  late  Gardner  Greene,  Esq.  The  site  of  that 
garden  is  now  Pemberton  Square.  When  it  was  levelled,  in  1834,  to 
make  the  present  improvements,  the  Jinko-Tree  was  purchased  by 
the  city  and  transplanted  on  the  Common.  For  several  years  it  seemed 
to  languish  so  much,  that  its  life  was  quite  despaired  of;  but  of  late  it 
has  become  vigorous,  and  promises  to  be  both  a  favorite  and  a  cu- 
riosity. 

For  the  few  historical  items  which  have  been  collected  in  relation  to 
these  trees,  we  are  indebted  to  De  Jay  Browne,  Esq.,  who  is  preparing 
a  work  on  the  trees  of  America.

Foet  Lee,  and  the  scenery  peculiar  to  the  Palisades,  which  here 
bound  the  Hudson  on  the  west  for  a  distance  of  about  twenty  miles,  are 
much  visited  and  admired. 

Piermont,  lies  at  the  northern  termination  of  the  Palisades,  twenty- 
four  miles  north  of  the  city  of  New  York ;  here  commences  the  New 
York  and  Erie  Rail-road,  where  is  a  pier  upwards  of  one  mile  in  length, 
on  the  west  side  of  Tappan  Bay. 

Sing  Sing,  is  situated  on  the  east  side  of  the  Hudson,  thirty-three 
miles  north  of  the  city  of  New  York,  where  is  located  the  Mount 
Pleasant  State  Prison.  Here  is  a  magnificent  stone  aqueduct,  one  of 
the  most  imposing  structures  on  the  line  of  the  Croton  Aqueduct. 

West  Point,  lying  on  the  west  side  of  the  river,  surrounded  by  the 
"  Highlands,"  which  here  present  their  most  romantic  beauties,  is  a 
place  of  great  attraction  and  resort.  The  United  States  Military  Acad- 
emy at  this  place,  stands  high  in  the  estimation  of  all  true  patriots, — it 
was  founded  under  the  auspices  of  the  immortal  Washington,  who 
advised,  "  in  time  of  peace  to  prepare  for  war." 

Newbukgh,  is  delightfully  situated  on  the  west  side  of  the  Hud- 
son, and  is  celebrated  as  being  for  a  time  during  the  Revolutionary 
War,  the  head  quarters  of  the  American  army,  under  the  command 
of  General  Washington,  whose  residence  still  stands  in  good  repair. 

Poughkeepsie,  the  queen  of  villages  of  the  Empire  State,  lies  on 
the  east  side  of  the  Hudson  river,  surrounded  by  a  rich  and  beautiful 
region  of  country.  In  this  vicinity  are  situated  some  of  the  most  desir- 
able country  residences  to  be  found  on  the  banks  of  the  Hudson. 

The  Mountain  House,  situated  on  an  eminence  called  Pine 
Orchard,  one  of  the  Catskill  Mountain  peaks,  is  elevated  about  three 
thousand  feet  above  the  waters  of  the  Hudson ;  this  is  a  fashionable 
place  of  resort  during  the  summer  months.  It  is  approached  from  the 
village  of  Catskill  by  stage,  distant  twelve  miles. 

Hudson,  is  situated  at  the  head  of  ship  navigation,  one  hundred 
and  sixteen  miles  north  of  the  city  of  New  York.  Here  commences 
the  Hudson  and  Berkshire  Kail-road,  which  intersects  the  Western 
Eail-road  of  Massachusetts  at  the  State  line. 

New  Lebanon  Speings,  situated  on  the  northeast  part  of  Colum- 
bia county,  has  long  been  a  fashionable  place  of  resort  for  the  invalid 
and  seekers  of  pleasure.  The  Shaker  Settlement,  in  the  town  of  New- 
Lebanon,  is  also  well  worthy  of  a  visit. 

Albany,  the  capital  of  the  State,  is  one  of  the  oldest  cities  in  the  U. 
States.  It  is  a  great  thoroughfare  both  in  summer  and  winter,  and  is 
rapidly  increasing  in  numbers  and  wealth.  Here  commences  the 
junction  canal,  forming  the  southern  termination  of  the  Erie  and 
Champlain  canals ;  the  Mohawk  and  Hudson  Rail-road,  and  the  Al- 
bany and  West  Stockbridge  Rail-road ; — it  is  now  connected  with  Bos- 
ton on  the  east  and  Buffalo  on  the  west  by  one  continued  line  of 
rail-road,  being  distant  two  hundred  miles  from  Boston,  and  three  hun- 
dred and  twenty-five  miles  from  Buffalo,  by  rail-road  route. 

Teoy,  is  a  beautiful  and  enterprising  place  of  business  ;  which  has 
rapidly  increased  in  size  and  importance  since  the  completion  of  the 
Erie  and  Champlain  canals ;  here  commences  the  Rensselaer  and  Sara- 
toga rail-road,  and  the  Schenectady  and  Troy  rail-road. 

Cohoes  Falls,  situated  nine  miles  north  of  the  city  of  Albany,  on 
the  Mohawk  river,  where  is  a  perpendicular  fall  of  seventy  feet,  is  well 
worthy  of  a  visit. 

Saeatoga  Speings,  is  perhaps  the  most  celebrated  watering  place 
on  the  globe ;  here  congregate  strangers  from  every  part  of  the  civiliz- 
ed world.  The  mineral  fountains  are  numerous,  and  highly  charged 
with  medicinal  properties.  The  quantity  of  fixed  air  which  constantly 
escapes  from  some  of  them  is  truly  astonishing;  they  form  objects  of 
great  curiosity  in  addition  to  their  healing  qualities.  The  hotels  for 
the  accommodation  of  visitors,  are  large  and  splendid  edifices,  afford- 
ing every  comfort  that  can  be  desired  by  the  invalid  or  seekers  of 
pleasure,  who,  during  the  summer  months,  resort  in  great  numbers  to 
this  gay  and  fashionable  place.  ^

The  Post  Office  in  Boston  occupies  the  first  floor  of  City  Hall,  front- 
ing on  Washington  street.  Letters,  Newspapers,  and  Pamphlets,  are 
deposited  from  the  entrance  on  Washington  street,  and  from  the  Mer- 
chants' Lobby  at  the  easterly  end  of  the  building.  The  eastern  front 
of  the  office  is  on  the  Merchants'  Lobby,  which  is  entered  by  stairs 
from  the  central  basement  door  at  the  eastern  end  of  the  building.  On 
this  front  is  also  the  entrance  to  the  Cashier's  office,  where  all  business 
relating  to  this  delivery  is  attended  to.  The  city  delivery  is  under  the 
superintendence  of  Mr.  THOMAS  M.  POMEROY,  Chief  Clerk.  The 
forwarding  department  is  tinder  the  superintendence  of  Mr.  NATH'L

Fires  in  Boston  during  December,  184r3.  101 

The  closing  month  of  1842  was  distinguished  in  Boston  for  the  num- 
ber of  fires,  although  none  of  them  were  very  destructive,  or  attended 
with  much  loss  of  property. 

3.  Charles  Copeland's  confectionary  shop,  Court  street,  was  fired,  by 
the  furnace  ;  damage  trifling. 

9.  Brazer's  building,  State  st,  took  fire  from  the  escape  of  gas ;  no 
great  damage. 

10.  John  E.  Kimball's  dry  goods'  shop,  caught  from  friction  matches ; 
no  great  damage. 

19.  P.  C.  Brooks'  building,  No.  14  Court  st.,  was  seriously  injured  by 
taking  fire  in  the  attic.  Lawyers'  offices,  and  Mr.  Driscoll's  clothing 
store,  were  essentially  injured,  Same  day,  the  old  Smallpox  Hospital, 
so  called,  Jackson's  wharf,  occupied  by  colored  people,  was  consider- 
ably injured.    The  fire  caught  a  »econd  time  the  same  day. 

26.  A  building  at  the  corner  of  Washington  st.  and  Wilson's  Lane, 
occupied  by  Mr.  Farwell,  took  fire  ;  very  little  damage. 

29.  By  the  upsetting  of  a  kettle  of  boiling  dye,  an  alarm  was  raised 
of  a  fire  at  the  same  place  ;  no  damage,  however. 

30.  Engine  House  No.  17,  at  South  Boston,  took  fire  from  a  defect 
in  the  chimney ;  no  great  damage. 

In  all,  there  were  9  fires  in  the  city  during  the  month ;  1  at  Chelsea ; 
1  at  Charlestown ;  1  at  Cambridge  ;  and  the  department  was  called  out 
14  times. 

Fires  in  Boston  during  the  year  1843. 

January  9.  The  attic  and  roof  of  a  two-story  wooden  building, 
corner  of  Washington  and  Boylston  sts. ;  considerably  injured. 

21.    Dry  goods  store  of  Daniel  Bartlett  and  others,  Central  st. 

28.  A  wooden  building  on  Commercial  st;  injured  to  the  amount 
of  only  £200. 

30.  A  little  cobbler's  stall  in  Howard  st.,  next  the  Tabernacle,  was 
supposed  to  have  been  set  on  fire  ;  of  little  value.  A  four  story  brick 
block,  corner  of  Blackstone  and  Ann  sts.  A  stock  of  leather  injured, 
but  insured  for  #3000.  £_  stock  of  furniture  also  injured  in  another 
story,  about  £3000,  which  was  insured  for  £2000.  N.  L.  &  L.  W.  Man- 
ning met  with  a  loss,  in  feathers,  of  about  £500  only.  E.  Ames  owned 
the  building,  who  was  insured  for  £7,000. 

February  5.  The  W.  I.  goods  store  of  Robinson,  Hanson  &  Co.,  No- 
14  India  st.,  was  discovered  on  fire  by  the  flames  bursting  through  the 
windows.  Cause  not  known.  The  first  and  second  stories  consider- 
ably injured. 

lo.  Provision  store  of  J.  Hall  &  Co.,  Bedford  st.,  took  fire  from  a  coal 
stove ;  saved  books  and  accounts,  and  was  insured. 

13.  Cotton  &  Hill's  chair  factory,  South  Boston,  took  fire,  but  was 
speedily  extinguished,  without  much  damage.  The  store,  corner  of 
I  Fulton  and  Ferry  sts.,  slightly  damaged  by  fire.  A  boy,  following  the 
engines,  fell  and  broke  an  arm. 

16.  No.  5  Winthrop  Place,  took  fire  from  the  furnace  flue,  but  ar- 
rested without  loss.  A  grocery,  Blackstone  st.,  took  fire  in  the  night. 
The  goods  were  considerably  injured  by  water  and  smoke.  Fully 
insured. 

21.  No.  301  Washington  st.,  a  bonnet  store,  took  fire,  but  saved  by 
timely  exertion, although  the  stock  was  a  good  deal  injured. 

25.  The  clothing  store  of  Sir.  Calrow,  comer  of  Elm  and  Hanover 
sts.,  discovered  to  be  on  fire.  It  was  immediately  subdued,  but  the 
goods  were  badly  damaged. 

March  22.  An  attempt  was  made  to  fire  the  stable  of  the  City  Tav- 
ern, Brattle  st,  by  placing  lighted  matches  in  a  hay-rack,  through  a 
hole  in  the  wall;  seasonably  discovered  to  prevent  a  conflagration. 

25.  The  large  crockery  store,  corner  of  Washington  and  School  sts., 
took  fire  in  the  2d  story,  and  the  whole  edifice  was  destroyed  in  the  in- 
terior. It  was  believed  to  have  caught  in  a  drying  room.  Owned  by  D. 
S.  Greenough,  and  insured.  Messrs.  Sumnerwere  insured  £15,000,  which 
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would  nearly  cover  their  loss  on  stock.    B.  B.  Wood  insured  for  #5,000 

29.    James  Waldock  &  Son's  clothing  store,  Washington  st,  opposite 

Boylston  Market,  took  fixe.    No  great  damage  to  the  building.    Stock 

insured  for  #4,000. 

April  7.  A  fire  was  discovered  in  the  cellar  of  a  brick  building, 
Devonshire  st.,  used  as  an  iron  tube  manufactory.    No  great  loss. 

8.  An  unoccupied  house,  No.  10  Gouch  st.,  probably  set  on  fire. 
Saved  without  much  loss. 

13.    Stable  of  the  Exchange  Coffee  House  set  on  fire,  but  was  saved. 

19.  The  green  house  of  the  public  garden,  E.  Boston,  belonging  to 
W.  F.  Mason,  entirely  consumed,  with  a  large  number  of  valuable 
plants..    Loss,  #6,000.    Loss  in  grapes  alone,  #1,000. 

25.  Considerable  damage  done  to  a  four  story  brick  building,  corner 
of  Commercial  and  Clinton  sts. 

Mat  2.  A  double  wooden  dwelling  at  E.  Boston  was  nearly  con- 
sumed. 

June  4.  A  fire  broke  out  in  the  rear  of  Carter's  stable,  Federal  St., 
which  consumed  quite  a  number  of  buildings  before  it  was  subdued, 
and  at  one  time  threatened  to  become  very  extensive.  The  chief  loss 
fell  upon  many  poor  families  who  were  tenants. 

10.  Two  wooden  buildings  on  Haverhill  st.,  occupied  by  carpenters 
and  a  carver,  were  destroyed,  with  most  of  the  contents.  Supposed  to 
have  been  an  incendiary  act. 

15.  A  fire  broke  out  in  Mr.  Redman's  granite  building,  corner  of 
Washington  and  Essex  sts.,  which  considerably  injured  the  roof  and 
upper  story.  Supposed  to  have  originated  from  the  gas  pipes  in  the 
hall  fitted  up  for  the  lodge  of  Odd  Fellows.  Insurance  on  the  property 
of  the  occupants  had  been  made  to  cover  nearly  all  the  loss. 

21.  No.  305  Washington  st.  came  near  being  consumed,  but  a  timely 
discovery  saved  the  building.     Some  little  loss  on  goods. 

24.  A  disastrous  fire  occurred  at  the  corner  of  Causeway  and  Lan- 
caster sts.,  which  consumed  several  workshops,  lumber,  tools,  and  un- 
finished work.  The  Old  Hero  Engine  was  burned  on  this  occasion,  the 
men  being  compelled  to  abandon  it,  on  account  of  the  bursting  in  upon 
them  of  the  flames.         * 

27.    Store  211  Washington  st.  took  fire.    Loss  on  goods  about  #2,000. 

29.  A  store  in  Central  st.  was  set  on  fire  by  the  rays  of  the  sun, 
brought  to  a  focus  through  a  bull's-eye  pane  of  glass.    No  damage. 

July  4.  Several  smal4  fires  occurred,  from  the  first  to  about  the  mid- 
dle of  July,  viz  :  No.  122  State  st.,  in  a  bookbindery,  at  a  loss  of  about 
#1000.  A  shed  in  Chambers  st,  by  a  fire-cracker;  over  the  kitchen  of 
a  house,  E.  Boston ;  and  also  in  Spring  Lane,  the  New  England  Re- 
porter office. 

15.  A  3  story  brick  store,  Central  st,  occupied  by  several  dry  goods 
merchants,  was  found  on  fire :  some  damage  to  the  different  stocks  by 
water. 

17.  A  ten-foot  grocery,  corner  of  Essex  st.  and  Essex  place,  took 
fire.  Goods  and  building,  to  the  extent  of  #3,500,  were  entirely  lost 
The  whole  interior  of  a  building  on  Commercial  st,  head  of  City  wharf, 
was  destroyed.  Considerable  insurance  had  been  effected  on  the  prop- 
erty of  some  of  the  occupants. 

24.  A  Manilla  hat  manufactory,  rear  of  Dedham  st.,  took  fire,  but 
was  saved. 

27.  Owing  to  a  defect  in  the  chimney,  the  large  building,  corner  of 
Devonshire  st.  and  Spring  Lane,  took  fire  :  damage  slight 

August  8.  A  store,  corner  of  Carver  and  Eliot  sts., took  fire ;  saved, 
however,  but  with  damage  to  the  contents.    Insured  about  #1000. 

11.  A  carpenter's  shop,  in  Bedford  st ,  was  supposed  to  have  been 
set  on  fire.    It  was  discovered  seasonably,  and  saved. 

23.  In  North  Square,  a  wooden  building  took  fire  from  a  stove.  Sev- 
eral Irish  families  were  considerably  disturbed,  but  the  house  was 
finally  saved. 
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September  6.  Robinson's  lock  factory,  No.  4  Richmond  st.  acci- 
dentally took  fire  by  placing  hot  coffee  in  a  wooden  vessel.  No  great 
damage  done. 

7.    The  roof  of  a  ten-footer  was  burnt,  on  the  Tremont  road. 

11.  A  severe  fire  occurred  in  Lancaster  st.,  by  which  several  work- 
shops were  destroyed,  together  with  stocks  and  tools.  The  carpenters 
and  their  journeymen  were  the  greatest  sufferers. 

14.  Some  shavings  took  fire  between  two  carpenters'  shops  on  Har- 
rison Avenue,  which  communicated  to  both  buildings,  and  ultimately 
destroyed  several  shops,  beside  injuring,  very  considerably,  neighbor- 
ing dwellings. 

19.  A  fire  broke  out  in  the  iron  foundry,  E.  Boston,  which  destroyed 
three  wooden  buildings,  beside  a  large  stock,  moulds  and  castings 
Messrs.  Randall  &  Curtis,  owners,  were  insured  #3,500,  which  nearly 
covered  the  loss. 

20.  The  roof  of  a  three  story  house  in  North  Margin  st.,  occupied  by 
half  a  dozen  families,  was  burned,  but  the  building  saved,  with  no 
great  loss. 

30.  A  fire  in  the  stable  of  Mr.  Brady,  Portland  st.,  and  adjoining 
building.  Damage  not  great,  although  a  few  carriages,  and  a  horse 
were  somewhat  injured. 

October  2.  Five  wooden  dwelling-houses  were  destroyed  at  East 
Boston. 

'4.  A  fire  occurred  at  the  corner  of  Atkinson  and  Milk  streets,  which 
considerably  injured  several  buildings. 

29.    A  fire  in  a  junk-shop,  Broad  st.,  destroyed  some  property. 

November  3.  The  stable  of  the  Exchange  Coffee  House.  Destroyed 
some  hay,  grain,  sleighs,  and  finally  communicated  to  a  stable  and  car- 
penter's shop  in  Water  st.  before  being  subdued. 

7.  A  fire  was  discovered  in  Mr.  Stimpson's  manufacturing  establish- 
ment, corner  of  Congress  and  Bath  sts.,  in  the  upper  story,  which  was 
immediately  put  out. 

11.  In  the  fourth  story  of  a  brick  building,  corner  of  Congress 
and  Bath  sts.,  a  fire  was  discovered,  but  immediately  extinguished. 
The  water  thrown  in  was  very  injurious  to  a  large  stock  of  stoves. 

25.  A  fire  broke  out  at  185  Hanover  st ,  caused  by  hot  ashes  in  a 
wooden  vessel.
